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Welcome  to  Heritage's  auction  of  the  Eric  Beckman  Collection,  the  initial  session  of  our  2015  official  ANA  World 
&  Ancient  Coin  Auctions.  We  are  excited  to  bring  you  the  second  portion  of  Mr.  Beckman's  fabulous  collection  of 
Canadian  coins.  The  first  portion  of  his  collection  was  his  impressive  Specimen,  Proof,  and  Prooflike  Dollars  sold  in 
January  2014  as  the  McLeod  Collection.  This  equally  impressive  group  of  Specimen  coins  (with  a  few  non-Specimen 
issues)  includes  many  major  date  and  condition  rarities,  such  as  a  1921  five-piece  Specimen  set,  1925  5  Cents  SP67 
PCGS,  1875-H  25  Cents  SP68  PCGS,  1882-H  25  Cents  SP68  PCGS,  1872-H  50  Cents  SP65+  PCGS,  1908-C  Sovereign 
SP67  PCGS,  and  1916-C  Sovereign  MS66  PCGS.  This  is  just  a  selection  of  the  many  fantastic  items  included  in  the 
pages  ahead. 

Within  this  catalog  is  also  the  John  Honeyford  Campbell  Collection,  which  Mr.  Beckman  was  able  to  acquire  intact  in 
2002.  J.  H.  Campbell  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Junior  Clerk  with  the  Sydney  Branch  of  the  Royal  Mint,  and  was 
later  promoted  to  Deputy  Master  from  1 921  to  1 926,  when  the  mint  closed.  He  was  then  transferred  to  fulfill  a  similar 
capacity  at  the  Ottawa  mint  from  1926  until  his  retirement  in  1938.  It  was  in  this  capacity  that  Campbell  was  able  to 
the  fantastic  items  in  his  collection. 

Though  not  many  in  number,  the  J.  H.  Campbell  Collection  contains  many  extremely  rare  and  high  quality  pieces. 
Among  the  most  noteworthy  items  are  the  unique  1931  set  No.  10,  with  Royal  mint  stamped  card  holder  dated  Dec.  1 
1931,  and  a  note  signed  by  Mr.  Campbell  reading,  ''Selected  from  the  first  one  hundred  pieces  struck  after  Mrs. 
Rhodes  started  the  coining  presses  on  the  1st  December  1931,"  signed  "J.H.  Campbell  Master  Royal  Canadian  Mint;" 
a  double  set  of  1935  Specimen  Dollars  with  the  Royal  Mint  officially  embossed  double  case;  a  1937  double  Mirror 
Specimen  Set  with  official  Royal  Mint  red  double  case,  the  only  other  double  set  residing  in  the  Canadian  Currency 
Museum;  and  a  large  lot  including  nine  medals,  many  awarded  to  Mr.  Campbell,  with  official  documents  from  the 
government  certifying  these  awards  and  assorted  paperwork  from  his  life.  This  is  truly  a  museum-quality  grouping. 

Eric  Beckman  was  born  in  Seattle,  Washington.  At  a  young  age  he  moved  to  Chicago  and  was  raised  in  the  suburbs, 
now  residing  north  of  the  city.  As  a  youngster,  he  was  encouraged  to  collect  coins,  and  received  many  as  gifts  from  his 
grandparents  and  parents.  Eric's  father  also  helped  him  assemble  collections  of  U.S.  silver  coins  in  blue  Whitman  folders. 

Eric  married  Jill  MacLeod  26+  years  ago  in  her  home  town,  Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Canada  The  Prince 
Edward  Island  connection  was  influential  in  guiding  a  redirection  of  Eric's  coin  collecting  with  a  new  focus  on  high 
grade  Canadian  sovereigns  and  Specimen  issues.  Enjoying  the  history  behind  the  coins,  and  with  a  very  good  eye 
for  quality,  a  passion  for  the  finest  coins  was  fostered.  Over  the  next  more  than  two  decades,  he  engaged  in  careful 
research  and  developed  close  friendships  with  many  collectors  and  dealers,  allowing  him  to  assemble  this  collection 
of  Canadian  coins,  which  he  has  enjoyed  immensely.

From  our  January  2003  sale  of  the  Sid  and  Alicia  Belzberg  Col¬ 
lection  where  it  was  described,  “Slightly  mottled,  ash-gray  toning  with 
bold  devices  and  no  substantial  flaws.  Often  called  the  “Prince  of  Ca¬ 
nadian  coins,”  this  issue  stands  alone  within  the  entire  Canadian  5  Cent 
series.  Over  two  million  pieces  were  melted,  and  it  appears  that  only  a 
few  hundred  were  released  by  the  mint  with  almost  all  of  these  going  into 
circulation.  Common  knowledge  suggests  that  the  few  surviving  high- 
grade  pieces  were  given  to  visitors  to  the  Ottawa  Mint  in  1921  or  sold  to 
numismatists.  This  coin  was  sold  by  John  Pittman,  at  the  1959  CNA  Con¬ 
vention,  to  Roger  Boulais  for  the  exorbitant  sum  of  $1,000.”  All  of  these 
details  remain  the  same  today  as  they  were  12  years  ago.  The  astounding 
story  of  this  legendary  5  Cent  piece  begins  in  May  of  1921  with  Cana¬ 
dian  government  legislation  to  change  the  5  Cent  piece,  from  the  previous 
silver,  to  nickel.  Over  2,500,000  pieces  of  silver  5  Cents  had  been  struck 
and  a  decision  was  made  to  melt  these  coins,  as  well  as  all  silver  5  Cents 
being  held  in  reserve.

To  get  the  actual  story 
on  what  really  happened  to  cause  the  rarity  of  this  issue,  one  need  only  go 
to  Charlton  s  Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins,  Volume  One,  pub¬ 
lished  by  W.K.  Cross,  where  it  states,  “During  the  early  and  mid- 1920s  the 
demand  for  50-cent  pieces  was  very  light:  only  28,000  pieces  were  issued 
between  1921  and  1929.  These  are  assumed  to  have  been  almost  entirely 
1920s.  When  a  greater  demand  for  this  denomination  arose  later  in  1929, 
the  master  of  the  Ottawa  Mint  decided  to  melt  the  entire  stock  of  1920  and 
1921  coins  (amounting  to  some  480,392  pieces)  and  recoin  the  silver  into 
1929  coins.  He  took  this  decision  because  he  feared  that  the  public  would 
suspect  they  were  receiving  counterfeits  if  a  large  quantity  of  coins  with 
“old”  dates  were  issued.  It  is  believed  that  the  75,  or  so,  1921s  that  have 
survived  came  from  Specimen  sets  sold  to  collectors  or  from  circulation 
strikes  sold  to  Mint  visitors.”  Thus  the  explanation  for  the  rarity  of  the 
1921  50  Cents  and  its  unique  place  in  Canadian  numismatic  history.

26.  In  the  event  that  a  Bidder’s  payment  is  dishonored  upon  presentment(s),  Bidder  shall  pay  the 
maximum  statutory  processing  fee  set  by  applicable  state  law.  If  you  attempt  to  pay  via  eCheck 
and  your  financial  institution  denies  this  transfer  from  your  bank  account,  or  the  payment  cannot 
be  completed  using  the  selected  funding  source,  you  agree  to  complete  payment  using  your  credit 
card  on  file. 

27.  If  any  Auction  invoice  submitted  by  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance 
will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  from  the  date  of  invoice  until  paid.  Any  invoice 
not  paid  when  due  will  bear  a  three  percent  (3%)  late  fee  on  the  invoice  amount.  If  the  Auctioneer 
refers  any  invoice  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs, 
and  other  collection  costs  incurred  by  Auctioneer.

1.  This  Auction  is  presented  by  Heritage  Auctions,  a  d/b/a/  of  Heritage  Auctioneers  &  Galleries,  Inc., 
or  Heritage  Auctions,  Inc.,  or  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.,  or  Heritage  Vintage  Sports 
Auctions,  Inc.,  or  Currency  Auctions  of  America,  Inc.,  as  identified  with  the  applicable  licensing 
information  on  the  title  page  of  the  catalog  or  on  the  HA.com  Internet  site  (the  “Auctioneer”).  The 
Auction  is  conducted  under  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  and  applicable  state  and  local 
law.  Announcements  and  corrections  from  the  podium  and  those  made  through  the  Terms  and 
Conditions  of  Auctions  appearing  on  the  Internet  at  HA.com  supersede  those  in  the  printed  catalog. 

Buyer’s  Premium: 

2.  All  bids  are  subject  to  a  Buyers  Premium  which  is  in  addition  to  the  placed  successful  bid: 

•  Fifteen  percent  (15%)  on  Domain  Names  &  Intellectual  Property  Auction  lots; 

•  Seventeen  and  one-half  percent  (17.5%)  on  Currency,  US  Coin,  and  World  &  Ancient  Coin  Auction  lots, 
except  for  Gallery  Auction  lots  as  noted  below; 

•  Nineteen  and  one-half  percent  (19.5%)  on  Comic,  Movie  Poster,  Sports  Collectibles,  and  Gallery  Auction 
(sealed  bid  auctions  of  mostly  bulk  numismatic  material)  lots; 

•  Twenty-two  percent  (22%)  on  Wine  Auction  lots; 

•  For  lots  in  all  other  categories  not  listed  above,  the  Buyers  Premium  per  lot  is  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
on  the  first  $100,000  (minimum  $14),  plus  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  any  amount  between  $100,000  and

Auction  Venues: 

3.  The  following  Auctions  are  conducted  solely  on  the  Internet:  Heritage  Weekly  Internet  Auctions 
(Coin,  Currency,  Comics,  Rare  Books,  Jewelry  &  Watches,  Guitars  &  Musical  Instruments,  and 
Vintage  Movie  Posters);  Heritage  Monthly  Internet  Auctions  (Sports,  World  Coins  and  Rare  Wine). 
Signature®  Auctions  and  Grand  Format  Auctions  accept  bids  from  the  Internet,  telephone,  fax,  or 
mail  first,  followed  by  a  floor  bidding  session;  HeritageLive!  and  real-  time  telephone  bidding  are 
available  to  registered  clients  during  these  auctions. 

Bidders: 

4.  Any  person  participating  or  registering  for  the  Auction  agrees  to  be  bound  by  and  accepts  these 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  (“Bidder(s)”). 

5.  All  Bidders  must  meet  Auctioneers  qualifications  to  bid.  Any  Bidder  who  is  not  a  client  in  good 
standing  of  the  Auctioneer  may  be  disqualified  at  Auctioneers  sole  option  and  will  not  be  awarded 
lots.  Such  determination  may  be  made  by  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  and  unlimited  discretion,  at  any  time 
prior  to,  during,  or  even  after  the  close  of  the  Auction.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  exclude  any 
person  from  the  auction. 

6.  If  an  entity  places  a  bid,  then  the  person  executing  the  bid  on  behalf  of  the  entity  agrees  to  personally 
guarantee  payment  for  any  successful  bid. 

Credit: 

7.  In  order  to  place  bids,  Bidders  who  have  not  established  credit  with  the  Auctioneer  must  either 
furnish  satisfactory  credit  information  (including  two  collectibles-related  business  references)  or 
supply  valid  credit  card  information  along  with  a  social  security  number,  well  in  advance  of  the 
Auction.  Bids  placed  through  our  Interactive  Internet  program  will  only  be  accepted  from  pre¬ 
registered  Bidders.  Bidders  who  are  not  members  of  HA.com  or  affiliates  should  preregister  at  least

9.  Presentment  of  Bids:  Non-Internet  bids  (including  but  not  limited  to  podium,  fax,  phone  and  mail 
bids)  are  treated  similar  to  floor  bids  in  that  they  must  be  on-increment  or  at  a  half  increment  (called 
a  cut  bid).  Any  podium,  fax,  phone,  or  mail  bids  that  do  not  conform  to  a  full  or  half  increment 
will  be  rounded  up  or  down  to  the  nearest  full  or  half  increment  and  this  revised  amount  will  be 
considered  your  high  bid. 

10.  Auctioneers  Execution  of  Certain  Bids.  Auctioneer  cannot  be  responsible  for  your  errors  in 
bidding,  so  carefully  check  that  every  bid  is  entered  correctly.  When  identical  mail  or  FAX  bids  are 
submitted,  preference  is  given  to  the  first  received.  To  ensure  the  greatest  accuracy,  your  written 
bids  should  be  entered  on  the  standard  printed  bid  sheet  and  be  received  at  Auctioneers  place 
of  business  at  least  two  business  days  before  the  Auction  start.  Auctioneer  is  not  responsible  for 
executing  mail  bids  or  FAX  bids  received  on  or  after  the  day  the  first  lot  is  sold,  nor  Internet  bids 
submitted  after  the  published  closing  time;  nor  is  Auctioneer  responsible  for  proper  execution  of 
bids  submitted  by  telephone,  mail,  FAX,  e-mail,  Internet,  or  in  person  once  the  Auction  begins.  Bids 
placed  electronically  via  the  internet  may  not  be  withdrawn  until  your  written  request  is  received 
and  acknowledged  by  Auctioneer  (FAX:  214-409-1425);  such  requests  must  state  the  reason,  and 
may  constitute  grounds  for  withdrawal  of  bidding  privileges.

11.  Caveat  as  to  Bid  Increments.  Bid  increments  (over  the  current  bid  level)  determine  the  lowest 
amount  you  may  bid  on  a  particular  lot.

12.  If  Auctioneer  calls  for  a  full  increment,  a  bidder  may  request  Auctioneer  to  accept  a  bid  at  half 
of  the  increment  (“Cut  Bid”)  only  once  per  lot.  After  offering  a  Cut  Bid,  bidders  may  continue 
to  participate  only  at  full  increments.  Off-increment  bids  may  be  accepted  by  the  Auctioneer  at 
Signature®  Auctions  and  Grand  Format  Auctions.  If  the  Auctioneer  solicits  bids  other  than  the 
expected  increment,  these  bids  will  not  be  considered  Cut  Bids. 

Conducting  the  Auction: 

13.  Notice  of  the  consignors  liberty  to  place  bids  on  his  lots  in  the  Auction  is  hereby  made  in 
accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Texas  Business  and  Commercial  Code.  A  “Minimum  Bid”  is 
an  amount  below  which  the  lot  will  not  sell.  THE  CONSIGNOR  OF  PROPERTY  MAY  PLACE 
WRITTEN  ’’Minimum  Bids”  ON  HIS  LOTS  IN  ADVANCE  OF  THE  AUCTION;  ON  SUCH  LOTS,  IF 


THE  HAMMER  PRICE  DOES  NOT  MEET  THE  “Minimum  Bid”,  THE  CONSIGNOR  MAY  PAY  A 
REDUCED  COMMISSION  ON  THOSE  LOTS.  ’’Minimum  Bids”  are  generally  posted  online  several 
days  prior  to  the  Auction  closing.  For  any  successful  bid  placed  by  a  consignor  on  his  Property 
on  the  Auction  floor,  or  by  any  means  during  the  live  session,  or  after  the  ’’Minimum  Bid”  for  an 
Auction  have  been  posted,  we  will  require  the  consignor  to  pay  full  Buyer’s  Premium  and  Seller’s 
Commissions  on  such  lot. 

14.  The  highest  qualified  Bidder  recognized  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  Buyer.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  bid, 
the  earliest  bid  received  or  recognized  wins.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  any  Bidders  at  an 
Auction,  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  reoffer  the  lot.  Auctioneer’s  decision  and  declaration 
of  the  winning  Bidder  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  Bidders.  Bids  properly  offered,  whether 
by  floor  Bidder  or  other  means  of  bidding,  may  on  occasion  be  missed  or  go  unrecognized;  in  such 
cases,  the  Auctioneer  may  declare  the  recognized  bid  accepted  as  the  winning  bid,  regardless  of 
whether  a  competing  bid  may  have  been  higher.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  after  the  hammer  fall 
to  accept  bids  and  reopen  bidding  for  bids  placed  through  the  Internet  or  otherwise. 

15.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  or  to  limit  the  amount  of  any  bid,  in  its  sole 
discretion.  A  bid  is  considered  not  made  in  “Good  Faith”  when  made  by  an  insolvent  or  irresponsible 
person,  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  or  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  credit,  collectibles 
references,  or  otherwise.  Regardless  of  the  disclosure  of  his  identity,  any  bid  by  a  consignor  or  his 
agent  on  a  lot  consigned  by  him  is  deemed  to  be  made  in  “Good  Faith.”  Any  person  apparently 
appearing  on  the  OFAC  list  is  not  eligible  to  bid. 

16.  Nominal  Bids.  The  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  discretion  may  reject  nominal  bids,  small  opening  bids,  or 
very  nominal  advances.  If  a  lot  bearing  estimates  fails  to  open  for  40-60%  of  the  low  estimate,  the 
Auctioneer  may  pass  the  item  or  may  place  a  protective  bid  on  behalf  of  the  consignor. 

17.  Lots  bearing  bidding  estimates  shall  open  at  Auctioneer’s  discretion  (generally  40%-60%  of  the  low 
estimate).  In  the  event  that  no  bid  meets  or  exceeds  that  opening  amount,  the  lot  shall  pass  as  unsold. 

18.  All  items  are  to  be  purchased  per  lot  as  numerically  indicated  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  withdraw,  prior  to  the  close,  any  lots  from  the  Auction. 

19.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  nonpayment,  breach  of  a  warranty, 
disputed  ownership,  auctioneer’s  clerical  error  or  omission  in  exercising  bids  and  reserves,  or  for 
any  other  reason  and  in  Auctioneer’s  sole  discretion.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election 
to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the  Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and 
buyer’s  premium)  and  any  other  damages  or  expenses  pertaining  to  the  lot. 

20.  Auctioneer  occasionally  experiences  Internet  and/or  Server  service  outages,  and  Auctioneer 
periodically  schedules  system  downtime  for  maintenance  and  other  purposes,  during  which 
Bidders  cannot  participate  or  place  bids.  If  such  outages  occur,  we  may  at  our  discretion  extend 
bidding  for  the  Auction.  Bidders  unable  to  place  their  Bids  through  the  Internet  are  directed  to 
contact  Client  Services  at  877-HERITAGE  (437-4824). 

21.  The  Auctioneer,  its  affiliates,  or  their  employees  consign  items  to  be  sold  in  the  Auction,  and  may 
bid  on  those  lots  or  any  other  lots.  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  expressly  reserve  the  right  to  modify  any 
such  bids  at  any  time  prior  to  the  hammer  based  upon  data  made  known  to  the  Auctioneer  or  its 
affiliates.  The  Auctioneer  may  extend  advances,  guarantees,  or  loans  to  certain  consignors. 

22.  The  Auctioneer  has  the  right  to  sell  certain  unsold  items  after  the  close  of  the  Auction.  Such  lots 
shall  be  considered  sold  during  the  Auction  and  all  these  Terms  and  Conditions  shall  apply  to  such 
sales  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Buyer’s  Premium,  return  rights,  and  disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  United  States  dollars  (including  U.S.  currency,  bank  wire,  cashier 
checks,  travelers  checks,  eChecks,  and  bank  money  orders,  and  are  subject  to  all  reporting 
requirements).  All  deliveries  are  subject  to  good  funds;  funds  being  received  in  Auctioneer’s  account 
before  delivery  of  the  Purchases;  and  all  payments  are  subject  to  a  clearing  period.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  determine  if  a  check  constitutes  “good  funds”:  checks  drawn  on  a  U.S.  bank  are 
subject  to  a  ten  business  day  hold,  and  thirty  days  when  drawn  on  an  international  bank.  Clients 
with  pre-arranged  credit  status  may  receive  immediate  credit  for  payments  via  eCheck,  personal,  or 
corporate  checks.  All  others  will  be  subject  to  a  hold  of  5  days,  or  more,  for  the  funds  to  clear  prior  to 
releasing  merchandise.  (Ref.  T&C  item  7  Credit  for  additional  information.)  Payments  can  be  made 
24-48  hours  post  auction  from  the  My  Orders  page  of  the  HA.com  website. 

24.  Payment  is  due  upon  closing  of  the  Auction  session,  or  upon  presentment  of  an  invoice.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  void  an  invoice  if  payment  in  full  is  not  received  within  7  days  after  the  close 
of  the  Auction.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election  to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the 
Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and  buyer’s  premium)  on  the  lot  and 
any  other  damages  pertaining  to  the  lot  or  Auctioneer,  at  its  option,  may  charge  a  twenty  (20%) 
restock  fee  on  the  amount  of  the  purchase  and  offset  the  restock  fee  against  any  monies  paid  to  the 
Auctioneer  or  against  any  of  the  purchaser’s  properties  held  by  the  Auctioneer. 

25.  Lots  delivered  to  you,  or  your  representative  are  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and  local  taxes,  unless 
appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  Auctioneer.  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  Auctioneer  the  actual  amount 
of  tax  due  in  the  event  that  sales  tax  is  not  properly  collected  due  to:  1)  an  expired,  inaccurate, 
or  inappropriate  tax  certificate  or  declaration,  2)  an  incorrect  interpretation  of  the  applicable 
statute,  3)  or  any  other  reason.  The  appropriate  form  or  certificate  must  be  on  file  at  and  verified  by 
Auctioneer  five  days  prior  to  Auction,  or  tax  must  be  paid;  only  if  such  form  or  certificate  is  received 
by  Auctioneer  within  4  days  after  the  Auction  can  a  refund  of  tax  paid  be  made.  Lots  from  different 
Auctions  may  not  be  aggregated  for  sales  tax  purposes. 

26.  In  the  event  that  a  Bidder’s  payment  is  dishonored  upon  presentment(s),  Bidder  shall  pay  the 
maximum  statutory  processing  fee  set  by  applicable  state  law.  If  you  attempt  to  pay  via  eCheck 
and  your  financial  institution  denies  this  transfer  from  your  bank  account,  or  the  payment  cannot 
be  completed  using  the  selected  funding  source,  you  agree  to  complete  payment  using  your  credit 
card  on  file. 

27.  If  any  Auction  invoice  submitted  by  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance 
will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  from  the  date  of  invoice  until  paid.  Any  invoice 
not  paid  when  due  will  bear  a  three  percent  (3%)  late  fee  on  the  invoice  amount.  If  the  Auctioneer 
refers  any  invoice  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs, 
and  other  collection  costs  incurred  by  Auctioneer.  If  Auctioneer  assigns  collection  to  its  in-house 
legal  staff,  such  attorney’s  time  expended  on  the  matter  shall  be  compensated  at  a  rate  comparable 
to  the  hourly  rate  of  independent  attorneys. 

28.  In  the  event  a  successful  Bidder  fails  to  pay  any  amounts  due,  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  sell 
the  lot(s)  securing  the  invoice  to  any  underbidders  in  the  Auction  that  the  lot(s)  appeared,  or  at 
subsequent  private  or  public  sale,  or  relist  the  lot(s)  in  a  future  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer.  A 
defaulting  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  resale  (including  a  15%  seller’s  commission, 
if  consigned  to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  The  defaulting  Bidder  is  liable  to  pay  any 
difference  between  his  total  original  invoice  for  the  lot(s),  plus  any  applicable  interest,  and  the  net 
proceeds  for  the  lot(s)  if  sold  at  private  sale  or  the  subsequent  hammer  price  of  the  lot(s)  less  the  15% 
seller’s  commissions,  if  sold  at  an  Auctioneer’s  auction. 

29.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  in  good  funds  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise. 

30.  Auctioneer  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  merchandise  purchased  by  the  buyer  to  secure  payment  of 
the  Auction  invoice.  Auctioneer  is  further  granted  a  lien  and  the  right  to  retain  possession  of  any 
other  property  of  the  buyer  then  held  by  the  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  to  secure  payment  of  any 
Auction  invoice  or  any  other  amounts  due  the  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  from  the  buyer.  With  respect 
to  these  lien  rights,  Auctioneer  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  a  secured  creditor  under  Article  9  of  the 
Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  right  of  sale  (including  a  15% 
seller’s  commission,  if  consigned  to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  In

addition,  with  respect  to  payment  of  the  Auction  invoice(s),  the  buyer  waives  any  and  all  rights  of  offset 
he  might  otherwise  have  against  the  Auctioneer  and  the  consignor  of  the  merchandise  included  on 
the  invoice.  If  a  Bidder  owes  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  on  any  account,  Auctioneer  and  its  affiliates 
shall  have  the  right  to  offset  such  unpaid  account  by  any  credit  balance  due  Bidder,  and  it  may  secure 
by  possessory  lien  any  unpaid  amount  by  any  of  the  Bidders  property  in  their  possession.. 

31.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful  Bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  items  once  they  have  been  delivered  to  a 
common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper. 

Delivery;  Shipping;  and  Handling  Charges: 

32.  Buyer  is  liable  for  shipping,  handling,  registration,  and  renewal  fees,  if  any.  Please  refer  to  Auctioneers 
website  HA.com/c/shipping.zx  for  the  latest  charges  or  call  Auctioneer.  Auctioneer  is  unable  to  combine 
purchases  from  other  auctions  or  affiliates  into  one  package  for  shipping  purposes.  Lots  won  will  be 
shipped  in  a  commercially  reasonable  time  after  payment  in  good  funds  for  the  merchandise  and  the 
shipping  fees  is  received  or  credit  extended,  except  when  third-party  shipment  occurs.  Buyer  agrees  that 
Service  and  Handling  charges  related  to  shipping  items  which  are  not  pre-paid  may  be  charged  to  the 
credit  card  on  file  with  Auctioneer. 

33.  Successful  international  Bidders  shall  provide  written  shipping  instructions,  including  specified 
customs  declarations,  to  the  Auctioneer  for  any  lots  to  be  delivered  outside  of  the  United  States. 
NOTE:  Declaration  value  shall  be  the  item’(s)  hammer  price  together  with  its  buyers  premium  and 
Auctioneer  shall  use  the  correct  harmonized  code  for  the  lot.  Domestic  Buyers  on  lots  designated  for 
third-party  shipment  must  designate  the  common  carrier,  accept  risk  of  loss,  and  prepay  shipping 
costs. 

34.  All  shipping  charges  will  be  borne  by  the  successful  Bidder.  On  all  domestic  shipments,  any  risk  of  loss 
during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  Heritage  until  the  shipping  carriers  confirmation  of  delivery  to  the 
address  of  record  in  Auctioneers  file  (carriers  confirmation  is  conclusive  to  prove  delivery  to  Bidder; 
if  the  client  has  a  Signature  release  on  file  with  the  carrier,  the  package  is  considered  delivered  without 
Signature)  or  delivery  by  Heritage  to  Bidders  selected  third-party  shipper.  On  all  foreign  shipments, 
any  risk  of  loss  during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  the  Bidder  following  Auctioneers  delivery  to  the 
Bidders  designated  common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper. 

35.  Due  to  the  nature  of  some  items  sold,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  for  the  successful  Bidder  to  arrange 
pick-up  and  shipping  through  third-parties;  as  to  such  items  Auctioneer  shall  have  no  liability. 
Failure  to  pick-up  or  arrange  shipping  in  a  timely  fashion  (within  ten  days)  shall  subject  Lots  to 
storage  and  moving  charges,  including  a  $100  administration  fee  plus  $10  daily  storage  for  larger 
items  and  $5.00  daily  for  smaller  items  (storage  fee  per  item)  after  35  days.

A  high  grade  example,  not 
any  of  the  coins  listed  in  the  NGC  registry. 

-  the  coin  plated  in  Cayon  (his  Tipo-148  in  “Monedas  Espanolas:  del  tremis  al  euro”,  2005).  Not  the  previous  coin,  per  the  rim. 

-  the  coin  in  the  Museo  Soumaya,  VF. 

NGC  currently  lists  three  certifications  at  XF40,  XF45  and  AU50.  The  former  two  correspond  to  the  Eliasberg  and  Rudman  specimens,  while  the  third 
would  constitute  evidence  of  a  sixth  specimen.  All  known  specimens  were  apparently  struck  with  the  same  pair  of  dies,  recognizable  by  a  small  die  flaw 
near  the  “D”  in  “IND”  on  the  obverse,  and  by  a  small  die  break  near  the  “MO”  in  “TIMOR”  on  the  reverse. 

These  issues  are  amongst  the  rarest  and  most  historically  significant  of  the  entire  Mexican  gold  series  being  the  first  milled  coins  produced  in  the  Mexico 
City  mint,  and  thus  the  first  milled  coins  of  the  Americas.  Following  the  Royal  Ordinances  of  1728  in  Madrid  and  1730  in  Cazalla  related  to  this  new 
coinage,  the  Mexico  City  mint  experienced  a  thorough  reorganization  and  passed  under  direct  control  of  the  Crown.  Production  started  early  in  1732,  and 
their  release  into  circulation  was  completed  on  December  23  of  that  year,  after  a  sufficient  amount  of  these  new  coins  had  been  produced. 

A  few  silver  and  gold  coins  of  the  1732  date  were  struck  with  incomplete  dies  without  the  denomination  nor  the  assayer  initial(s)  on  the  reverse.  It  is 
generally  accepted,  following  Pradeau’s  commentary  (see  page  54  in  his  “Numismatic  History  of  Mexico”,  1938)  that  these  coins  are  trial  pieces  using  the 
masters  dies  sent  from  Madrid  which  bore  no  assayer  initials.  If  this  logical  explanation  is  confirmed,  these  coins  would  have  been  among  the  first  milled 
coins  struck  in  Mexico,  thus  on  March  29,  1732  or  shortly  thereafter,  as  indicated  in  the  following  contemporary  account: 

“On  the  afternoon  of  that  same  day  (of  the  19th  of  March),  the  Viceroy  of  Casafuerte  assisted  to  the  first  trial  strike  of  the  equipment  of  the  new  Mint  and 
the  minting  of  its  first  coin  in  company  of  its  Director  D.  Joseph  Fernandez  Veytia,  its  major  officers  and  various  of  the  most  distinguished  gentlemen  of 
the  city.  This  coin  was  struck  with  great  care  together  with  various  additional  ones,  and  in  view  of  the  rejoicing  caused  by  such  a  successful  start  of  opera¬ 
tions,  a  few  coins  were  handed  over  and  distributed  (to  the  public)  without  the  usual  formalities.  It  is  considered  that  this  new  mint  shall  promptly  attain 
the  utmost  level  perfection  since  although  during  the  visit  of  his  Excellency  only  4  to  6  coins  were  minted  per  minute,  (the  rate  of)  23  coins  was  attained 
on  the  following  day  (page  17  in  in  “Gacetas  de  Mexico,  Vol.  II:  1732  a  1736”). 

As  noted  previously,  among  the  first  coins  minted  in  Mexico  with  the  new  equipment  in  1732,  an  extremely  rare  coin  of  the  utmost  historical  importance, 
and  a  fitting  specimen  to  initiate  the  presentation  of  the  Rudman  collection.  The  cataloguer  notes  the  XF40  ex-Eliasberg  coin  hammered  for  $67,500  in 
2008  (Stacks’s  Bowers  1/2008,  lot  3498).

When  researching  the  Charles  II  rat-nose  4  Escudos  minted  in  Mexico  City,  several  facts 
become  immediately  clear,  all  of  which  point  to  a  general  rarity  of  the  entire  issue. 

Main  references  (KM,  Calico,  the  Onza  reference  book)  only  list  generic  (and  comparatively 
high)  values  for  the  entire  type,  being  unable  to  distinguish  between  any  of  the  dates.  In 
addition,  old  references  list  only  a  handful  of  specimens:  the  legendary  Vidal  Quadras  holdings 
included  only  one  date  (1768,  see  #  10196  in  his  1892  work  Catalogo  de  la  Coleccion  Vidal 
Quadras  y  Ramon),  the  also  legendary  collection  of  Jose  Toribio  Medina  included  only  two 
dates  (the  1764  and  1768,  see  pages  95  in  his  1919  Monedas  Coloniales  Hispanomericanas 
work),  while  the  less  know,  yet  similarly  important  Carles  Torla  group  housed  but  one  (the 
1771,  See  #  1619  in  Plate  79  of  his  1936  Coleccion  de  Emilio  Carles  Torla  work).  Moreover, 
the  several  legendary  cabinets  that  have  been  dispersed  in  the  past  30  years  (Norweb, 
Gerber,  Eliasberg,  Caballero  de  las  Yndias,  and  Huntington)  housed  a  combined  total  of  five 
specimens,  some  of  which  are  the  same  of  the  aforementioned  old  references  (the  Norweb 
coin  is  the  ex-Medina  coin  for  example).

Only  five  different  types  and  two  de¬ 
nominations  (8  Escudos  and  4  Escudos)  were  apparently  minted  as  regu¬ 
lar  issues,  with  a  1  Escudo  dated  1812  also  known  in  trial  strike  /  pattern 
form  (in  silver,  dated  1812)  although  others  could  also  have  been  issued 
(see  commentary  following).  It  is  therefore  not  an  extensive  series  by  any 
means.  Nevertheless,  each  of  those  types  are  very  rare,  two  of  them  ex¬ 
tremely  so.  As  a  whole,  the  Guadalajara  Colonial  gold  series  is  therefore 
among  the  more  significant  of  the  entire  Spanish  Colonial  gold  series. The 
rarest  gold  issues  of  this  colonial  provisional  mint  are  the  early  ones  of 
1812-1813  assayed  by  Manuel  Rivera  (initials  “M.  R.”)  which  is  hardly 
surprising  since  the  total  combined  amount  issued  for  those  two  years  con¬ 
firmed  from  archival  sources  was  a  paltry  3861  pesos.  Interestingly,  Lucas 
Alaman  comments  in  appendix  4  of  his  work  “Historia  de  Mejico”  (1849): 
“in  addition  to  the  amount  indicated  of  minted  silver  in  the  years  1812- 
1813,  gold  coins  of  onzas  and  escudos  of  1  Peso  -  a  1/2  Escudo  or  escudito 
coin  was  worth  8  Reales  or  1  silver  Peso)”.  This  odd  (not  even)  amount 
of  3861  pesos  could  well  mean  that  the  14  Escudo  denomination  was  also 
struck  among  the  early  issues  of  Guadalajara.  All  these  initial  1812-1813 
gold  issues  were  produced  under  dire  circumstances  with  locally  engraved 
dies,  and,  while  obviously  imperfect  and  crude,  they  also  exude  character. 
Among  the  confirmed  denominations,  the  rarest  undoubtedly  corresponds 
to  the  present  coin,  with  only  four  examples  known  to  the  cataloguer: 

-  the  Carles  Tolra  specimen  (plated  ad  No.  1920  in  the  work  “Catalogo  de 
la  coleccion  numismatica  Emilio  Carles  Tolra”,  1936).  Later  sold  as  lot  133 
in  the  little  known  1943  sale  “Monedas  Antiguas  Espanolas”  (organized 
by  the  Spanish  Numismatic  Association  on  June  6,  1943).  Same  specimen 
as  the  Calico  plate  coin  (plated  as  Tipo  27/  No.  128  in  the  work  “Numis¬ 
matica  Espanola”)  and  also  plated  on  page  65  -  as  from  the  collection  of 
one  Juan  M.  Sanchez  in  Madrid  -  in  Medina’s  “Las  Monedas  Obsidionales 
Hispanoamericanas”  (1919).  In  comparable  condition  to  the  present  piece. 

-  the  present  specimen,  ex  Norweb  collection,  part  2  (Christie’s  Dallas 
11/1985,  lot  524  for  $40,700). 

-  a  specimen  in  a  private  collection  in  Mexico,  not  seen  by  the  cataloguer 
but  reportedly  in  high  grade. 

-  a  lower  grade  specimen  recently  found  in  Mexico. 

To  the  knowledge  of  the  cataloguer,  this  extremely  rare  type  has  only  been 
offered  publicly  twice  in  the  past  75  years.  To  consider  the  offering  of  the 
present  handsome  example  a  rare  opportunity  for  the  collector  is  indeed  an 
understatement!  One  of  the  centerpieces  of  the  Rudman  collection,  certain 
to  keep  that  status  in  the  next  owner’s  collection,  and  the  very  coin  that 
sets  it  apart  from  other  offerings,  as  the  most  important  group  of  Guadala¬ 
jara  gold  colonial  coins  ever  sold.

Auctioneer  is  not  responsible  for 
executing  mail  bids  or  FAX  bids  received  on  or  after  the  day  the  first  lot  is  sold,  nor  Internet  bids 
submitted  after  the  published  closing  time;  nor  is  Auctioneer  responsible  for  proper  execution  of 
bids  submitted  by  telephone,  mail,  FAX,  e-mail,  Internet,  or  in  person  once  the  Auction  begins.  Bids 
placed  electronically  via  the  internet  may  not  be  withdrawn  until  your  written  request  is  received 
and  acknowledged  by  Auctioneer  (FAX:  214-409-1425);  such  requests  must  state  the  reason,  and 
may  constitute  grounds  for  withdrawal  of  bidding  privileges.  Lots  won  by  mail  Bidders  will  not  be 
delivered  at  the  Auction  unless  prearranged. 

11.  Caveat  as  to  Bid  Increments.  Bid  increments  (over  the  current  bid  level)  determine  the  lowest 
amount  you  may  bid  on  a  particular  lot.  Bids  greater  than  one  increment  over  the  current  bid  can  be 
any  whole  dollar  amount.  It  is  possible  under  several  circumstances  for  winning  bids  to  be  between 
increments,  sometimes  only  $1  above  the  previous  increment.  Please  see:  “How  can  I  lose  by  less 
than  an  increment?”  on  our  website.

12.  If  Auctioneer  calls  for  a  full  increment,  a  bidder  may  request  Auctioneer  to  accept  a  bid  at  half 
of  the  increment  (“Cut  Bid”)  only  once  per  lot.  After  offering  a  Cut  Bid,  bidders  may  continue 
to  participate  only  at  full  increments.  Off-increment  bids  may  be  accepted  by  the  Auctioneer  at 
Signature®  Auctions  and  Grand  Format  Auctions.  If  the  Auctioneer  solicits  bids  other  than  the 
expected  increment,  these  bids  will  not  be  considered  Cut  Bids. 

Conducting  the  Auction: 

13.  Notice  of  the  consignors  liberty  to  place  bids  on  his  lots  in  the  Auction  is  hereby  made  in 
accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Texas  Business  and  Commercial  Code.  A  “Minimum  Bid”  is 
an  amount  below  which  the  lot  will  not  sell.  THE  CONSIGNOR  OF  PROPERTY  MAY  PLACE 
WRITTEN  ’’Minimum  Bids”  ON  HIS  LOTS  IN  ADVANCE  OF  THE  AUCTION;  ON  SUCH  LOTS,  IF 


THE  HAMMER  PRICE  DOES  NOT  MEET  THE  “Minimum  Bid”,  THE  CONSIGNOR  MAY  PAY  A 
REDUCED  COMMISSION  ON  THOSE  LOTS.  ’’Minimum  Bids”  are  generally  posted  online  several 
days  prior  to  the  Auction  closing.  For  any  successful  bid  placed  by  a  consignor  on  his  Property 
on  the  Auction  floor,  or  by  any  means  during  the  live  session,  or  after  the  ’’Minimum  Bid”  for  an 
Auction  have  been  posted,  we  will  require  the  consignor  to  pay  full  Buyer’s  Premium  and  Seller’s 
Commissions  on  such  lot. 

14.  The  highest  qualified  Bidder  recognized  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  Buyer.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  bid, 
the  earliest  bid  received  or  recognized  wins.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  any  Bidders  at  an 
Auction,  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  reoffer  the  lot.  Auctioneer’s  decision  and  declaration 
of  the  winning  Bidder  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  Bidders.  Bids  properly  offered,  whether 
by  floor  Bidder  or  other  means  of  bidding,  may  on  occasion  be  missed  or  go  unrecognized;  in  such 
cases,  the  Auctioneer  may  declare  the  recognized  bid  accepted  as  the  winning  bid,  regardless  of 
whether  a  competing  bid  may  have  been  higher.

15.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  or  to  limit  the  amount  of  any  bid,  in  its  sole 
discretion.  A  bid  is  considered  not  made  in  “Good  Faith”  when  made  by  an  insolvent  or  irresponsible 
person,  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  or  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  credit,  collectibles 
references,  or  otherwise.  Regardless  of  the  disclosure  of  his  identity,  any  bid  by  a  consignor  or  his 
agent  on  a  lot  consigned  by  him  is  deemed  to  be  made  in  “Good  Faith.”  Any  person  apparently 
appearing  on  the  OFAC  list  is  not  eligible  to  bid. 

16.  Nominal  Bids.  The  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  discretion  may  reject  nominal  bids,  small  opening  bids,  or 
very  nominal  advances.  If  a  lot  bearing  estimates  fails  to  open  for  40-60%  of  the  low  estimate,  the 
Auctioneer  may  pass  the  item  or  may  place  a  protective  bid  on  behalf  of  the  consignor. 

17.  Lots  bearing  bidding  estimates  shall  open  at  Auctioneer’s  discretion  (generally  40%-60%  of  the  low 
estimate).  In  the  event  that  no  bid  meets  or  exceeds  that  opening  amount,  the  lot  shall  pass  as  unsold. 

18.  All  items  are  to  be  purchased  per  lot  as  numerically  indicated  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  withdraw,  prior  to  the  close,  any  lots  from  the  Auction. 

19.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  nonpayment,  breach  of  a  warranty, 
disputed  ownership,  auctioneer’s  clerical  error  or  omission  in  exercising  bids  and  reserves,  or  for 
any  other  reason  and  in  Auctioneer’s  sole  discretion.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election 
to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the  Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and 
buyer’s  premium)  and  any  other  damages  or  expenses  pertaining  to  the  lot. 

20.  Auctioneer  occasionally  experiences  Internet  and/or  Server  service  outages,  and  Auctioneer 
periodically  schedules  system  downtime  for  maintenance  and  other  purposes,  during  which 
Bidders  cannot  participate  or  place  bids.

21.  The  Auctioneer,  its  affiliates,  or  their  employees  consign  items  to  be  sold  in  the  Auction,  and  may 
bid  on  those  lots  or  any  other  lots.  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  expressly  reserve  the  right  to  modify  any 
such  bids  at  any  time  prior  to  the  hammer  based  upon  data  made  known  to  the  Auctioneer  or  its 
affiliates.  The  Auctioneer  may  extend  advances,  guarantees,  or  loans  to  certain  consignors. 

Such  lots 
shall  be  considered  sold  during  the  Auction  and  all  these  Terms  and  Conditions  shall  apply  to  such 
sales  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Buyer’s  Premium,  return  rights,  and  disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  United  States  dollars  (including  U.S.  currency,  bank  wire,  cashier 
checks,  travelers  checks,  eChecks,  and  bank  money  orders,  and  are  subject  to  all  reporting 
requirements).  All  deliveries  are  subject  to  good  funds;  funds  being  received  in  Auctioneer’s  account 
before  delivery  of  the  Purchases;  and  all  payments  are  subject  to  a  clearing  period.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  determine  if  a  check  constitutes  “good  funds”:  checks  drawn  on  a  U.S.  bank  are 
subject  to  a  ten  business  day  hold,  and  thirty  days  when  drawn  on  an  international  bank.  Clients 
with  pre-arranged  credit  status  may  receive  immediate  credit  for  payments  via  eCheck,  personal,  or 
corporate  checks.  All  others  will  be  subject  to  a  hold  of  5  days,  or  more,  for  the  funds  to  clear  prior  to 
releasing  merchandise.  (Ref.  T&C  item  7  Credit  for  additional  information.)  Payments  can  be  made 
24-48  hours  post  auction  from  the  My  Orders  page  of  the  HA.com  website. 

24.  Payment  is  due  upon  closing  of  the  Auction  session,  or  upon  presentment  of  an  invoice.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  void  an  invoice  if  payment  in  full  is  not  received  within  7  days  after  the  close 
of  the  Auction.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election  to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the 
Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and  buyer’s  premium)  on  the  lot  and 
any  other  damages  pertaining  to  the  lot  or  Auctioneer,  at  its  option,  may  charge  a  twenty  (20%) 
restock  fee  on  the  amount  of  the  purchase  and  offset  the  restock  fee  against  any  monies  paid  to  the 
Auctioneer  or  against  any  of  the  purchaser’s  properties  held  by  the  Auctioneer. 

25.  Lots  delivered  to  you,  or  your  representative  are  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and  local  taxes,  unless 
appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  Auctioneer.  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  Auctioneer  the  actual  amount 
of  tax  due  in  the  event  that  sales  tax  is  not  properly  collected  due  to:  1)  an  expired,  inaccurate, 
or  inappropriate  tax  certificate  or  declaration,  2)  an  incorrect  interpretation  of  the  applicable 
statute,  3)  or  any  other  reason.  The  appropriate  form  or  certificate  must  be  on  file  at  and  verified  by 
Auctioneer  five  days  prior  to  Auction,  or  tax  must  be  paid;  only  if  such  form  or  certificate  is  received 
by  Auctioneer  within  4  days  after  the  Auction  can  a  refund  of  tax  paid  be  made.  Lots  from  different 
Auctions  may  not  be  aggregated  for  sales  tax  purposes. 

26.  In  the  event  that  a  Bidder’s  payment  is  dishonored  upon  presentment(s),  Bidder  shall  pay  the 
maximum  statutory  processing  fee  set  by  applicable  state  law.  If  you  attempt  to  pay  via  eCheck 
and  your  financial  institution  denies  this  transfer  from  your  bank  account,  or  the  payment  cannot 
be  completed  using  the  selected  funding  source,  you  agree  to  complete  payment  using  your  credit 
card  on  file. 

27.  If  any  Auction  invoice  submitted  by  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance 
will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  from  the  date  of  invoice  until  paid.  Any  invoice 
not  paid  when  due  will  bear  a  three  percent  (3%)  late  fee  on  the  invoice  amount.  If  the  Auctioneer 
refers  any  invoice  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs, 
and  other  collection  costs  incurred  by  Auctioneer.  If  Auctioneer  assigns  collection  to  its  in-house 
legal  staff,  such  attorney’s  time  expended  on  the  matter  shall  be  compensated  at  a  rate  comparable 
to  the  hourly  rate  of  independent  attorneys. 

28.  In  the  event  a  successful  Bidder  fails  to  pay  any  amounts  due,  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  sell 
the  lot(s)  securing  the  invoice  to  any  underbidders  in  the  Auction  that  the  lot(s)  appeared,  or  at 
subsequent  private  or  public  sale,  or  relist  the  lot(s)  in  a  future  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer.  A 
defaulting  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  resale  (including  a  15%  seller’s  commission, 
if  consigned  to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  The  defaulting  Bidder  is  liable  to  pay  any 
difference  between  his  total  original  invoice  for  the  lot(s),  plus  any  applicable  interest,  and  the  net 
proceeds  for  the  lot(s)  if  sold  at  private  sale  or  the  subsequent  hammer  price  of  the  lot(s)  less  the  15% 
seller’s  commissions,  if  sold  at  an  Auctioneer’s  auction. 

29.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  in  good  funds  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise. 

30.  Auctioneer  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  merchandise  purchased  by  the  buyer  to  secure  payment  of 
the  Auction  invoice.  Auctioneer  is  further  granted  a  lien  and  the  right  to  retain  possession  of  any 
other  property  of  the  buyer  then  held  by  the  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  to  secure  payment  of  any 
Auction  invoice  or  any  other  amounts  due  the  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  from  the  buyer.  With  respect 
to  these  lien  rights,  Auctioneer  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  a  secured  creditor  under  Article  9  of  the 
Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  right  of  sale  (including  a  15% 
seller’s  commission,  if  consigned  to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  In

addition,  with  respect  to  payment  of  the  Auction  invoice(s),  the  buyer  waives  any  and  all  rights  of  offset 
he  might  otherwise  have  against  the  Auctioneer  and  the  consignor  of  the  merchandise  included  on 
the  invoice.  If  a  Bidder  owes  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  on  any  account,  Auctioneer  and  its  affiliates 
shall  have  the  right  to  offset  such  unpaid  account  by  any  credit  balance  due  Bidder,  and  it  may  secure 
by  possessory  lien  any  unpaid  amount  by  any  of  the  Bidders  property  in  their  possession.. 

31.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful  Bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  items  once  they  have  been  delivered  to  a 
common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper. 

Delivery;  Shipping;  and  Handling  Charges: 

32.  Buyer  is  liable  for  shipping,  handling,  registration,  and  renewal  fees,  if  any.  Please  refer  to  Auctioneers 
website  HA.com/c/shipping.zx  for  the  latest  charges  or  call  Auctioneer.  Auctioneer  is  unable  to  combine 
purchases  from  other  auctions  or  affiliates  into  one  package  for  shipping  purposes.  Lots  won  will  be 
shipped  in  a  commercially  reasonable  time  after  payment  in  good  funds  for  the  merchandise  and  the 
shipping  fees  is  received  or  credit  extended,  except  when  third-party  shipment  occurs.  Buyer  agrees  that 
Service  and  Handling  charges  related  to  shipping  items  which  are  not  pre-paid  may  be  charged  to  the 
credit  card  on  file  with  Auctioneer.

Domestic  Buyers  on  lots  designated  for 
third-party  shipment  must  designate  the  common  carrier,  accept  risk  of  loss,  and  prepay  shipping 
costs. 

34.  All  shipping  charges  will  be  borne  by  the  successful  Bidder.  On  all  domestic  shipments,  any  risk  of  loss 
during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  Heritage  until  the  shipping  carriers  confirmation  of  delivery  to  the 
address  of  record  in  Auctioneers  file  (carriers  confirmation  is  conclusive  to  prove  delivery  to  Bidder; 
if  the  client  has  a  Signature  release  on  file  with  the  carrier,  the  package  is  considered  delivered  without 
Signature)  or  delivery  by  Heritage  to  Bidders  selected  third-party  shipper.

41.  Auctioneer  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  any  Property  by  Auctioneer  to  Bidder.  No  third  party  may  rely  on  any 
benefit  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  and  any  rights,  if  any,  established  hereunder  are  personal  to 
the  Bidder  and  may  not  be  assigned.  Any  statement  made  by  the  Auctioneer  is  an  opinion  and  does 
not  constitute  a  warranty  or  representation.  No  employee  of  Auctioneer  may  alter  these  Terms  and 
Conditions,  and,  unless  signed  by  a  principal  of  Auctioneer,  any  such  alteration  is  null  and  void.

Welcome  to  Chicago  and  Heritage's  Official  ANA  Platinum  Night  auction!  For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  we  have  put  together  a 
superb  selection  of  world  and  ancient  coins  in  our  grand  format  Platinum  Night  catalog.  On  the  pages  of  this  catalog  you  will  see 
some  of  the  greatest  numismatic  rarities  ever  presented  in  auction.  With  great  diversity  throughout,  coins  spanning  3000  years  are 
presented  for  your  numismatic  enjoyment! 

World  rarities  abound;  there  are  truly  more  astounding  highlights  than  we  can  give  credit  to  in  a  single  paragraph,  but  we'll  name 
a  few  that  we  find  particularly  special.  The  first  highlight,  mentioned  as  a  pair  of  coins  rather  than  a  single  item,  are  two  very  early 
8  Escudos  of  Guatemala;  dated  1741  (Philip  V)  and  1747  (Ferdinand  VI),  these  hammered  issues  can  be  classified  as  the  rarest  of 
the  rare,  the  1747  piece  being  considered  unique.  The  fact  that  both  are  being  offered  together,  as  discovery  pieces  new  to  the 
numismatic  community,  is  nothing  short  of  miraculous.  For  a  second  highlight,  we  have  to  mention  the  Gustav  II  Adolf  3  Ducats  that 
was  struck  during  the  Swedish  Occupation  of  Elbing,  a  small  industrial  city  located  in  Poland.  This  piece,  one  of  only  two  known,  is 
not  only  remarkable  for  its  rarity,  but  also  for  the  fact  that  it  shows  the  portrait  of  Sigismund  III,  King  of  Poland,  while  at  the  same 
time  displaying  the  titles  of  Gustav  II  Adolf  in  the  legends.  Finally,  for  the  collector  of  more  modern  coinage,  we  must  mention  an 
absolutely  spectacular  British  1826  5  Pound  of  George  IV.  While  we  are  no  stranger  to  this  rare  issue,  the  present  piece,  graded 
PR64  Cameo  by  NGC,  is  among  the  loveliest  we've  ever  seen. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  ancient  coin  highlights  in  this  catalog,  with  a  particular  emphasis  on  Greek  and  Roman  Imperial  gold. 
Leading  off  the  catalog  is  the  Greek  section,  with  many  coins  that  are  both  extremely  high-grade  and  extremely  rare,  such  as  one  of 
the  highest  grade  Alexander  the  Great  distaters  we  have  ever  seen.  Other  ancient  Greek  highlights  include  one  of  the  finest  known 
Croesus  lightweight  gold  staters,  a  very  artistic  Cyzicus  stater  depicting  the  facing  head  of  a  Gorgon,  and  a  high  grade  Eucratides 
I  stater  with  lovely  natural  red  toning.  The  Roman  Imperial  section  has  many  high-grade  aurei  representing  a  diverse  array  of 
different  emperors.  These  include  several  coins  designated  by  NGC  as  Mint  State  or  finer,  including  a  Gem  MS  Lucius  Verus  aureus. 
There  are  also  several  examples  of  the  ever-popular  Hadrian  and  Marcus  Aurelius,  some  of  which  were  assigned  the  coveted  "star" 
designation  by  NGC.  The  ancients  section  ends  with  a  small  but  important  Byzantine  section,  including  what  is  very  likely  the  finest 
known  Leo  V  solidus.  The  selection  of  ancient  coins  in  this  catalog  numbers  only  1 05  lots,  but  each  one  is  impressive  in  its  own  right. 

There  are  also  several  significant  "named  collection"  consignments  within  the  main  Platinum  Night  catalog.  Perhaps  the  most 
notable  single  consignment  there  is  Part  1  of  the  Providence  Collection;  selections  from  a  significant  collection  of  ancient  and 
European  coins.  While  every  piece  can  be  considered  a  highlight  in  and  of  itself,  there  are  a  few  true  gems  that  standout  from  the 
rest.  Chief  among  them  is  a  Ferdinand  III  gold  40  ducat  from  1629.  A  true  masterpiece  of  Baroque  numismatics,  this  is  the  sort  of 
coin  that  is  as  much  a  work  of  fine  art  as  it  is  of  numismatics.  Another  of  the  other  main  highlights  from  this  part  of  the  collection 
is  one  of  the  finest  known  Charles  I  triple  unites,  one  of  the  classic  rarities  of  British  coins.  Ancient  highlights  from  this  collection 
include  a  magnificent  and  expressive  mint  state  Panticapaeum  stater  as  well  as  a  beautiful  Pergamum  stater. 

Of  course,  we'd  also  be  remiss  if  we  didn't  mention  our  fabulous  stand-alone  collections  that  are  presented  in  separate  catalogs. 
The  collectors  behind  of  The  Rudman  Collection  of  Mexican  Coins,  The  Kaiser  Collection  of  German  Gold  and  The  Eric  Beckman 
Collection  of  Canada  have  all  entrusted  us  with  their  fabulous  country-specific  collections,  and  we  could  not  be  more  honored  to 
present  them  to  you  at  the  ANA.

The  Gallic  tribe  of  the  Parisii  was  centered  in  Lutetia,  a  village  on  an 
island  in  the  Seine,  and  eventually  gave  its  name  to  the  great  city  that 
would  grow  up  on  the  spot.  While  many  British,  Gallic  and  Danubian 
tribes  produced  coins  of  inimitable  style,  those  of  the  Parisii  are  com¬ 
monly  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  beautiful  and  distinctive  of  all  Celtic 
coinages.  Distantly  based  on  the  ubiquitous  gold  staters  of  Macedon 
struck  by  Philip  II  (359-336  BC),  the  design  is  highly  evolved  and  features 
a  strikingly  stylized  male  head  with  a  flowing  mane  of  lionine  hair.  The 
galloping  horse  on  the  reverse,  its  sinuous  form  resembling  the  famous 
“White  Horse  of  Uffington”  carved  into  a  hilltop  in  Oxfordshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  bears  a  distinctive  feature  usually  described  as  a  “wing,  ”  festooned 
with  a  dotted  checkerboard  pattern,  which  may  represent  the  “canopy  of 
heaven.  ”  Twenty  centuries  after  the  heyday  of  Celtic  culture,  its  unique 
artistic  sensibilities  would  be  reborn  in  the  pioneering  work  of  Picasso, 
Chagall  and  other  “modern  ”  artists.

Tarentum  was  founded  in  705  BC  by  Spartan  outcasts  called  Parthenei, 
who  were  sons  born  out  of  wedlock  to  Spartan  girls  and  non-citizen  freed- 
men.  Their  leader,  Phalanthus,  sought  counsel  from  the  Delphian  Oracle 
and  was  told  to  choose  a  harbor  on  the  “heel  ”  of  Italy  for  the  new  settle¬ 
ment.  Another  foundation  myth  holds  that  Taras,  a  son  of  Poseidon  by  the 
nymph  Satyrion,  was  cast  into  the  sea  by  a  shipwreck  and  rescued  by  a 
dolphin  sent  by  his  father;  the  place  where  he  was  delivered  became  the 
eponymous  city.  The  rescue  scene  is  shown  on  Tarentum  s  popular  coin¬ 
age,  which  two  millennia  later  was  avidly  collected  by  Michel  P.  Vlasto 
(1876-1936),  a  Greek  aristocrat  whose  mercantile  career  took  him  to 
Paris,  Liverpool,  and  Houston  before  he  settled  in  Athens  late  in  life.  His 
fascination  with  the  coinage  of  Tarentum  produced  one  of  the  most  com¬ 
prehensive  collections  ever  assembled  covering  a  single  series,  and  was 
published  by  Oscar  Ravel  in  1947.  This  lovely  coin  from  the  Vlasto  Col¬ 
lection  reflects  the  beauty  of  Tarentine  coinage.

The  city  of  Catana  was  founded  on  the  east  coast  of  Sicily,  at  the  foot  of 
volcanic  Mount  Aetna,  in  the  mid-8th  century  BC  by  Greek  colonists  from 
the  nearby  city  of  Naxos.  Little  is  known  of  its  earlier  history,  but  in  476 
BC  Catana  was  conquered  by  the  tyrant  Hier on  I  of  Syracuse,  who  ejected 
the  inhabitants  and  replaced  them  with  Syracusans  and  new  settlers  from 
the  Peloponnese.  Hieron  renamed  the  city  Aetna,  but  in  461  BC,  the  new 
occupants  were  in  turn  ejected  and  the  original  inhabitants  resumed  their 
former  home,  reinstated  the  old  name,  and  inaugurated  a  remarkable  se¬ 
ries  of  coins  that  included  some  of  the  most  striking  and  evocative  types 
ever  produced  in  Sicily.  This  exceedingly  rare  early  Classical  type  depicts 
the  river  god  Amenanos  in  the  form  of  a  man-faced  bull,  pawing  at  the 
ground  and  apparently  about  to  charge.  The  reverse  image  depicts  a  vig¬ 
orous  Nike  striding  to  left,  her  diaphanous  peplos  flowing  over  her  athletic 
form.  The  mastery  of  numismatic  art  would  continue  until  the  city  s  second 
fall  to  Syracuse  in  404  BC.

Founded  circa  640  BC  along  the  northern  Sicilian  coastline,  Himera 
quickly  grew  in  prominence  and  prosperity  until,  circa  490  BC,  a  tyrant 
named  Terillus  seized  control  of  the  city  and  expelled  the  ruling  oligar¬ 
chy  with  the  help  of  Carthaginian  forces.  Seven  years  later,  Terillus  was 
himself  deposed  by  Theron,  who  ruled  Acragas  and  Rhegium.  Terillus 
asked  his  Carthaginian  backers  to  restore  him  to  power;  the  Carthag¬ 
inian  general  Hamilcar,  sensing  an  opportunity  to  control  all  of  Sicily, 
arrived  in  480  BC  with  a  huge  task  force  of 300,000  and  placed  Himera 
under  siege.  The  threat  forced  Theron  to  make  common  cause  with  Gelon, 
tyrant  of  Syracuse,  and  their  combined  armies  inflicted  a  massive  defeat 
on  the  Carthaginians  at  the  Battle  of  Himera,  seen  by  many  historians 
as  rivaling  Salamis  in  its  importance  in  preserving  Greek  culture  against 
eastern  despotism.  However,  the  Carthaginians  never  forgot  the  disaster 
and,  in  408  BC,  led  a  new  attack  that  utterly  destroyed  the  city.  Himera 
was  one  of  the  first  Sicilian  cities  to  strike  coins  but  it  took  several  decades 
for  it  to  arrive  at  a  settled  symbolism.  This  beautiful  tetradrachm,  struck 
toward  the  end  of  Himera  s  existence,  reveals  the  hand  of  a  superb  artist 
who  signed  his  obverse  die  MAI,  in  emulation  of  the  great  contemporary 
Syracusan  engravers.  Alas,  the  destruction  of  his  home  city  also  seems  to 
have  ended  his  career,  as  this  is  the  last  coin  type  to  bear  this  signature.

A  strong  case  can  be  made  that  Syracuse  was  the  leading  city  in  the  Greek 
world  following  the  defeat  of  Athens  in  the  Peloponnesian  War.  It  was 
by  far  the  richest  and  most  powerful  city-state  in  Magna  Graecia  and  its 
numismatic  master  engravers  produced  a  magnificent  coinage  that  put 
nearly  all  issues  of  mainland  Greece  to  shame.  The  pinnacle  of  Syracusan 
power  came  under  the  reign  of  the  “Tyrant”  Dionysius  I  (405-367  BC). 
Although  cruel  and  despotic,  Dionysius  was  also  a  visionary  who  em¬ 
ployed  the  greatest  artists  of  his  day  to  create  what  would  today  be  called 
a  “marketing  campaign  ”  to  advance  the  city  s  image  and  prestige.  This 
remarkable  gold  piece  was  likely  struck  circa  396  BC,  after  Dionysius 
won  a  great  victory  over  Carthage  at  the  River  Anapos.  The  head  of  Are¬ 
thusa,  nymph  of  the  spring  of  Ortygia  near  Syracuse,  is  rendered  with  the 
skill  of  a  true  master,  perhaps  a  student  of  the  great  Euainetos  whose  style 
it  closely  matches.  The  reverse  image  of  Heracles  strangling  the  Nemean 
Lion  is  likewise  a  work  of  great  power  and  pathos.  The  engraver  has  cap¬ 
tured  the  moment  of  maximum  tension,  with  Heracles  tightening  his  grip 
around  the  lion  s  neck  and  mane  while  it  claws  desperately  against  his 
legs  for  escape.  Though  only  a  few  millimeters  across,  the  expression  on 
Heracles  face  shows  both  the  strain  of  effort  and  a  hero  s  determination.

The  wealthiest  of  all  Greek  city-states,  Syracuse  issued  an  extensive  coin¬ 
age  in  gold  and  used  it  to  recruit  mercenaries  from  all  over  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  to  secure  its  dominance  over  Sicily.  This  recruitment  reached 
its  peak  during  the  reign  of  Agathocles,  317-289  BC,  who  waged  nearly 
continuous  war  against  Carthage.  His  gold  coin  designs  were  patterned 
on  the  ubiquitous  gold  staters  of  Philip  II  of Macedon,  although  the  weight 
standard  differed  from  that  of  Macedon  and  there  was  a  wider  range  of 
denominations  issued,  often  rather  confusing.  This  piece,  weighing  2. 83 
grams,  has  been  variously  described  as  a  gold  decadrachm,  tetrobol, 
third-stater,  and  two-thirds  drachm.  A  search  of  auction  records  indicates 
this  is  the  only  coin  of  this  denomination  to  have  been  offered  in  auction 
for  the  past  15  years.

After  the  destruction  of  Motya  by  the  Syracusan  tyrant  Dionysius  I,  the 
Carthaginians  relocated  the  surviving  population  to  a  new,  well-defended 
fortress  on  the  western  corner  of  Sicily.  The  Greeks  called  the  city  Lily¬ 
baion,  while  the  Carthaginians  referred  to  it  as  Ras  Melqart,  or  the  “Cape 
of  Melqart.  ”  A  second  Punic  mint  (after  Entella)  was  established  there 
producing  coins  closely  modeled  on  the  issues  of  Syracuse,  usually  featur¬ 
ing  a  charging  quadriga  backed  with  a  female  head  surrounded  by  leap¬ 
ing  dolphins.  Coinage  at  Lilybaion  ended  in  about  305  BC  and  was  not 
resumed  until  the  Romans  took  full  control  of  Sicily  a  century  later.

Panormus,  now  known  as  Palermo,  was  one  of  the  earliest  trading  colo¬ 
nies  founded  by  the  Phoenicians  along  the  northern  coast  of  Sicily.  Pa¬ 
normus  (“sheltered  harbor”)  was  the  Greek  name  —  the  Phoenicians 
called  the  outpost  Sys,  “splendor,  ”  likely  a  reference  to  its  beauty  in  its 
natural  surroundings.  It  was  the  first  Phoenician  city  to  strike  coins  in 
Sicily,  starting  about  410  BC;  these  early  designs  were  based  on  those  of 
neighboring  Greek  cities.  This  lovely  issue  of  circa  405-390  BC  is  clearly 
patterned  on  the  contemporary  coins  of  Syracuse,  with  an  obverse  quad¬ 
riga  patterned  on  the  tetradrachms  signed  by  the  engraver  Euthydemus 
(Tudeer  15),  while  the  reverse  head  ofTanit/Arethusa  evokes  the  famous 
decadrachms  ofKimon,  albeit  in  a  highly  distinctive  style.  An  unusual  and 
often-overlooked  feature  of  this  beautiful  series  is  the  presence  of  a  tiny 
swastika  on  the  headband  of  Arethusa,  the  same  location  where  Kimon 
sometimes  placed  his  signature  on  the  decadrachms.  This  is  surely  a  sig¬ 
nature  as  well,  either  that  of  a  Greek  engraver  in  Carthaginian  service  or 
a  Phoenician  one  learning  the  art  from  its  undisputed  masters.

Carthage,  a  Phoenician  colony  on  the  coast  of  North  Africa,  became  a 
maritime  powerhouse  in  the  fifth  century  BC  and  challenged  the  Greek  cit¬ 
ies  of  Sicily  and  Southern  Italy  for  control  of  the  western  Mediterranean. 
By  the  early  third  century,  most  of  Central  North  Africa,  Spain  and  much 
of  Sicily  had fallen  under  Carthaginian  control  and  mints  were  established 
at  diverse  places  to  produce  coins  used  to  pay  the  largely  mercenary  army 
The  stage  was  now  set  for  the  collision  with  Rome,  newly  dominant  in 
Italy.  Starting  in  265  BC,  Carthage  and  Rome  fought  three  titanic  wars 
that  produced  more  death  and  destruction  than  any  other  conflict  before 
the  20th  century.  The  first  gold  staters  struck  by  Carthage  between  350 
and  320  BC  were  of  a  nearly  pure  alloy  and  weighed  more  than  the  ubiq¬ 
uitous  gold  staters  of  Philip  II  and  Alexander  the  Great.  As  time  went  on 
this  coinage  was  debased  with  silver  and  reduced  in  weight —  hence  the 
much  more  numerous  Carthage  staters  produced  after  @320  BC  are  now 
termed  “electrum.  ”  This  early  stater  in  pure  gold  shows  a  delicacy  of  style 
that  indicates  the  dies  were  created  by  a  Greek  engraver  of  consummate 
skill.

Of  the  Archaic  Greek  coinages,  the  imagery  of  Acanthus  is  among  the 
most  striking  and  influential,  depicting  a  lion  attacking  a  bull,  a  motif 
soon  adopted  by  several  other  cities.  Lions  prowled  the  hinterlands  of 
Thrace  and  Macedon  in  this  era  and  Herodotus  recounts  an  episode  when 
the  baggage  train  of  the  Persian  King  Xerxes  s  army  was  set  upon  by  li¬ 
ons  during  its  march  from  Asia  Minor  into  Greece  proper.  This  particular 
rendering  of  the  life-and-death  struggle  is  especially  powerful,  with  its 
yin-yang  juxtapositioning  of  the  two  animals  struck  in  living  high  relief, 
displaying  the  full  vigor  of  Archaic  Greek  art.  The  reverse,  by  contrast,  is 
a  crude  incuse  with  rough  interior  surfaces,  indicating  this  is  one  of  the 
earliest  tetradrachms  struck  in  what  would  be  a  long  series  struck  over 
the  following  decades.

The  Chalcidice  is  a  three-fingered  spit  of  land  extending  from  eastern 
Macedon  into  the  Aegean  Sea.  Wary  of  Athenian  imperialism  and  the  ris¬ 
ing  power  of  the  Macedonian  Kingdom,  the  free  cities  of  the  Chalcidice 
banded  together  in  432  BC  to  form  a  defensive  coalition  called  the  Chal¬ 
cidian  League,  with  its  capital  of  Olynthus.  The  silver  coinage  struck  at 
Olynthus  was  on  the  Macedonian  standard,  somewhat  lighter  than  the  At¬ 
tic  standard  employed  by  most  of  Greece,  and  was  legal  tender  at  all  cities 
belonging  to  the  league.  The  standard  design  featured  a  head  of  Apollo, 
god  of  beauty,  art  and  music,  with  a  type  of  lyre  called  a  cithara  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  The  heads  of  Apollo  on  these  pieces  are  remarkable  for  the  strength 
and  beauty  of  their  style.  Sadly,  the  Chalcidian  League  s  coinage  came  to 
an  end  with  the  capture  and  destruction  of  Olynthus  by  King  Philip  II  of 
Macedon  in  348  BC.

The  evocative  coinage  of  Mende,  situated  on  the  western  finger  of  the 
Chalcidice,  illustrates  some  mysterious  and  long-forgotten  myth  regard¬ 
ing  Dionysus,  the  Greek  god  of  wine  and  revelry.  Mende  was  famous  as 
a  center  of  wine  production,  as  evidenced  by  numerous  amphorae  bear¬ 
ing  the  city  s  stamp  found  throughout  the  Hellenic  world.  Dionysus  was 
evidently  the  patron  god  of  the  city;  unique  among  the  Olympian  deities, 
he  had  a  mortal  mother  and  was  the  last  to  “officially  ”  join  the  pantheon, 
although  his  cult  was  clearly  one  of  the  earliest  in  Greece,  with  evidence 
going  back  to  Mycenean  and  even  Minoan  times.  He  was  particularly 
popular  in  Macedon  and  Thrace,  and  the  wild,  orgiastic  rites  associated 
with  his  cult  colored  Greek  perceptions  of  the  “ barbaric  ”  northerners. 
Although  Dionysus  is  usually  depicted  in  procession  riding  in  a  chariot 
pulled  by  panthers  and  accompanied  by  dancing  maenads,  on  the  coins  of 
Mende  he  is  shown  with  a  more  humble  form  of  transportation  —  reclining 
languidly  on  the  back  on  an  ass,  clutching  a  high-handled  wine  cup  and 
appearing  pleasantly  inebriated.

If  not  for  the  incredible  career  of  his  son,  Philip  II  of Macedon  might  today 
be  known  as  “Philip  the  Great.  ”  Under  his  rule,  Macedon  transformed 
from  a  poor  backwater  to  the  most  powerful  state  in  the  Greek  world,  set¬ 
ting  the  stage  for  Alexander ’s  conquests.  In  356  BC,  Philip  won  control  of 
Thessaly,  and  the  victory  of  his  race  horse  in  the  Olympic  games  earned 
him  more  prestige.  A  blunt,  hard-drinking,  and  uncultured  man,  Philip 
was  beloved  by  his  soldiers  and  detested  by  the  elite  of  most  Greek  cities, 
particularly  Athens.  In  338  BC  he  crushed  a  combined  Athenian-Theban 
army  at  Chaeronea,  making  him  effective  master  of  all  Greece.  His  ulti¬ 
mate  aim  was  to  lead  a  united  Greek  army  against  the  Persian  Empire,  but 
his  assassination  in  336  BC  left  the  task  to  his  charismatic  son.  His  coin¬ 
age  in  gold  and  silver  was  immense  and  coins  continued  to  be  minted  with 
his  name  and  types  long  after  his  death.  This  beautiful  silver  tetradrachm, 
struck  circa  322-320  BC,  bears  a  superb  head  of  Zeus  that  appears  to  be 
modeled  on  the  features  of  Philip  himself,  while  the  victorious  race  horse 
and  rider  recall  Philip  s  successes  at  the  Olympics.

Alexander  the  Greats  conquest  of  the  Persian  Empire  “ liberated ”  vast 
stores  of  gold  and  silver  that  had  been  locked  away  for  centuries  in  the 
Great  Kings  treasuries  in  Sardes,  Susa,  Persepolis  and  Babylon.  At  the 
beginning  of  his  reign  in  336  BC,  the  Macedonian  Kingdom  was  report¬ 
edly  in  debt  to  the  tune  of  500  silver  talents  (a  talent  being  6,000  silver 
drachms  and  a  “kings  ransom  ”  in  earliest  Greek  times).  To  give  an  idea 
of  the  vast  loot  his  conquests  amassed,  at  Susa  alone  Alexander  seized 
50,000  talents  of  silver  and  40,000  of  gold.  This  huge  intake  of  bullion 
resulted  in  hitherto  unseen  denominations  such  as  the  gold  distater,  tar¬ 
iffed  at  two  staters  and  ten  silver  tetradrachms,  about  20  days  wages  for 
a  Macedonian  soldier  during  wartime.  The  distater  was  likely  employed 
to  pay  off  many  of  Alexander’s  veteran  soldiers,  who  were  rewarded  for 
their  labors  with  the  equivalent  of  a  silver  talent.  With  the  new  denomina¬ 
tion,  a  talent  could  be  paid  out  as  120  gold  distaters.  Despite  their  size 
and  enormous  buying  power,  gold  distaters  evidently  circulated  heavily, 
for  most  specimens  found  today  display  considerable  wear  and  numerous 
contact  marks.  This  beautiful  Mint  State  example,  with  virtually  pristine 
surfaces,  is  thus  highly  exceptional.

Alexander  the  Great  left  such  an  enormous  impact  on  the  world  that  coins 
continued  to  be  struck  in  his  name  for  more  than  two  centuries  after  his 
death.  This  gold  stater,  with  types  identical  to  those  of  the  great  conqueror, 
was  issued  nearly  a  century  after  his  death  by  a  city  on  the  Black  Sea, 
either  Calchedon  in  Bithynia  or  Callatis  in  Thrace  Recent  research  and 
analysis  of  find  spots  suggests  Calchedon  as  the  mint  city,  while  the  tradi¬ 
tional  attribution  employed  by  Martin  Price  has  been  Callatis.

While  the  types  of  this  gold  stater  issue  of  Colophon  conform  to  the  norm 
for  Philip  II  (359-336  BC),  the  magnificent  obverse  die  of  this  late  post¬ 
humous  issue  of  Colophon  bears  a  portrait  of  “Apollo  ”  that  is  quite  dis¬ 
tinctive  and  clearly  depicts  a  real  person.  Comparison  with  the  coins  of 
Lysimachus  and  surviving  portrait  sculpture  leaves  no  doubt  the  portrait 
represents  Alexander  III  the  Great  himself  The  issue  seems  intended  to 
legitimize  the  patchwork  Macedonian  regime  put  together  by  Alexander ’s 
generals  after  his  death  in  Babylon  under  the  figurehead  rulers  Philip  III 
Arrhidaeus,  Alexander's  slow-witted  half-brother,  and  the  infant  Alexan¬ 
der  IV,  his  posthumously  born  son.  As  such  the  “ Philip  ”  named  on  the 
reverse  should  probably  be  seen  as  referring  to  Arrhidaeus  rather  than  the 
traditional  attribution  to  Philip  II.

Alexander  the  Greats  meteoric  13-year  career  of  conquest  left  the  clas¬ 
sical  world  profoundly  transformed  by  the  time  of  his  premature  death  in 
323  BC.  In  the  immediate  aftermath,  Alexander's  generals  carved  up  his 
immense  new  empire  into  spheres  of  influence,  although  maintaining  the 
fiction  of  a  unified  leadership.  Territorial  disputes  soon  led  to  civil  wars, 
with  the  rival  warlords  contending  for  supreme  power.  Chief  among  these 
was  Lysimachus,  who  at  various  times  controlled  Thrace,  Macedon  and 
much  of  Asia  Minor.  For  the  obverse  of  his  silver  his  coinage,  Lysimachus 
claimed  the  mantle  of  Alexander  by  choosing  the  image  of  the  conqueror 
himself,  now  shown  as  a  god  wearing  the  ram  s  horn  of  the  Greco-Egyp- 
tian  deity  Ammon.  The  image  is  one  of  the  earliest  true  portraits  to  appear 
on  a  coin,  and  one  of  the  finest.  The  reverse,  depicting  Athena  enthroned, 
likewise  proved  extremely  influential  throughout  history,  forming  the  ar¬ 
chetype  for  the  figure  of  Britannia  on  modern  English  coins.

The  Athenian  “owl”  silver  tetradrachm  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  most 
influential  coins  of  all  time.  During  the  fifth  century  BC,  when  Athens 
emerged  as  the  greatest  of  all  Greek  cities,  owls  were  the  most  widely 
used  international  coin  and  helped  to  spread  Greek  culture  throughout 
the  Mediterranean  world.  The  heyday  of  Athens,  between  510  and  400 
BC,  witnessed  the  birth  of  democracy,  the  building  of  the  Parthenon,  the 
emergence  of  Classical  art  and  sculpture,  and  the  origins  of  Western  lit¬ 
erature.  Never  before  or  since  has  one  city  contributed  so  much  to  human 
progress.  Coinciding  with  the  fall  of  the  Peisistratid  tyranny  and  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  democracy  in  ca.  511  BC,  the  Athenian  “owl”  tetradrachms 
were  introduced  and  became  and  archetype  that  would  last  nearly  half  a 
millennium.  The  earliest  “owls  ”  display  remarkably  crude  workmanship 
and  poor  production  standards,  surprising  given  Athens  ’ position  as  the 
foremost  Greek  city  in  terms  of  artistic  achievement.  This  present  example 
is  actually  an  outstanding  specimen  of  this  early  phase  of production,  with 
a  well-centered  head  of  Athena  and  a  bold,  well-struck  owl,  putting  it  in 
the  top  5%  for  Athenian  coins  of  this  era.

Starting  out  as  a  Greek  trading  post  on  the  northern  Black  Sea  coast  set¬ 
tled  by  Milesian  pioneers  in  the  7th  century  BC,  Panticapaeum  soon  grew 
into  a  thriving  city  and  home  to  the  Spartocid  kings,  dynastic  rulers  of  the 
Bosporus.  The  city  s  fabulous  wealth  derived  from  its  fertile  grain  fields 
and  the  thriving  fishing  industry  of  the  northern  Black  Sea,  all  leading  to  a 
rich  trade  with  the  cities  of  mainland  Greece  and  Asia  Minor.  This  wealth 
is  attested  by  its  gold  coins,  which  are  typically  larger  and  weightier  than 
contemporary  Greek  gold  pieces  and  depict  a  wild-eyed  satyr  typically 
thought  to  represent  the  city  s  its  patron  god  and  namesake,  Pan.  Here, 
Pan  is  shown  with  an  expression  evoking  his  role  in  sowing  discord  and 
fear  (hence  the  term  “panic,)  in  enemy  armies.  While  thought  of  as  a 
mythological  creature  today,  the  griffin  depicted  on  the  reverse  was  very 
real  to  the  Greeks  of  the  Thracian  hinterland,  where  it  was  thought  to  live. 
Griffins  were  said  to  be  highly  covetous  of  gold,  a  trait  carried  over  into 
medieval  conceptions  of  the  dragon.

The  son  of  the  Pontic  king  Mithradates  VI,  longtime  archenemy  of  Rome, 
Pharnaces  II  forced  his  father  to  commit  suicide  in  64  BC  to  placate  the 
Roman  general  Pompey.  In  return,  Pompey  granted  Pharnaces  the  title 
King  of  the  Bosporus  and  left  him  alone  while  Rome  annexed  most  of  the 
middle  east  and  Asia  Minor.  For  a  decade,  Pharnaces  kept  his  ambitions 
in  check,  but  upon  the  death  of  the  Armenian  king  Tigranes  II  the  Great 
in  55/4  BC,  he  assumed  Tigranes  ’  title  King  of  Kings  (Basileus  Basileon), 
claiming  leadership  of  all  Eastern  monarchs.  He  struck  a  limited  number 
of  gold  staters  bearing  the  title,  of  which  this  example  is  one  of perhaps  50 
surviving  specimens.  When  civil  war  broke  out  between  Caesar  and  Pom¬ 
pey  in  49  BC,  Pharnaces  sensed  an  opportunity  to  recoup  his  father ’s  vast 
empire  and  marched  against  the  Roman  provinces  and  client  kingdoms 
of  Asia  Minor.  He  defeated  a  provincial  Roman  army  led  by  Julius  Cae¬ 
sar  ’s  legate,  Gn.  Domitius  Calvinus,  in  48  BC.  But  the  Roman  civil  war 
ended  abruptly  the  same  year,  and  after  dallying  with  Cleopatra  in  Egypt 
for  several  months,  Caesar  marched  north  into  Asia  Minor  to  restore  the 
situation  and  avenge  Calvinus.  The  climactic  battle  took  place  at  Zela  in 
mid  47  BC.  While  Pharnaces  ’  army  fought  bravely,  it  was  no  match  for 
Caesar’s  hardened  legions.  Describing  the  quick,  sharp  battle,  Caesar 
sent  a  famous  three-word  dispatch  to  the  Roman  Senate:  “Veni,  vidi,  vici ” 
(“I  came,  I  saw,  I  conquered.  ”).

The  Bosporan  Kingdom  lay  across  the  Black  Sea  from  the  northern  coast 
of  Asia  Minor,  occupying  the  Crimea  and  Taman  Peninsula.  Its  culture 
was  a  mixture  of  Hellenic  civilization  and  native  Scythian  influences,  and 
many  of  its  cities  grew  wealthy  from  the  trade  of  food  staples  and  luxury 
goods  with  the  Hellenistic  Greek  kingdoms  and,  later,  the  Roman  Empire. 
The  kingdom  s  dynastic  politics  proved  exceedingly  complex,  with  famil¬ 
ial  betrayal  commonplace.  It  served  as  the  last  refuge  of  Mithradates  VI, 
the  great  enemy  of  Rome,  until  he  was  forced  to  commit  suicide  by  his 
rebellious  son,  Pharnaces  II.  During  the  Roman  Civil  Wars  of 49-45  BC, 
Pharnaces  thought  he  saw  a  chance  to  reclaim  his  father ’s  vast  empire 
and  launched  a  war  against  the  Romans  in  Asia  Minor.  At  first  successful, 
he  was  heavily  defeated  by  Julius  Caesar  at  Zela  in  47  BC  (the  famous 
veni,  vidi,  vici  'campaign).  Returning  to  the  Bosporus,  Pharnaces  faced  a 
rebellion  by  his  daughter  Dynamis  and  son-in-law  Asander,  who  had  him 
put  to  death.  Asander  hoped  to  be  recognized  by  Rome  as  the  next  king  of 
the  Bosporus,  but  Caesar  instead  gave  the  kingdom  to  his  friend  Mithri- 
dates  II  of  Pergamum,  who  invaded  and  forced  Asander  and  Dynamis  to 
flee.  After  Caesar ’s  death  in  44  BC,  Asander  managed  to  win  the  support 
of  Octavian  and  reclaimed  the  kingdom  in  43  BC.  His  remarkable  gold 
coins  are  very  much  in  the  Hellenistic  tradition,  with  excellent  portraiture 
and  reverse  types  bearing  his  his  titles  and  regnal  dates.  Although  rec¬ 
ognized  as  king  only  from  43  BC,  his  regnal  dates  start  with  the  death  of 
Phaarnaces  in  47  BC  (in  the  interim  he  claimed  only  the  title  of  Archon). 
Asander  ruled  until  his  93rd  year,  when  he  was  toppled  by  yet  another 
rebellion  in  1 7  BC.

During  the  ascendency  of  Mithradates  VI,  the  popular  coin  types  of  Ly¬ 
simachus  of  Thrace,  originally  struck  nearly  two  centuries  earlier,  were 
restored  and  cranked  out  in  great  numbers  by  mints  along  the  Black  Sea, 
notably  Istrus,  Tomis,  Callatis  and  Chalcedon,  surely  to  pay  the  immense 
mercenary  armies  raised  by  the  Pontic  dynasts.  The  dies  for  these  coins 
are  generally  hastily  engraved  in  indifferent  style  and  used  to  the  point 
of  exhaustion,  with  many  coins  showing  heavy  die  rust  and  wear.  This 
present  example  shows  far  better  workmanship,  strike  and  die  state  than 
usually  encountered  for  this  type.

Cyzicus  was  an  important  city  on  the  northwestern  coast  of  Anatolia,  well 
positioned  to  take  advantage  of  trade  across  and  through  the  Sea  of  Mar¬ 
mara.  Its  coinage  was  in  more  or  less  continuous  production  from  about 
550  BC  to  circa  AD  630,  a  nearly  1,200 year  span  unmatched  by  any  other 
ancient  mint.  The  tunny  (tuna)  fish  was  the  symbol  of  Cyzicus  from  mid-6th 
century  BC,  when  the  city  began  striking  electrum  staters  and  fractions 
that  circulated  so  widely  the  generic  term  for  a  stater  became  a  cyzicenus. 
A  menagerie  of  creatures  drawn  from  Greek  mythology  appeared  on  its 
coins,  among  them  the  almost  comically  ferocious  Gorgon  seen  here.  The 
Gorgons  were  three  sisters  whose  terrible  visages  and  gaze  could  turn 
one  to  stone.  The  mythology  dates  back  to  Minoan  times,  where  they  seem 
to  have  originated  as  sea  deities;  about  700  BC,  Hesiod  names  the  three 
Gorgons  as  Stheno,  Euryale  and  Medusa  and  says  they  were  the  offspring 
of  the  sea  monsters  Keto  and  Phorcys.  Of  the  three,  Medusa  is  shown  with 
writhing  snakes  instead  of  hair;  the  other  two  are  often  depicted  with  gro¬ 
tesque  grins,  fang-like  boar ’s  tusks,  and  protruding  tongues.  Medusa  was 
famously  slain  by  the  hero  Perseus  and  her  head  used  as  a  weapon  to  turn 
his  enemies  to  stone.  Images  of  Gorgons  appear  frequently  in  Greek  art  as 
talismans  of  protection,  particularly  on  the  shields  of  Greek  soldiers  and 
as  decorations  for  the  breastplate.

This  remarkable  gold  stater  type,  lacking  any  inscription  but  struck  from 
dies  of  highly  refined  style,  has  been  attributed  to  the  city  of  Pergamum 
based  on  symbols  and  imagery  common  to  silver  coins  struck  with  the 
city’s  ethnic.  The  date  of  its  issue  is  far  less  evident  and  has  been  the 
subject  of  much  conjecture.  The  obverse  closely  resembles  lifetime  silver 
coins  of  Alexander  III  the  Great  from  Asia  Minor,  and  the  weight  stan¬ 
dard  conforms  to  the  gold  staters  issued  by  the  Macedonian  state.  But  this 
raises  chronological  problems  because  the  city  of  Pergamum  did  not  rise 
to  prominence  until  long  after  Alexander ’s  death —  in  fact  it  was  little 
more  than  a  strategic  mountain  fortress  until  Lysimachus  of  Thrace  made 
it  his  treasury  in  301  BC.  The  type  being  quite  rare,  hoard finds  have  been 
few  but  helpful;  two  examples  found  in  the  Saida  hoard  point  to  a  date 
before  323  BC.  The  most  recent  analysis  of  known  specimens  by  Francoise 
de  Callatay,  published  in  2012,  identified  five  obverse  and  seven  reverse 
dies,  perhaps  produced  by  two  different  engravers,  all  struck  in  a  tight, 
die-linked  series  over  a  short  period  of  time.  He  suggests  the  coins  were 
personally  commissioned  by  Alexander  shortly  after  his  initial  invasion  of 
Asia  Minor  and  seizure  of  Pergamum  in  334  BC,  utilizing  dies  produced 
by  engravers  accompanying  his  army.  The  lack  of  an  identifying  ethnic 
and  the  different  imagery  than  that  employed  on  Alexander ’s  usual  gold 
staters  could  be  explained  by  the  desire  to  maintain  “deniability  ”  should 
the  fortunes  of  war  shift  and  the  Persians  regain  the  city.  These  staters, 
then,  are  the  first  coins  produced  at  what  would  go  on  to  become  one  of 
antiquity’s  greatest  cities  and  the  capital  of  its  own  empire  in  the  Hel¬ 
lenistic  era.

Known  examples  of  electrum  coins  inscribed  in  the  name  of  the  Lydian 
king  Alyattes  (rendered  WALWET  in  the  ancient  Lydian  script)  were  in 
the  single  digits  until  recently,  when  several  examples  from  an  appeared 
on  the  market.  They  remain  extremely  rare  and  are  certainly  among  the 
first  coins  in  history  to  carry  an  inscription  along  with  a  “type.  ”  The  dies 
of  third-staters  (trites)  and  sixth-staters  (hectes,  see  following  lot)  were 
engraved  with  two  confronting  lion  heads  with  the  Lydian  legend  between 
them;  however,  the  flans  are  invariably  too  small  to  show  both  heads  (al¬ 
though,  exceptionally,  this  example  does  show  the  nose  of  the  left-facing 
lion).  Only  a  tiny  number  possess  an  inscription  as  complete  as  the  one 
seen  here,  with  all  letters  present.

Croesus  is  one  of  the  most  famous  kings  of  antiquity,  although  we  know 
few  concrete  facts  about  him.  Lydia  was  already  the  dominant  power  in 
Asia  Minor  before  Croesus  (often  rendered  as  Kroisos)  attained  the  king¬ 
dom  s  throne  in  about  561  BC  as  the  son  of Alyattes,  who  had  reigned  for 
the  previous  half-century.  The  most  important  reform  attributed  to  him 
was  the  introduction  of  a  bimetallic  coinage  in  gold  and  silver,  first  aug¬ 
menting  and  then  replacing  the  previous  electrum  issues.  The  design  cho¬ 
sen  by  Croesus,  the  confronting  foreparts  of  a  lion  and  bull,  are  thought 
by  Harlan  J.  Berk  to  be  symbolic  of  “strength  and  power  ”  (lion)  and 
“fertility  ”  (bull).  The  lion  had  previously  been  used  by  Alyattes  (see  lots 
2033-2034),  and  so  an  alternative  theory  might  be  that  this  is  a  dynas¬ 
tic  type,  with  the  lion  representing  Alyattes  and  the  bull  representing  his 
son  and  successor.  The  creation  of  separate  gold  and  silver  denomina¬ 
tions  ranging  from  a  full  stater  down  to  l/96th  of  a  stater  was  a  visionary 
move  that  had  a  major  impact  on  the  ancient  economy.  Perhaps  because 
of  his  association  with  gold  and  silver,  Croesus  became  legendary  for  his 
wealth,  and  there  are  several  almost  mythical  accounts  of  his  interactions 
with  another  quasi-legendary  Greek,  the  sage  Solon,  in  which  they  dis¬ 
cuss  whether  wealth  and  possessions  can  truly  buy  happiness.  The  most 
famous  ancient  account  of  Croesus  occurred  at  the  end  of  his  reign,  when 
he  questioned  the  Delphic  Oracle  as  to  whether  he  should  make  war  on 
the  rising  Persian  kingdom;  the  oracle  answered,  with  typical  ambiguity, 
that  if  he  attached  the  Persians  he  would  destroy  a  great  empire.  In  the 
event  he  did  move  to  confront  the  Persian  King  Cyrus,  and,  after  an  in¬ 
conclusive  battle,  was  besieged  and  captured  at  his  capital  city  of  Sardes 
in  546  BC,  thus  destroying  his  own  “great  empire.  ”  His  eventual  fate  is 
uncertain;  some  accounts  suggest  he  continued  as  an  advisor  to  Cyrus 
after  the  Persians  absorbed  Lydia,  but  more  likely  he  was  executed.  His 
revolutionary  coinage  was  adopted,  in  simplified  form,  by  the  Persians, 
who  retained  the  lion-bull  motif  for  a  few  decades  before  replacing  it  with 
their  own  unique  design.

The  fertile  land  of  Fars  or  Persis  gave  birth  to  two  great  multi-national 
empires  of  the  ancient  world —  the  Achaemenid  Kingdom  (circa  600-330 
BC),  and  the  Sasanian  Kingdom  (AD  240-640).  Between  the  rise  of  these 
two  empires,  Persis  existed  as  a  relatively  isolated  vassal  state  ruled  by 
native  satraps  or  governors,  offering  nominal  allegiance  to  the  Seleucid 
and  Parthian  Kingdoms.  The  rule  of  Vadfradad  (or  Autophradates),  the 
satrap  depicted  here,  seems  to  have  spanned  the  transition  from  Seleu¬ 
cid  to  Parthian  overlordship.  Persis  struck  its  own  distinctive  coinage, 
which  employed  Persic  or  Aramaic  legends  and  depicted  its  rulers  wear¬ 
ing  the  traditional  native  headdress,  the  kyrbasia,  and  worshipping  before 
the  temples  and  fire  altars  of  Ahura  Mazda,  the  supreme  deity  of  Persia  s 
Zoroastrian  faith.  This  extraordinary  example  has  a  particularly  detailed 
reverse,  showing  the  temple  with  its  ornate  doors  closed,  topped  by  three 
fire  braziers,  in  turn  topped  by  a  pair  of palmettes.  Above  the  temple  floats 
the  winged,  half-length  figure  of  Ahura-Mazda  himself.  The  Kingdom  of 
Persis  would  nurture  native  customs  and  religion  for  many  centuries  to 
form  the  basis  of  Sasanian  culture  when  it  reasserted  its  dominance  in  the 
third  century  AD.

'The  Lock  of  Berenice'

One  of  the  most  formidable  Ptolemaic  queens,  Berenice  IPs  family  back¬ 
ground  was  unusually  convoluted  and  bloody  even  by  Macedonian  stan¬ 
dards.  Born  in  267  BC,  she  was  the  daughter  of  the  Cyrenaican  king 
Magas  and  his  wife  Apama.  In  249  BC,  upon  the  death  of  Magas  her 
mother  married  her  off  to  Demetrius  the  Fair,  son  of  Demetrius  Poliorce- 
tes,  who  was  invited  to  become  king  of  Cyrenaica.  Demetrius,  however, 
was  more  interested  in  Apama  than  her  daughter  and,  catching  him  in  her 
mother ’s  bed,  Berenice  stabbed  him  to  death.  Despite  this,  her  legendary 
beauty  prompted  Ptolemy  III  of  Egypt  to  marry  her  in  244/3  BC  and  the 
duo  became  the  foremost  “power  couple  ”  in  the  world.  Berenice  appears 
to  have  ruled  Egypt  quite  capably  during  her  husband  s  long  campaigns 
of  conquest.  During  one  such  campaign  she  cut  off  her  hair  and  dedicated 
it  to  Aphrodite  for  her  husband  s  safe  return.  The  hair  mysteriously  disap¬ 
peared  and  was  discovered ”  in  the  heavens  forming  the  constellation 
Coma  Berenices.  The  tale  entered  legend  as  “The  Lock  of  Berenice.  ”  She 
had  six  children,  one  of  whom,  Ptolemy  IV,  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  221 
BC.  Berenice  originally  ruled  jointly  with  him  but  was  soon  murdered, 
probably  at  the  instigation  of  her  son.  Gold  and  silver  coins  were  minted 
in  her  name  on  both  the  Ptolemaic  and  Macedonian  standards.  Her  gold 
mnaieions  were  all  struck  during  her  lifetime  and  are  orders  of  magnitude 
rarer  than  those  of  the  her  predecessor  Arsinoe  II,  lacking  the  latter ’s 
extensive  posthumous  coinage.

It  has  been  speculated  that  the  later  K-type  mnaieions  issued  during  the 
reigns  of  Ptolemy  VI  through  VIII  feature  a  disguised  portrait  of  Cleopa¬ 
tra  II,  who  was  the  sister  and  later  wife  of  both  brothers.  If  such  is  the 
case,  the  K  behind  the  head  could  refer  to  Kleopatra  (on  the  original  is¬ 
sues  of  Ptolemy  II-III,  from  which  the  later  issues  were  copied,  the  K  was 
one  of  several  letters  used  to  designate  obverse  dies).  Certainly  the  por¬ 
trait  on  these  later  issues  bears  little  resemblance  to  the  face  of  Arsinoe  II 
found  on  the  gold  pieces  minted  closer  to  her  lifetime  Whether  or  not  these 
pieces  do  bear  portraits  of  concurrent figures,  it  is  a  historical  fact  that  the 
strongest  of  the  later  Ptolemaic  rulers  invariably  were  women,  including 
the  last  of  the  line,  Cleopatra  VII.

The  traditional  attribution  of  this  well-known  stater  holds  it  depicts  Di¬ 
odotus  I,  satrap  of  Bactria,  but  gives  the  name  of  the  concurrent  Seleucid 
King,  Antiochus  II  Theos.  Under  this  interpretation,  the  coin  represents 
the  Bactrian  Kingdom  s  transition  from  being  the  largest  and  furthest- 
flung  province  of  the  Seleucid  Kingdom  to  full  independence  under  Di¬ 
odotus,  who  later  (after  about  235  BC)  struck  coins  naming  himself  as 
king,  or  Basileus.  A  new  and  attractive  theory  put  forth  by  historian  Jens 
Jakobsson  in  Numismatic  Chronicle  (2010)  posits  that  ‘Antiochus  Nica- 
tor”  was  an  entirely  different  ruler  of  Bactria,  probably  a  son  of  Diodotus 
I,  who  ruled  alongside  his  father  and  brother  Diodotus  II,  perhaps  ca. 
235-220  BC.  This  theory  eliminates  the  “transitional”  coinage  and  holds 
that  Diodotus  ’  breakaway  regime  proclaimed  its  independence  from  the 
beginning.  It  explains  the  rather  puzzling  phenomenon  observed  in  the 
large  group  of  gold  staters  that  reached  the  market  in  the  early  2000s, 
from  which  many  examples  of  this  type  derive,  that  the  gold  staters  in  the 
name  of  Antiochus  are  generally  far  less  worn  than  the  few  that  bore  both 
the  portrait  and  name  of  Diodotus.

By  240  BC,  the  regions  encompassing  modern  Afghanistan  and  northern 
India  had  broken  from  Seleucid  rule  and  became  independent  under  their 
own  line  of  kings,  which  were  showcased  in  a  series  of  coin  portraits  of 
astonishing  power  and  realism.  Greatest  of  these  was  Eucratides,  ca.  1 71- 
145  BC,  whose  vast  realm  was  larger  than  any  other  Greek-ruled  kingdom 
of  the  time.  Eucratides  struck  silver  coins  in  vast  numbers  and  many  sur¬ 
vive  today.  His  gold  coins,  however,  are  exceedingly  rare,  with  fewer  than 
20  specimens  known  altogether.  This  magnificent  piece  depicts  Eucra¬ 
tides  as  a  general  wearing  a  broad-brimmed  helmet,  greatly  resembling 
a  modern-day  British  explorer  in  a  pith  helmet.  The  portrait,  rendered  in 
sculptural  high  relief,  is  nearly  photographic  in  its  realism  and  exempli¬ 
fies  the  virtuosity  achieved  by  the  artisans  of  this  far-flung  Greek  enclave.

As  is  the  case  with  many  Parthian  rulers,  little  is  known  of  the  reign  of 
Phraates  III,  save  for  his  occasional  contacts  and  exchanges  of  corre¬ 
spondence  with  the  Roman  general  Pompey  the  Great.  He  did,  however, 
produce  one  of  the  most  intriguing  Parthian  coins,  this  intriguing  issue 
which  shows  the  king  in  a  fully  frontal  pose,  a  sharp  departure  of  the  usual 
practice  of  Parthian  and  Greco-Roman  coinage.  It  may  have  been  struck 
as  a  victory  issue  after  the  final  defeat  of  his  rival,  Ars  aces  XVI,  in  66  BC. 
The  portrait  is  quite  masterly  rendered  by  this  die  engraver,  working  at  the 
royal  court  mint  of  Rhagai.

The  second  king  of  the  Sasanian  dynasty,  Shapur  Is  long  and  energetic 
reign  raised  Persia  to  glories  it  had  not  known  since  the  heyday  of  the 
Achaemenid  Kingdom  eight  centuries  before.  In  AD  253  Shapur  captured 
and  sacked  Antioch,  the  third  greatest  city  of  the  Roman  Empire,  forc¬ 
ing  the  newly  installed  Emperor  Valerian  to  assemble  a  large  army  and 
move  east  to  confront  the  rampant  Persians.  Shapur  drew  the  advancing 
Romans  into  a  perfect  trap  and  captured  Valerian  and  his  entourage  alive, 
the  greatest  feat  of  arms  yet  by  a  Sasanian  monarch  and  the  worst  humili¬ 
ation  ever  suffered  by  a  Roman  emperor.  A  famous  rock-carved  relief  in 
Naqsh-e  Rustam  shows  Shapur  seizing  Valerian  by  the  arm  while  another 
Roman  Emperor  (Philip)  kneels  before  him  in  supplication.  His  military 
exploits  enriched  the  treasury  and  enabled  him  to  engage  in  stupendous 
building  projects.  A  devout  Zoroastrian,  he  was  nevertheless  tolerant  of 
other  faiths  and  is  warmly  mentioned  as  a  just  king  in  Jewish  writings. 
Like  many  Sasanian  kings,  his  silver  coinage  is  vast  while  gold  is  rare.

A  grandson  of  Shapur  I  “The  Great,  ”  Varahran  II  (also  transliterated  as 
Varhran,  Vahram  and  Bahrain)  was  one  of  the  most  active  and  prolific  of 
the  early  Sasanian  kings.  His  military  activities  were  focused  on  the  king¬ 
dom  s  eastern  frontier,  which  we  expanded  into  Afghanistan  and  Sakistan. 
This  left  the  Romans  a  relatively  free  hand  in  the  west;  an  invasion  by  Ca¬ 
ms  (AD  282-283)  reached  the  outskirts  of  Cstesiphon,  but  the  emperor's 
mysterious  death  led  to  a  quick  withdrawal  and  the  Sasanians  suffered 
no  permanent  loss  of  territory.  Varahran  was  a  devout  Zoroastrian  and 
persecuted  the  Manichaean  sect  ruthlessly,  along  with  Christians,  Jews, 
Hindus  and  Gnostics.  His  later  coinage  and  several  famous  bas  reliefs 
depict  Varahran  along  with  his  wife  and  two  sons.  His  early  coinage  in 
gold,  featuring  the  king  himself  without  relations,  is  exceedingly  rare  and 
seldom  offered.

The  types  of  this  impressive  double-dinar  illustrate  the  unique  fusion  of 
Hellenistic  Greek,  Central  Asian  steppe,  and  Indian  Hindu  and  Buddhist 
cultures  found  on  the  early  Kushan  coinage.  The  obverse  portrays  Vima 
Kadphises  as  a  godlike  ruler  rising  from  the  clouds,  wearing  traditional 
steppe  headgear  and  garb  as  well  as  the  diadem  of  a  Greek  king  while  the 
reverse  portrays  the  Hindu  god  Shiva  with  the  sacred  bull  Nandi,  as  well 
as  the  Buddhist  triaratna  (“three  jewels  ”)  symbol.  There  is  also  a  Roman 
element  involved  here  if  we  consider  that  the  gold  from  which  this  coin 
was  made  probably  came  from  melted  down  aurei  used  to  pay  for  eastern 
luxuries.

The  last  Ptolemaic  ruler  of  Egypt,  Cleopatra  VII  was  born  in  69  BC  and 
succeeded  her  father  Ptolemy  XII  “ Auletes ”  in  51  BC.  She  soon  fell  into 
a  dynastic  clash  with  her  weak-willed  younger  brother  Ptolemy  XIII,  who 
forced  her  into  exile  until  the  arrival  of  Julius  Caesar  in  Alexandria  in  48 
BC.  Cleopatra  had  herself  smuggled  in  to  Caesar  wrapped  in  a  carpet, 
and  this  display  of  spunk  by  the  nubile  20-year-old  enchanted  the  dictator. 
Caesar ’s  bitter  Alexandrine  War,  which  ended  in  the  defeat  and  death  of 
Ptolemy,  was  fought  on  her  behalf.  Caesar  returned  to  Rome  in  47  BC 
and  summoned  Cleopatra  to  join  him  the  following  year.  She  was  thus 
in  Rome  when  Caesar  was  murdered  on  March  15,  44  BC.  Returning  to 
Alexandria,  she  was  summoned  to  meet  the  Triumvir  Mark  Antony  at  Tar¬ 
sus  in  41  BC.  Once  again,  a  powerful  Roman  succumbed  to  Cleopatra  s 
charms.  In  37  BC,  Cleopatra  provided  money  and  supplies  in  support  of 
Antony  s  abortive  invasion  of  Parthia  and  a  punitive  raid  on  Armenia  the 
following  year. 

This  remarkable  silver  tetradrachm,  struck  at  the  conclusion  of  Antony  s 
Armenian  campaign  of  36  BC,  clearly  shows  that  neither  Cleopatra  nor 
Antony  were  “ beauties  ”  in  the  modern,  Hollywood  sense  of  the  term. 
The  talented  die  engraver  has  taken  particular  care  to  give  Cleopatra  a 
powerful,  almost  masculine  profile  to  complement  Antony  s  pugnacious 
portrait.  Ancient  historians  confirm  that  Cleopatra  was  not  classically 
beautiful,  but  her  remarkable  mind,  her  musical  voice,  and  her  uncanny 
ability  to  delight  the  two  most  powerful  men  of  her  age  more  than  made 
up  for  this.  The  titles  display  Cleopatra  s  dominance  in  the  relationship, 
depicting  her  on  the  obverse  and  touting  her  as  “Queen  Cleopatra,  new 
(or  “young”)  goddess,  ”  while  Antony  remains  only  a  mortal  “victorious 
general  and  Triumvir.  ”

Aulus  Allienus,  Caesar's  proconsul  of  Sicily,  is  named  as  the 
moneyer.  The  reverse  shows  Trinacrus,  a  son  of  Neptune,  whose  name 
probably  derives  from  an  alternate  name  of  Sicily,  Tinacria  (“three  cor¬ 
nered  land”).  Though  minted  in  relatively  small  quantities,  these  coins 
saw  heavy  circulation,  as  most  surviving  examples  display  considerable 
wear  This  specimen,  displaying  almost  no  wear,  is  surely  among  the  finest 
surviving  examples.

Aulus  Hirtius  served  as  one  of  Caesar ’s  legates  in  Gaul  from  about  54  BC 
and  remained  loyal  during  the  Civil  War  48-45  BC.  He  was  appointed  as 
Caesar ’s  mintmaster  in  Rome  in  46  BC,  when  he  struck  the  first  truly  large 
issue  of  gold  aurei  from  the  spoils  of  Caesar ’s  campaigns.  These  aurei, 
which  bear  a  rather  enigmatic  veiled  female  head  on  the  obverse  (usually 
identified  as  either  Ceres  or  Vesta),  were  used  to  pay  Caesar ’s  soldiers 
after  the  great  triumphal  parade.

For  two  centuries,  Rome  had  spurned  the  Hellenistic  practice  of  placing 
the  ruler ’s  portrait  on  the  coinage  of  the  realm,  much  as  they  rejected  the 
concept  of  kingship  altogether.  So  early  in  44  BC,  many  Romans  must 
have  been  stunned  to  see  the  image  of  Julius  Caesar,  recently  appointed 
dictator  for  an  unprecedented  third  time,  on  circulating  silver  denarii. 
Like  a  profusion  of  other  honors  and  titles,  the  right  to  place  his  image 
on  coins  had  been  bestowed  on  Caesar  by  the  Roman  Senate.  Caesar ’s 
enemies  may  have  had  an  ulterior  motive  in  approving  the  honor,  as  it 
almost  certainly  would  fuel  the  growing  suspicion  that  Caesar  intended  to 
name  himself  king  of  Rome.  If  this  was  the  intent,  it  succeeded,  for  within 
three  months  a  conspiracy  had  been  formed  and  Caesar  was  assassinated 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Senate  on  March  15,  44  BC.  This  silver  denarius  car¬ 
ries  a  startlingly  realistic  portrait  of  Caesar  on  the  obverse,  displaying  the 
ravages  of  age  and  exertion  on  his  lined  face  and  wrinkled  neck,  and  the 
image  of  the  dictator ’s  patron  goddess,  Venus,  on  the  reverse.

Augustus  In  His  Prime

After  defeating  Antony  and  Cleopatra  and  gaining  undisputed  mastery  of 
Rome  in  31  BC,  Octavian,  still  only  32  years  old,  underwent  a  startling 
transformation  from  brutal  warlord  to  benevolent  monarch.  Unlike  his 
granduncle  Julius  Caesar,  Octavian  did  not  proclaim  himself  dictator,  nor 
did  he  openly  attack  time-honored  institutions  such  as  the  Senate.  Instead 
he  concealed  his  supremacy  by  carefully  accumulating  traditional  titles 
and  magistracies,  placing  the  entire  army  and  government  under  his  di¬ 
rect  control.  He  thus  created  the  role  of  “ emperor  ”  as  a  constitutional 
autocrat.  While  his  reconstituted  government  cemented  his  personal  grip 
on  power,  he  relied  on  the  Senate  as  a  pool  of  talent  from  which  he  drew 
governors,  magistrates  and  advisors.  He  styled  himself  as  Princeps,  or 
first  citizen,  and  settled  into  a  relatively  unostentatious  life.  In  27  BC,  the 
Senate  voted  him  the  name  Augustus,  an  unprecedented  title  of  immense 
authority  and  prestige.  He  consolidated  Rome  s  conquests,  pared  the  army 
down  to  a  manageable  size,  and  reformed  the  Empire  s  finances  from  top 
to  bottom,  creating  a  new  and  stable  system  of  coinage  that  endured  es¬ 
sentially  unchanged  for  three  centuries.  The  incessant  civil  wars  of  de¬ 
cades  past  gave  way  to  unbroken  peace  and  prosperity,  the  beginnings  of 
the  Pax  Romana  that  would  endure  250  years.

The  left-facing  bust  on  this  attractive  issue  of  Nemausus  (modern  Nimes) 
depicts  Marcus  Vipsanius  Agrippa,  perhaps  history's  greatest  sidekick. 
He  was  born  in  63  BC,  the  same  year  as  Gaius  Octavius,  with  whom  he 
struck  up  a  close  friendship  in  adolescence.  Agrippa  hailed from  a  humble 
Equestrian  family,  so  Agrippa  came  to  see  his  role  as  subordinate  and 
supportive  to  his  friend.  Octavius  recognized  Agrippa  s  remarkable  quali¬ 
ties  as  a  soldier  and  statesman  and  relied  heavily  on  him  as  the  facilitator 
to  put  his  various  plans  into  action  Agrippa  s  mastery  of  strategy  secured 
the  naval  victory  over  Sextus  Pompey  at  Naulochus  in  36  BC,  and  the 
defeat  of  Mark  Antony  and  Cleopatra  at  Actium  five  years  later.  After  his 
patron  assumed  the  title  of  Augustus  in  27  BC,  Agrippa  was  clearly  re¬ 
garded  as  second-in-command  and  the  likely  heir  to  the  throne.  His  many 
building  projects,  financed  out  of  his  own  purse,  helped  transform  Rome 
from  a  city  of  brick  to  one  of  marble,  and  his  commemorative  inscriptions 
survive  on  many  important  monuments,  including  the  Pantheon.  His  name 
continued  to  be  revered  long  after  his  death  in  12  BC,  as  this  coin,  struck 
two  decades  later,  attests.

The  son  of  Augustus  ’  wife  Livia  by  her  previous  marriage  to  a  member  of 
the  aristocratic  Claudian  family,  Tiberius  Claudius  Nero  was  born  in  42 
BC  in  the  waning  days  of  the  Roman  Republic.  His  path  to  supreme  power 
was  too  circuitous  to  relate  here,  but  upon  the  death  of  Augustus  in  AD 
14,  Tiberius  was  a  weary  54-year-old  who  didn ’t  truly  want  the  job  of  em¬ 
peror  anymore.  Nevertheless,  Tiberius  ’  first  years  as  emperor  went  fairly 
smoothly,  marred  only  by  the  death  of  the  popular  Germanicus  in  AD  19. 
Still,  Tiberius  longed  to  leave  the  hubbub  of  Rome  behind.  He  attempted 
to  retire  in  stages,  giving  more  and  more  power  to  his  unscrupulous  Prae¬ 
torian  Prefect  Sejanus,  who  plotted  the  arrests  and  murders  of  nearly  the 
whole  Julio-Claudian  family.  Heartsick  and  tired  of  intrigues,  Tiberius  re¬ 
tired  permanently  to  the  luxurious  island  retreat  of  Capri  in  AD  27,  allow¬ 
ing  Sejanus  to  run  wild  and  destroy  himself  by  overreaching.  Tiberius  died 
embittered  and  unloved  in  AD  3  7,  leaving  the  succession  to  his  deranged 
nephew  Gaius  ‘ Caligula ,  ’ perhaps  as  a  cruel  joke  on  the  Roman  people.  It 
is  unlikely  he  ever  knew  about  the  most  momentous  event  of  his  reign,  the 
ministry  and  crucifixion  of  Jesus  Christ  in  Judea.  Like  Tiberius  himself, 
his  coinage  was  intensely  conservative,  with  only  a  single  precious  metal 
type  in  use  for  almost  the  entirety  of  his  23-year  reign.  The  reverse  is  com¬ 
monly  thought  to  depict  his  mother  Livia  in  the  guise  of  the  goddess  Pax, 
holding  an  olive  branch  and  scepter.

This  gold  aureus  bears  a  wonderful  portrait  of  Claudius,  fourth  emperor 
of  the  Julio-Claudian  dynasty.  Son  of  the  great  general  Drusus  and  An¬ 
tonia,  niece  of  the  emperor  Augustus,  Tiberius  Claudius  Drusus  seemed 
well-positioned  when  he  was  born  in  10  BC.  But  a  serious  childhood  ill¬ 
ness  left  him  with  a  limp,  a  stammer,  and  other  uncouth  qualities  that  made 
him  the  black  sheep  of  the  Julio-Claudian  dynasty.  While  these  problems 
barred  him  from  a  political  career,  such  exclusion  also  granted  him  im¬ 
munity  from  the  family’s  murderous  intrigues.  Upon  Caligula’s  assassina¬ 
tion  in  January,  AD  41,  Claudius  was  the  sole  surviving  Julio-Claudian 
male  and,  when  members  of  the  Praetorian  Guard  found  him  cowering 
behind  a  curtain  in  the  palace,  they  immediately  acclaimed  him  as  Em¬ 
peror.  Claudius  astutely  awarded  the  Praetorians  a  substantial  bonus,  and 
with  10,000  heavily  armed  soldiers  backing  him,  he  easily  forced  the  Sen¬ 
ate  to  accept  him  as  the  next princeps.  Once  installed,  Claudius  surprised 
everyone  by  ruling  with  intelligence  and  moderation.  In  AD  43,  he  ordered 
the  invasion  and  annexation  of Britain,  the  first  major  addition  of  territory 
to  the  Empire  since  the  days  of  Augustus.  He  chose  provincial  governors 
carefully  and  managed  foreign  relations  with  considerable  skill.  He  erred 
only  in  his  obsession  with  detail,  his  reliance  on  freedmen  and  cronies,  and 
his  atrocious  taste  in  women.  Messalina,  his  promiscuous  third  wife,  ran 
wild  as  Empress  and  nearly  brought  down  his  regime  with  a  sex-crazed 
conspiracy  in  AD  48.  His  next  wife,  Agrippina  the  Younger,  used  her  wiles 
to  enhance  her  own  power  and  advance  Nero,  her  son  by  a  previous  mar¬ 
riage,  in  the  succession  arrangements.  This  done,  she  fed  Claudius  a  dish 
of  poisoned  mushrooms  in  October,  AD  54  and  brought  his  13-year  reign 
to  an  end.  Despite  many  missteps  and  his  unsavory  demise,  Claudius  had 
been  a  fairly  successful  ruler  and  his  regime  set  a  pattern  for  the  Flavians 
and  the  reigns  that  followed.

Titus,  Blessed  By  Fortune

Flavius  Titus  Vespasianus  was  born  in  AD  41  in  a  disreputable  quarter  of 
Rome  and  seemed  marked  out  for  the  life  of  an  upper  middle-class  civil 
servant  in  the  mold  of  his  father.  Fortune  decreed  otherwise.  Vespasian 
won  glory  as  a  general  during  Claudius  ’  invasion  of  Britain  in  AD  43, 
and  Titus  had  the  honor  of  being  raised  and  educated  at  court.  He  grew 
into  an  intelligent,  handsome,  and  charming  young  man  and  distinguished 
himself  as  a  military  tribune  in  Britain  and  Germany  before  becoming  his 
father ’s  second  in  command  for  the  Judean  campaign  of AD  66-69.  When 
Nero  s  regime  collapsed  in  Rome  and  a  free-for-all  erupted  for  the  throne, 
Vespasian  was  declared  Emperor  by  his  legions  and  set  about  securing 
power.  Titus  took  over  direction  of  the  Judaean  war,  which  culminated  in 
the  storming  of  Jerusalem  in  AD  70.  Returning  to  Rome,  Titus  was  granted 
a  stupendous  triumph  and  was  made  Praetorian  Prefect,  where  he  was 
utterly  ruthless  in  protecting  his  father ’s  regime.  He  also  kept  his  younger 
brother  Domitian  on  a  tight  leash,  deepening  their  sibling  rivalry.  His 
high-profile  love  affair  with  the  Jewish  princess  Berenice  scandalized 
Rome  and  led  to  comparisons  with  Mark  Antony  and  Cleopatra.  When 
Vespasian  died  in  AD  79  and  Titus  was  proclaimed  emperor,  many  feared 
he  would  be  another  Nero  or  Caligula,  but  he  soon  emerged  as  an  uncom¬ 
monly  benevolent  and  conscientous  ruler.

The  refined,  almost  godlike  obverse  portrait  of  Hadrian,  coupled  with  the 
reverse  depicting  Romulus  and  Remus  being  suckled  by  a  she-wolf,  are 
part  of  a  mid-reign  “image  makeover”  presenting  Hadrian  as  founder 
of  a  new,  unified  Roman  Empire.  There  is  some  truth  behind  the  propa¬ 
ganda,  for  the  reign  of  Publius  Aelius  Hadrianus  did  much  to  transform 
the  Roman  Empire  into  a  true  commonwealth  of  nations.  Hadrian  was 
born  in  AD  76  ofRomano-Spanish  stock,  related  through  his  mother  to  the 
future  Emperor  Trajan,  who  took  him  into  his  household.  Hadrian  seemed 
marked  out  for  the  succession,  but  he  was  not  formally  adopted  until  Tra¬ 
jan  lay  on  his  deathbed  in  August,  AD  117.  Hadrian  abandoned  many 
of  Trajan  s  over-ambitious  conquests  and  engaged  in  a  policy  of  peace 
abroad  and  reform  at  home.  He  spent  most  of  his  21 -year  reign  traveling, 
visiting  every  province  of  the  Roman  Empire.  His  building  projects  were 
many  and  long-lasting,  including  Hadrian  s  Wall  in  northern  Britain  and 
the  Pantheon  in  Rome.  Under  his  patronage,  Roman  art  and  sculpture 
reached  its  creative  peak.  Yet  all  was  not  tranquil:  a  serious  revolt  in  Ju¬ 
daea  in  AD  132  darkened  Hadrian  s  waning  years.  His  relations  with  the 
Senate  were  rocky;  executions  towards  the  end  of  his  reign  to  ensure  his 
succession  arrangements  meant  that  Hadrian  died  in  January,  AD  138 
“hated  by  all,  ”  according  to  one  biographer.  The  judgment  of  history  has 
been  far  different,  ranking  him  among  Rome  s  greatest  rulers.

Vibia  Sabina  was  the  daughter  of  L.  Vibius  Sabinus  and  Salonia  Matidia, 
the  favorite  niece  of  the  childless  emperor  Trajan.  Sabina  married  the 
24-year-old  Hadrian  in  AD  100,  marking  him  out  as  the  likely  succes¬ 
sor  to  the  throne,  although  his  position  was  never  formalized  until  just 
before  Trajan  s  death  in  AD  11 7.  Hadrian  and  Sabina  s  36-year  marriage 
remained  childless  and  the  union  appears  to  have  been  coldly  cordial  at 
best,  although  the  royal  couple  kept  up  appearances  and  there  was  never 
talk  of  divorce  or  formal  separation.  Sabina  was  not  formally  named  Au¬ 
gusta,  or  Empress,  until  AD  128,  perhaps  to  coincide  with  Hadrian  re¬ 
ceiving  the  title  of  Pater  Patriae  from  the  Senate.  This  attractive  aureus, 
issued  to  mark  the  occasion  of  her  elevation,  shows  her  still  wearing  the 
elaborate,  coiled  and  piled-up  coiffure  favored  by  the  women  of  Trajan  s 
court,  mainly  her  mother  Matidia  and  Trajan  s  sister  Marciana.

This  later  issue  of  Sabina  depicts  her  with  a  more  austere  hairstyle,  in 
keeping  with  the  Augustan  imagery  adopted  by  Hadrian  as  the  regime  en¬ 
tered  its  second  decade.  Though  their  marital  relations  remained  strained, 
Sabina  accompanied  Hadrian  on  many  of  his  famous  travels.  Hadrian 
reportedly  engaged  in  affairs  with  both  sexes,  but  he  frowned  on  Sabina  s 
extramarital  friendships.  In  AD  122  he  dismissed  two  courtiers  for  be¬ 
ing  overly  familiar  with  her.  One  of  these  was  the  historian  Suetonius, 
author  of  The  Twelve  Caesars;  his  loss  of  access  to  the  imperial  archives 
is  detectable  in  his  later  biographies.  Sabina  s  close  friend,  the  poetess 
Julia  Balbilla,  accompanied  the  royal  couple  to  Egypt  in  AD  130,  where 
she  recorded  their  presence  by  inscribing  five  stanzas  on  the  Colossi  of 
Memnon  in  Thebes.  Both  Sabina  and  Balbilla  were  thus  probably  present 
when  Hadrian  s  boy  lover,  Antinous,  drowned  in  the  Nile,  plunging  the 
emperor  into  extravagant  grief .  The  tragedy  seemed  to  kill  Hadrian  s  wan¬ 
derlust,  and  he  and  Sabina  returned  to  their  lavish  villa  in  Tivoli,  where 
they  spent  most  of  their  remaining  days.  Sabina  died  late  in  AD  136  or 
early  the  following  year,  probably  of  natural  causes  (although  there  were 
inevitable  rumors  of poisoning  and  forced  suicide),  and  Hadrian,  perhaps 
reluctantly,  ordered  her  deification.

Unlike  the  restless  Hadrian,  Antoninus  Pius  never  left  Italy  and  was  con¬ 
tent  to  rule  from  Rome.  Stability  and  equanimity  were  his  watchwords,  and 
his  policies  kept  the  Empire  on  an  even  keel  for  24  years.  He  put  no  one 
to  death,  friend  or  foe.  Only  minor  flare-ups  in  northern  Britain  and  north 
Africa  disturbed  the  general  peace.  The  frontiers  were  maintained  and 
defended,  with  his  decision  to  build  a  new  wall  in  Britain  80  miles  north 
of  the  Hadrian  s  Wall  the  only  instance  of  imperial  expansion.  He  care¬ 
fully  groomed  Marcus  Aurelius  as  his  successor,  but  neglected  to  provide 
him  any  military  training.  In  fact  the  mild,  civilian  character  of  his  reign 
may  have  unwittingly  allowed  storm  clouds  to  gather  and  strengthen  both 
within  and  beyond  the  frontiers.  Nevertheless,  later  generations  viewed 
Antoninus  as  the  perfect  emperor,  and  the  tranquility  of  his  reign  took  on 
the  sheen  of  a  lost  golden  age.

The 
reverse  figure  of  Aequitas  holding  the  scales  of justice  perfectly  character¬ 
izes  the  reign  of  this  wise,  just  and  clement  emperor.

Annia  Galeria  Faustina  was  born  into  an  aristocratic  Roman  senatorial 
family  of  Spanish  descent.  Her  uncle  was  the  Emperor  Hadrian.  In  about 
AD  115,  she  married  Titus  Fulvius  Antoninus,  a  respected  Senator,  and 
through  her  connections  he  became  a  close  advisor  to  Hadrian  Antoninus 
eventually  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  AD  138  and  Faustina  was  acclaimed 
as  Augusta,  or  Empress.  Antoninus  honored  her  extensively  on  the  coin¬ 
age  and  her  vivacity,  fashion  sense  and  compassion  for  the  poor  made  her 
beloved  by  the  masses.  Her  distinctive  hairstyle,  with  a  plait  wrapped  in 
a  tight  coil  atop  her  head,  was  copied  by  women  throughout  the  Empire. 
The  couple  had  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters;  both  male 
children  died  in  infancy,  but  the  daughters  lived  to  adulthood  and  one, 
Faustina  Junior,  married  Marcus  Aurelius  and  became  Augusta  herself. 
Only  two  years  into  Antoninus  ’  reign,  Faustina  died  of  an  unknown  ill¬ 
ness.  The  grief-stricken  Antoninus  secured  her  deification  and  issued  an 
immense  coinage  in  her  name,  the  largest  for  any  Roman  woman  to  that 
point.  This  magnificent  aureus  falls  into  the  posthumous  series.

Marcus  Aurelius  was  born  in  AD  121  into  a  patrician  family  of  Spanish 
origin.  Solemn  and  dutiful,  Marcus  was  noticed  by  the  Emperor  Hadrian, 
who  nicknamed  him  “Verissimus,  ”  or  “most  truthful  one.  ”  In  AD  138,  as 
Hadrian  s  terminal  illness  worsened,  he  formally  adopted  Antoninus  Pius 
as  his  successor,  and  he  in  turn  adopted  the  1 7 -year-old  Marcus  Aurelius 
and  Lucius  Verus,  the  son  of  Aelius  Caesar,  thus  securing  the  succession 
for  another  generation.  Antoninus  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  July,  AD  138 
and  raised  Marcus  to  the  rank  of  Caesar  in  AD  139.  The  young  man  took 
an  increasingly  important  role  in  his  adoptive  father ’s  government  for  the 
next  22  years.  This  aureus  records  Marcus  s  sixth  year  with  the  Tribunican 
power  (AD  151-2)  and  shows  him  as  a  handsome  man  in  his  late  20s,  with 
a  head  of  loose  curls  and  a  fashionable  “philosopher’s  beard.  ”

This  and  the  following  aureus  record  Marcuss  14th  year  with  the  Tribu- 
nican  power  (AD  159-160)  and  shows  him  entering  his  mid  30s.  However, 
the  reverse  image  of  Mars  striding  off  to  war  points  to  one  shortcoming  of 
his  long  apprenticeship  in  government:  Antoninus  failed  to  provide  Mar¬ 
cus  with  an  army  posting  that  would  have  gained  him  much-needed  mili¬ 
tary  experience.

This  reverse  of  this  remarkably  beautiful  gold  aureus  depicts  Salus,  god¬ 
dess  of  healing,  and  invokes  her  help  in  preserving  the  “health  of  the  em¬ 
perors.  ”  Marcus  Aurelius  was  never  in  the  best  of  health  and  his  youthful 
letters  to  his  mentor  Fronto,  serendipitous ly  preserved  in  a  medieval  pa¬ 
limpsest,  record  his  frequent  complaints  of  chills,  fevers,  chest  colds,  and 
other  varying  illnesses.  As  emperor,  the  stresses  of  office  were  exacerbated 
by  frequent  bouts  of  gastric  and  respiratory  trouble.  He  was  fortunate, 
then,  to  have  the  services  of  Galen,  the  greatest  physician  of  his  age,  who 
kept  him  going  with  a  variety  of  treatments,  all  carefully  recorded  in  his 
journals.  Galen  was  also  needed  as  a  kind  of  minister  of public  health  to 
fight  the  terrible  plague,  perhaps  smallpox,  that  swept  the  classical  world 
after  AD  163,  carrying  off  up  to  half  the  Roman  Empires  population.  In 
such  an  age,  invocations  for  the  health  of  the  rulers  and  the  general  popu¬ 
lace  become  increasingly  common  on  the  Roman  coinage.

Late  in  AD  136,  the  Emperor  Hadrian  adopted  a  handsome,  but  other¬ 
wise  undistinguished  aristocrat  named  Lucius  Aurelius  Commodus  as 
his  intended  successor,  giving  him  the  name  Aelius  Caesar.  The  new  heir 
already  had  a  seven-year-old  son,  who  received  the  name  Lucius  Verus, 
and  the  boy  s  place  in  the  dynastic  succession  seemed  secure.  But  Aelius 
died  of  consumption  only  16  months  later,  forcing  Hadrian  to  adopt  as  his 
replacement  another,  rather  more  qualified  senator,  Antoninus  Pius.  An¬ 
toninus  in  turn  adopted  Lucius  Verus  and  another  youth  of  a  good  Span¬ 
ish  family,  Marcus  Aurelius;  it  is  widely  assumed  that  he  was  following 
Hadrian  s  wishes  that  both  young  men  eventually  succeed  to  the  throne. 
After  Hadrian  s  death,  however,  Antoninus  kept  young  Lucius  in  the  back¬ 
ground  while  he  showed  Marcus  every  preferment.  Probably  he  sensed 
that  Lucius,  while  handsome  and  charming,  was  something  of  a  light¬ 
weight  and  that  the  sober  Marcus  was  better  suited  to  the  burden  of  gov¬ 
ernment.  Nevertheless,  when  Antoninus  died  in  March,  AD  161,  Marcus 
Aurelius  insisted  that  the  Senate  also  grant  Lucius  Verus  the  title  of  Au¬ 
gustus,  for  the  first  time  giving  the  Empire  two  theoretically  coequal  rulers 
Marcus  also  betrothed  his  daughter  Lucilla  to  Lucius,  further  cementing 
their  family  ties.  This  stunning  gold  aureus  was  issued  at  the  beginning 
of  the  historic  joint  reign,  its  reverse  showing  the  two  new  emperors  cor¬

When  Antoninus  Pius  died  in  March,  AD  161,  Marcus  Aurelius  insisted 
that  the  Senate  also  grant  his  adoptive  brother  Lucius  Verus  the  title  of 
Augustus,  for  the  first  time  giving  the  Empire  two  theoretically  coequal 
rulers.  It  has  been  theorized  that  Marcus  intended  Verus  to  serve  as  the 
handsome  “public  face  ”  of  the  government  while  he  himself  retained  most 
of  the  actual  duties.  The  arrangement  was  immediately  put  to  the  test  in 
AD  162,  when  the  Parthians  attacked  Romes  eastern  provinces.  Lucius 
traveled  eastward  at  the  head  of  a  large  legionary  task  force  to  repulse 
the  invasion  and  restore  order.  His  generals  served  him  well  and  the 
Parthians  were  quickly  expelled  from  Armenia,  winning  Lucius  the  title 
Armeniacus.  The  following  year,  Roman  forces  counter-invaded  and  cap¬ 
tured  the  Parthian  capital  of  Ctesiphon,  winning  Lucius  the  title  Par thicus 
Maximus.  He  received  a  hero’s  welcome  in  Rome  in  AD  166  and  basked 
in  the  glow  of  a  triumph.

As  the  Senates  choice  to  replace  the  dissolute  Commodus,  the  elderly 
Pertinax  immediately  launched  into  a  program  of  reform  intended  to  re¬ 
store  faith  in  the  Roman  Empire  s  government  and  finances.  Among  these 
was  a  reform  of  the  silver  coinage,  which  had  been  seriously  debased 
under  Commodus.  The  silver  denarii  issued  by  Pertinax  show  a  marked 
increase  in  both  weight  and  fineness  over  the  last  issues  of  Commodus. 
The  portraiture  was  likewise  of  a  high  standard,  showing  the  emperor  as 
a  distinguished  and  heavily  bearded  senior  statesman.  However  it  was  not 
to  last —  Pertinax  was  slain  by  the  Praetorians  after  a  reign  of  less  than 
three  months,  and  the  debasement  of  Rome  s  coinage  soon  resumed  and 
accelerated.

Rome  s  eastern  provinces.

Born  in  AD  23  7,  Marcus  Julius  Severus  Philippus  was  seven  years  old 
when  eponymous  father,  the  emperor  Philip  I,  had  him  proclaimed  Cae¬ 
sar  early  in  AD  244.  Although  the  empire  was  beset  with  many  troubles, 
the  reign  started  off  with  some  promise.  Philip  II  accompanied  his  father 
on  campaigns  against  the  Quadi  and  Carpi  on  the  Danube  frontier  in 
AD  245 — 7.  When  Philip  I  returned  in  triumph,  his  10-year-old  son  was 
elevated  to  the  rank  of  co-Augustus,  and  together  they  presided  over  the 
extravagant  Saecular  Games  that  marked  Romes  1,000th  anniversary  in 
AD  248.  However,  in  the  following  months  further  turmoil  on  the  frontiers 
led  to  a  rash  of  attempted  usurpations,  the  most  serious  by  the  general 
Trajan  Decius,  who  then  marched  against  Rome  in  mid-249.  The  two 
Philips  gathered  a  legionary  force  and  marched  out  to  meet  the  usurper 
at  Verona,  but  were  defeated  and  slain  in  battle.  Gold  coins  dating  from 
the  reign  of  the  two  Philips  are  exceptionally  rare,  due  to  the  increasing 
scarcity  of  precious  metals  in  the  mid-third  century.  The  beautiful  aureus 
displays  an  exceptionally  lifelike  portrait  of  the  young  Caesar,  then  about 
eight  or  nine  years  of  age.  The  piercing,  done  in  antiquity,  was  probably 
done  so  the  piece  could  be  worn  as  a  pendant,  or  perhaps  strung  on  a  loop 
with  other  aurei  as  a  security  measure.

Born  on  the  Danubian  frontier,  Gaius  Messius  Quintus  Decius  rapidly  rose 
to  a  series  of  important  positions,  including  the  governorships  of  Spain 
and  Moesia  Inferior.  In  AD  248-249,  when  the  Emperor  Philip  I  faced  a 
series  of  revolts  and  usurpations,  Decius  convinced  him  not  to  abdicate. 
Philip  instead  placed  Decius  at  the  head  of  an  army  sent  to  the  Danubian 
front  to  crush  the  usurper  Pacatian  and  eject  Gothic  invaders.  With  these 
tasks  accomplished  by  June  of  AD  249,  Decius’  soldiers  proclaimed  him 
emperor,  much  against  his  wishes  (or  so  he  claimed).  His  army  defeated 
Philip  in  battle  near  Verona  in  September;  the  Senate  enthusiastically  ap¬ 
proved  his  elevation  and  gave  him  the  additional  name  of  Trajan  in  honor 
of  the  great  second-century  emperor.  Decius  seems  to  have  come  to  the 
throne  with  a  ready-made  agenda  for  the  restoration  of  Rome  s  fading 
glory.  He  cracked  down  harshly  on  those  he  believed  were  undermining 
the  ancient  traditions  of  Rome.  Christianity  was  particularly  singled  out, 
and  thousands  of  Christians  were  forced  to  either  make  sacrifice  to  Rome  s 
gods  or  face  torture  and  execution.  Renewed  barbarian  invasions  late  in 
AD  250  took  his  attention  away  from  domestic  affairs.  Seeking  a  decisive 
battle,  Decius  pursued  the  fleeing  Goths  into  the  marshes  of  Abrittus  and 
straight  into  an  ambush.  Decius  and  about  half  of  his  army  perished  in  the 
debacle,  the  first  time  a  Roman  emperor  had fallen  to  a  foreign  enemy.  The 
Christians  claimed  it  was  God’s  revenge  on  an  arch-persecutor.  In  any 
case,  the  catastrophe  at  Abrittus  accelerated  the  Roman  Empire  s  slide 
into  anarchy.

The  notoriously  unreliable  Historia  Augusta  claims  that  Marcus  Claudius 
Tacitus,  born  around  AD  200  in  Umbria,  was  a  descendant  of  the  famous 
first-century  Roman  author  P.  Cornelius  Tacitus,  but  most  modern  histo¬ 
rians  dismiss  this  as  a  fictional  embellishment.  The  story  of  his  accession, 
as  recounted  in  the  Historia  Augusta,  goes  like  this:  After  the  murder  of 
the  Emperor  Aurelian  by  a  military  cabal  in  mid-AD  275,  the  soldiers 
were  so  chastened  by  their  own  behavior  that  they  asked  the  Senate  to 
nominate  the  next  emperor.  Few  senators  were  willing  to  stand  for  an  of¬ 
fice  that  had  proven  fatal  to  so  many  men  in  so  short  a  time,  so  they  threw 
the  choice  back  to  the  Army,  which  once  again  deferred  to  the  Senate. 
This  back-and-forth  supposedly  went  on  for  six  months,  until  the  Senate 
finally  relented  and  elected  Tacitus,  a  75-year-old  ex-consul  with  a  per¬ 
sonal  fortune  worth  280  million  sesterces.  In  actuality,  the  “interregnum  ” 
probably  lasted  only  a  few  weeks,  during  which  Aurelian  s  wife  Severina 
was  nominal  head  of  state,  and  Tacitus,  while  an  Italian  with  considerable 
wealth,  likely  had  considerable  military  experience  and  was  thus  accept¬ 
able  to  the  Army.  Assuming  the  throne  in  October  or  November  of  AD  275, 
Tacitus  spent  a  few  weeks  signing  new  laws  into  effect  before  hurrying  to 
the  Balkans  to  take  charge  of  the  huge  field  army  Aurelian  had  assembled 
for  his  planned  invasion  of  Persia.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the  Empire 
had  suffered  further  attacks  from  the  Goths  and  Heruli  in  Asia  Minor,  and 
Tacitus  was  forced  to  intercept  the  invaders  in  Cilicia.  After  inflicting  a 
severe  defeat  on  the  barbarians,  Tacitus  abruptly  died  at  Tyana  in  Cap¬ 
padocia  in  June  or  July  of  AD  2  76.  His  reign  had  lasted  only  seven  or 
eight  months  at  most,  and  various  historical  sources  give  different  causes 
of  death,  ranging  from  simple  overexertion,  to  disease,  to  assassination  by 
a  faction  displeased  by  the  new  taxes  he  had  imposed. 

Whatever  his  origins,  Tacitus  does  appear  to  have  been  cut  from  a  dif¬ 
ferent  bolt  of  cloth  than  the  rough-hewn  Danubian  soldier- emperors  who 
came  before  and  after  him.  His  coin  portraits  depict  a  portly  man  with  a 
carefully  combed  and  curled  set  of  chin-whiskers,  quite  distinct  from  the 
military  crew-cuts  and  stubbly  beards  of  the  lean  Danubians.  The  reverse 
of  this  splendid  gold  aureus  evokes  “ Eternal  Rome,  ”  a  universal  ideal  that 
helped  rally  the  Roman  army  in  the  empire  s  darkest  days.

When  Constantine  I  the  Great  died  in  AD  337,  his  three  surviving  sons, 
Constantine  II,  Constans,  and  Constantins  II,  divided  the  empire  between 
them.  Despite  his  seniority,  Constantine  II  emerged  with  only  Britain, 
Gaul,  Germany  and  Spain  under  under  his  control,  perhaps  the  poor¬ 
est  and  least  populous  regions  of  the  Empire.  Incensed  at  this  treatment, 
Constantine  insisted  on  his  own  seniority  and  demanded  more  territory 
from  his  brothers,  leading  Constans  and  Constantius  to  form  an  alliance 
against  him.  A  three-way  conference  in  June  of  AD  338  failed  to  resolve 
their  differences.  In  April  of  AD  340,  Constantine  launched  an  invasion  of 
Italy  while  Constans  was  away  in  the  Balkans.  Expecting  little  or  no  resis¬ 
tance,  Constantine  must  have  been  shocked  when  his  army  was  ambushed 
by  a  strong  force  near  Aquileia.  During  the  skirmish,  a  chance  arrow 
struck  Constantine,  killing  the  24-year-old  emperor.  Constans’  soldiers 
threw  his  body  into  a  nearby  river,  but  it  was  later  retrieved  and  given  an 
honorable  burial.

The  last  truly  great  Emperor  of  the  West,  Valentinian  I  was  born  in  AD  321 
to  a  Pannonian  soldier  of peasant  stock.  Following  his  father ’s  past,  he  at¬ 
tained  officer ’s  rank  and  eventually  won  command  of  the  elite  Scholarian 
Guard.  Upon  the  unexpected  death  of  Jovian,  the  Roman  army  proclaimed 
Valentinian  emperor  on  February  25,  AD  364.  Valentinian  appointed  his 
younger  brother  Valens  co-emperor  and  placed  him  in  charge  of  the  East, 
while  he  himself  took  command  of  the  more  seriously  threatened  West. 
Valentinian  made  Milan  his  provisional  capital  but  spent  most  of  his  time 
on  the  German  frontier  strengthening  fortifications  and  battering  barbar¬ 
ian  tribes  into  submission.  Though  the  Senatorial  class  deeply  resented 
him,  Valentinian  possessed  a  firm  understanding  of  administration  as  well 
as  an  appreciation  for  art  and  literature.  He  also  followed  a  policy  of  reli¬ 
gious  tolerance.  After  eleven  successful  years  of  rule,  Valentinian  s  temper 
got  the  better  of  him  during  an  audience  with  several  Germanic  chief¬ 
tains  in  November  AD  3  75.  When  they  failed  to  show  him  proper  respect, 
the  emperor  flew  into  a  rage  and  suffered  an  apoplectic  stroke.  His  death 
proved  a  great  tragedy  for  the  Empire,  as  a  man  of  his  skill  and  energy 
might  have  averted  the  catastrophes  that  soon  followed.

Born  around  AD  328,  Flavius  Julius  Valens  was  the  second  son  of  Gratia- 
nus  the  Elder,  a  member  of  the  Roman  military  aristocracy  in  Pannonia. 
He  followed  his  brother,  Valentinian,  into  the  imperial  Household  Guard, 
but  did  not  take  well  to  soldiering  and  opted  instead  for  a  bureaucratic 
career.  In  February  of  AD  364,  his  life  took  an  unexpected  turn  when 
the  Emperor  Jovian  died  and  Valentinian  was  proclaimed  emperor  his 
stead.  Valentinian  quickly  decided  the  empire  was  too  unwieldy  for  one 
man  to  rule  and  elevated  Valens  to  the  rank  of  joint  emperor  on  March 
28,  AD  364,  with  Valentinian  taking  the  more  seriously  threatened  West 
while  Valens  ruled  the  seemingly  stable  East.  Valens  had  a  sullen,  sus¬ 
picious  disposition,  however,  and  his  persecution  of  other  imperial  can¬ 
didates  brought  about  the  rebellion  of  Procopius  in  AD  365-366,  which 
was  only  put  down  with  great  difficulty.  Seeking  military  glory,  Valens 
invaded  Visigothic  territory  in  AD  367  and  369  and  fought  the  Persians 
to  a  standstill  in  AD  376.  In  that  same  year,  the  Huns  poured  into  eastern 
Europe  and  started  a  chain  reaction  that  would  shake  the  Empire  to  its 
foundations.  Hard  pressed  by  the  Huns,  the  Goths  petitioned  Valens  for 
entry  and  settlement  within  Roman  territory.  Seeing  the  hardy  Goths  as 
an  answer  to  his  military  recruitment  problems,  Valens  agreed,  but  the 
orderly  migration  quickly  got  out  of  control  and  greedy  Roman  merchants 
and  bureaucrats  began  exploiting  the  immigrants,  forcing  them  into  open 
revolt.  Under  the  leadership  of  their  chieftain  Fritigern,  the  Goths  rav¬ 
aged  the  Balkans  and  defeated  the  small  Roman  forces  sent  against  them. 
Gathering  a  substantial  field  army,  Valens  moved  to  meet  the  Gothic  host 
near  Adrianople,  Thrace,  in  AD  3  78.  His  unduly  hasty  attack,  utilizing 
atrocious  tactics,  led  to  the  most  catastrophic  Roman  defeat  since  Can¬ 
nae  600  years  earlier.  His  position  overwhelmed,  Valens  was  killed  in  the 
fighting.  His  body  was  never  identified  among  the  more  than  30,000  Ro¬ 
man  corpses  littering  the  battlefield.

Each  circular  mount  flanked  by  gold  cylinders,  adorned  with  wire-decoration,  that  have  been  slid  over  the  chain  and  then  fixed.  The  entire  bracelet  is  20 
cm  long.  The  two  outer  mounts,  with  Marcus  Aurelius  and  Nero,  are  fixed  while  the  other  four  can  move  with  the  motions  of  the  wearer. 

For  a  similar  bracelet  by  Castellani  see  Sotheby’s  New  York,  20  October  1999  “Magnificent  Jewels”,  lot  155.  Minor  use  marks  on  the  bracelet,  but  the 
coins  are  of  unusually  high  quality  for  use  in  jewelry  (ranging  from  good  very  fine  to  extremely  fine).  A  lovely  piece,  a  perfect  example  of  the  antique 
revival  style  of  the  1 9th  century. 

Among  the  most  famous  jewelers  who  produced  designs  in  antique  style  in  Rome  were  Fortunato  Pio  Castellani  (1794-1865)  and  Ernesto  Pierret  (1824- 
1870).  This  bracelet  is  of  such  high  quality,  and  mounted  with  such  fine  coins,  that  it  must  have  been  produced  by  a  firm  of  equally  great  importance.  For

Governor  of  the  newly  created  Theme  of  Hellas  in  Greece,  Leontius  was 
proclaimed  Emperor  after  the  overthrow  of  Justinian  II  in  AD  695.  His 
first  mistake  was  not  executing  his  predecessor;  instead  he  cut  off  Justin¬ 
ian  s  nose  and  banished  him  to  the  Crimea.  With  the  Byzantines  in  turmoil, 
the  Arabs  went  on  the  offensive  in  North  Africa  and  captured  Carthage 
in  AD  698.  The  fleet  Leontius  sent  to  relieve  the  city  instead  rebelled  and 
proclaimed  its  admiral  Apsimar  as  Emperor.  Leontius  abdicated  and  was 
initially  spared,  but  was  murdered  after  Justinian  IIs  return  to  power  in 
AD  705.  The  coins  of  Leontius  boast  unusually  realistic  portraiture,  por¬ 
traying  him  as  a  portly  man  with  a  close-cropped  beard.

After  a  decade  spent  in  exile,  Justinian  II  regained  the  East  Roman  throne 
with  Bulgarian  help  in  AD  705  and  immediately  resumed  his  innovative 
coinage  featuring  an  obverse  portrait  of  Christ.  The  new  sacred  image, 
however,  was  distinctly  different  from  the  “classic  ”  Christ  of  Justinian  s 
first  reign.  Jesus  is  shown  in  a  seemingly  more  youthful  guise,  with  a  head 
of  tight,  curly  hair  and  a  close-cropped  beard,  in  place  of  the  long  tresses 
and  medium-length  beard  on  coins  of  the  first  reign.  Various  theories  have 
been  put  forth  to  explain  this  abrupt  change  in  iconography,  but  it  remains 
mysterious.  At  any  rate  young,  curly  headed  Christ  proved  a  short-lived 
depiction.  It  would  not  be  until  the  end  of  the  iconoclastic  era  in  the  late 
9th  century  AD  that  Christ  would  again  be  depicted  on  Byzantine  coins, 
and  the  image  would  revert  to  the  more  traditional  long-haired  visage  of 
Justinian  IDs  first  reign.

The  Iconoclast  Era  was  really  a  century-long  civil  war  within  Byzantine 
society  that  saw  the  great  restorative  work  of  iconoclast  emperors  such  as 
Leo  III ,  Constantine  V  and  Leo  VI  undermined  by  the  active  antagonism 
of  a  large  majority  of  the  empires  population  The  iconoclasts  believed 
that  veneration  of  sacred  images ,  icons ,  was  a  form  of  idolatry  prohibited 
by  the  scriptures;  most  Byzantines  loved  the  images  and  made  them  cen¬ 
tral  to  their  religious  observance.  Iconoclasm  was  strongest  in  the  army, 
while  icon  veneration  was  popular  among  the  laity.  Leo  V  “the  Armenian  ” 
launched  the  second  wave  of  Iconoclast  persecution  after  the  interlude 
provided  by  the  Empress  Irene,  who  restored  the  icons  during  her  five- 
year  sole  reign  As  implied  by  his  epithet,  Leo  was  of  Armenian  descent 
and  rose  through  army  ranks  to  become  Strategos  (governor  general)  of 
the  Anatolikon  theme,  which  held  the  empire  s  most  powerful  army.  Fol¬ 
lowing  a  major  military  defeat,  Leo  forced  the  abdication  of  the  ineffec¬ 
tual  emperor  Michael  I  Rhangabe  and  seized  the  throne  for  himself  With 
the  Bulgarian  Khan  Krum  laying  siege  to  Constantinople,  the  situation 
was  quite  precarious,  and  Leo  attempted  to  end  the  siege  by  having  Krum 
assassinated  during  a  parley.  The  stratagem  failed,  but  Krum  died  soon 
thereafter  and  Leo  led  an  attack  on  the  leaderless  Bulgarians  that  resulted 
in  a  great  Byzantine  victory  and  a  30-year  peace  treaty  that  brought  the 
empire  respite  This  accomplished,  Leo  V  began  pursuing  his  ultimate 
goal  —  the  restoration  of  iconoclasm  He  forced  out  the  iconodule  Pa¬ 
triarch  Nicephorus,  confiscated  church  properties  and  exiled  churchmen 
and  abbots  who  resisted.  The  undercurrent  of  distrust  this  caused  led  to 
conspiracies  against  the  regime,  which  he  ruthlessly  suppressed.  One  of 
his  victims  was  the  general  Michael  the  Amorion,  whom  he  imprisoned; 
Michael,  however,  had  many  supporters  and  they  mounted  a  final  and  suc¬ 
cessful  attempt  on  Leo  s  life  during  mass  at  the  chapel  of  St.  Stephen  on 
Christmas  Day,  AD  820.  Dressed  as  monks,  they  surrounded  and  cut  down 
the  emperor  on  the  high  altar.  Michael  was  crowned  as  the  new  emperor 
with  his  legs  still  encased  in  manacles. 

This  spectacular  gold  solidus  was  struck  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  his  reign, 
before  he  appointed  his  son  Constantine  as  co-emperor.

(Repaired)  NGC,  KM21,  Fr-2,  Onza-1556.  From  a  desirable  issue,  this 
massive  “Sun-Face”  type  presents  antiqued  golden  color  with  subtle  tone 
that  delicately  clings  to  the  legends.  While  the  devices  are  nicely  detailed 
throughout,  the  surfaces,  which  have  been  made  more  uniform,  contain 
fewer  than  typical  abrasions.  In  regards  to  the  overdate — a  topic  of  con¬ 
siderable  debate — Jansen  theorizes  that  there  was  only  one  reverse  die 
for  this  issue  and  it  features  a  small  protrusion  above  and  around  the  “2”; 
meaning,  the  die  from  1831  was  re-worked  for  the  1832  date.  So,  then  it 
only  follows  that  all  coins  that  bear  the  date  of  1832  are  overdates.  A  clas¬ 
sic  gold  issue  struck  during  an  era  of  fledgling  republics,  highly  demanded 
at  all  levels  and  in  all  conditions.

An  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  extremely  coveted,  early  Australian  gold  type,  with  full  de¬ 
tails  and  flashy  mint  bloom  atop  moderately  marked  surfaces.  Despite  the 
relatively  high  mintage  of 25,000  for  this  issue,  the  surviving  population  is 
actually  quite  small,  as  the  intrinsic  value  exceeded  the  face  value  shortly 
after  their  minting,  which  resulted  is  wide-spread  melting.  This  coin,  one 
of  those  survivors,  is  one  of  the  few  Mint  State  examples  we  have  seen.

An  Extreme  Condition  Rarity 

32108  Victoria  gold  “St.  George”  Sovereign  1882-M  MS66  NGC, 

Melbourne  mint,  KM7,  S-3857B.  A  highly  anomalous  coin  —  of  the  over 
10,000  Victoria  Australian  sovereigns  to  have  been  graded  by  NGC  and 
PCGS  to  date,  this  is  one  of  only  four  examples  of  all  dates  graded  MS66; 
two  of  those  happen  to  be  the  Young  Head/St.  George  type,  while  two 
are  the  later  Jubilee  Head/St.  George  issue.  Therefore,  as  one  might  ex¬ 
pect  from  a  coin  at  this  elusive  premium  Gem  level,  the  surfaces  appear 
truly  immaculate,  with  a  sharply  defined  strike,  few  marks  of  any  kind  and 
beaming  luster  that  illuminates  the  surfaces.  For  comparison’s  sake,  we 
note  the  sale  of  a  PCGS  MS66  Jubilee  Head  coin  that  realized  $22,325  in 
our  January  2013  auction.  We  expect  this  piece,  of  the  earlier  and  more 
popular  Young  Head  type,  to  receive  just  as  much,  if  not  more  bidder 
interest.

32109  George  V  gold  Sovereign  1923-S  MS64  PCGS,  Sydney  mint, 
KM29,  S-4003.  An  outstanding  selection  from  the  Sydney  mint  with  ex¬ 
quisite,  harvest-gold  color  that  dazzles  across  fresh,  satiny  fields.  Other 
than  a  few  small  ticks  on  the  reverse  motif  which  preclude  a  finer  designa¬ 
tion,  this  piece  is  seemingly  free  of  any  noteworthy  blemishes.  Currently 
among  only  two  other  certified  examples  in  this  top  designation,  abso¬ 
lutely  desirable  in  this  near-Gem  quality. 

According  to  Challis,  the  rarity  of  this  issue  lies  not  only  in  its  exceptional 
preservation,  nor  in  its  low,  original  mintage  of 416,000 pieces,  but  in  the 
understanding  that  some  90  million  Sovereigns  were  melted  down  and 
converted  into  bars  for  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  early  1930s,  with  a 
sizeable  portion  of  those  coming  from  the  South  African  and  Australian 
mints.  Thus,  it  is  believed  that  an  extremely  small  group  of  specimens, 
perhaps  no  more  than  25  pieces  with  this  date  and  mint  combination,  were 
thought  to  have  survived.

A  truly  outstanding  lot  of  conditionally-rare 
Proof  coins  from  the  penultimate  year  of  George  Vi’s  reign.  Starting  with 
the  1/2  Penny  denomination,  this  bronze  beauty  features  a  striated  pattern 
of  cinnamon  and  mahogany  patina  with  underlying  coppery  iridescence 
that  shows-off  the  coin’s  reflective  properties.  The  Penny  in  this  group  is 
perhaps  the  most  understated,  with  a  combination  of  purplish  and  amber 
color  that  dapples  the  surfaces  somewhat  evenly  in  dramatic  fashion.  In 
studying  the  reverse  under  magnification,  the  presence  of  what  appears  to 
be  a  small  eyelash  exists  just  to  the  left  of  the  Kangaroo’s  arm.  Continuing 
on  to  the  silver  denominations,  the  3  Pence  offers  fully-glossy  surfaces 
from  start  to  finish,  with  just  a  hint  of  champagne  color  lining  the  outer  pe¬ 
ripheries  and  two,  minuscule  obverse  milk  spots  that  most  likely  keep  this 
selection  from  an  even  finer  designation.  Finally,  the  6  Pence  expresses 
subtly-toned  surfaces  that  absolutely  sparkle  from  every  angle;  a  portrait 
that  has  just  a  hint  of  rub;  and  similar  to  its  smaller  counterpart,  two  minor 
milk  spots  that  reside  upon  the  obverse.  While  each  coins  is  impressive 
individually,  as  a  whole  this  lot  is  absolutely  scarce  and  quite  possibly 
unique.

The  1/2  Penny  (PR63  Red  NGC) 
remains  stunningly  brilliant  with  full  orange-red  centers  that  show  a  touch 
of  red  tone  at  the  edges.  Past  collector  handling  mixes  with  swirling  die 
polish  lines  over  both  sides,  but  the  eye-appeal  remains  rather  pleasant  for 
the  issue.  On  the  Penny  (PR64  Red  NGC),  the  color  is  fully  even,  again 
with  natural  die  polish  lines,  but  less  noticeable  handling.  Together,  just 
about  the  most  pleasing  set  of  this  issue  that  we  have  seen.  A  rare  offering 
indeed!

Per  the  March  31,  1887  decree  regarding  countermark  coinage  circulat¬ 
ing  throughout  the  Azores,  all  foreign  coins  were  to  be  stamped  with  the 
crowned  “GP”  (Governo  Protugues)  countermark  within  a  circle.  Typi¬ 
cally  these  stamps  are  found  on  host  coins  from  Portugal  or  Brazil,  and 
while  there  are  a  few  other  noted  examples  from  additional  host  countries, 
it  appears  that  this  may  be  the  first  available  issue  struck  upon  a  Congo 
Free  State  coin.  The  host  itself  (KM8.1)  is  a  somewhat  desirable  issue  on 
its  own,  featuring  the  bust  of  Leopold  II  with  crowned  arms  supported 
by  lions  and  surfaces  that  are  for  the  most  part  pristine  with  champagne 
luster  residing  in  the  fields.  The  Azores  stamp  was  struck  directly  over  the 
King’s  cheek,  with  the  crown  fully  bold  and  the  “GP”  monogram  only 
partially  visible.

Only  100  examples 
of  this  modified  legend  type  were  struck,  with  proofs  being  considered 
even  rarer,  and  quite  possibly  unique,  as  our  search  has  found  no  other 
modern  sales  of  the  type  in  proof  grade.  This  coin  however,  unquestion¬ 
ably  minted  to  proof  standards,  showcases  prominent  reflectivity,  with  the 
eye-pleasing  addition  of  tone  from  presentation-case  storage  that  has  left 
olive-gold  color  in  the  fields  and  exceptional  multicolored  highlights  sur¬ 
rounding  most  of  the  raised  designs.  Further,  the  strike  was  executed  with 
evident  care,  producing  raised  wire  rims  on  both  sides  and  impressive 
sharpness  on  the  letters  and  central  motifs.  Frost  on  the  central  design 
imparts  a  pleasing  cameo  effect  and  no  noteworthy  imperfects  are  found. 
Mention  of  this  issue  in  the  1923  journal,  Revue  Beige  de  Numismatique

MI JE  •  REX  elaborately  armored  bust  of  Ferdinand  III  right,  wearing  the  chain  of  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece;  all  within  laurel  wreath;  D-S  (Donat 
Stark,  engraver)  within  the  wreath  on  either  side;  40  hand-punched  into  circle  at  base  of  wreath  /  ARCHIDVX  -  AVSTRLE  TE  (ligate)  C,  crowned  Bo¬ 
hemian  coat  of  arms  above  the  chain  of  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece;  all  within  laurel  wreath. 

Heritage  Auctions  is  proud  and  honored  to  present  for  sale  this  Ferdinand  III  40  ducat.  As  much  a  work  of  Baroque  art  as  there  is  in  all  of  numismatics, 
this  is  a  piece  that  goes  beyond  adjectives  such  as  “impressive”  and  “important;”  they  simply  do  not  do  it  justice.  This  is  one  of  those  rare  items  that 
lives  in  the  gray  area  between  “collectible  coin”  and  “fine  art.”  Indeed,  weighing  in  at  well  over  four  solid  troy  ounces  of  gold,  this  piece  was  clearly  not 
intended  for  circulation,  but  instead  was  a  artifact  of  royalty,  wealth  or  perhaps  both  -  a  presentation  piece  in  the  truest  form.  In  fact,  had  this  coin  been 
linked  directly  to  Emperor  Ferdinand  himself,  passing  directly  through  his  care  or  ownership,  we  would  not  be  in  the  least  surprised. 

The  technical  grade  of  AU58  assigned  to  it  by  NGC  does  not  quite  do  it  justice.  While  it  is  understandable  considering  a  few  scattered  marks,  and  the 
few  small  areas  of  weak  striking  (which  is  to  be  expected  for  a  piece  of  this  size),  one  cannot  reduce  the  appeal  of  this  coin  to  just  a  single  number.  Being 
very  possibly  the  only  example  in  private  hands,  grade  becomes  an  ancillary  factor  in  determining  its  value.  To  find  comparable  results,  one  may  in  fact 
be  as  well  served  studying  the  auction  archives  of  houses  specializing  in  fine  and  decorative  arts  as  much  as  those  of  coin  companies.  In  the  end,  it  is  left 
to  the  market  to  decide  its  true  worth. 

In  1 62  7,  having  already  been  elected  King  of Hungary  two  years  earlier,  Ferdinand  III  was  elected  King  of  Bohemia.  He  assumed  command  of  the  Imperi¬ 
al  Army  in  1634  and  was  crowned  Holy  Roman  Emperor  the  next  year  following  the  death  of  his  father  Ferdinand  II.  Educated  by  Jesuits  and  born  into  the 
house  of  Habsburg,  Ferdinand  III  became  Emperor  in  the  middle  of  the  Thirty  Years  War  and  inherited  the  responsibility  of  defending  both  his  Catholic 
beliefs  and  the  political  influence  of  his  family,  the  former  against  Protestants  within  his  empire  and  the  later  against  France  and  the  other  great  powers 
in  Europe.  While  Ferdinand  wished  to  end  the  war  quickly,  he  was  not  able  to  negotiate  peace  terms  until  the  Peace  of  Westphalia  in  1648.  Importantly, 
this  treaty  created  a  precedent  for  national  self-determination  in  Europe,  a  concept  which  would  be  built  on  by  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  Winston  Churchill, 
and  leaders  of  the  United  Nations  following  the  Second  World  War.  Ferdinand  married  three  times:  his  first  wife  was  Archduchess  Maria  Anna  of  Spain, 
with  whom  he  had  six  children;  his  second  Archduchess  Maria  Leopoldine  of  Austria,  with  whom  he  had  one  child;  and  his  third  Eleonora  Gonzaga,  with 
whom  he  had  four  children.  After  his  death,  his  son  Leopold  I  succeeded  him  as  both  King  of  Bohemia  and  Holy  Roman  Emperor. 

The  Kingdom  of  Bohemia  became  a  monarchy  as  early  as  the  ninth  century,  and  fell  into  Habsburg  rule  in  1526.  While  each  new  ruler  was  technically 
elected,  the  choice  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  (or  commonly,  as  in  the  case  of Ferdinand  III,  the  heir  apparent  to  the  Imperial  throne)  was  usually  a  fore¬ 
gone  conclusion.  Therefore,  when  in  1618  officials  of  the  Emperor  were  killed  in  what  became  known  as  the  Defenestration  of  Prague  (one  of  the  key  mo¬ 
ments  that  incited  the  Thirty  Years  ’  War)  and  the  Bohemian  nobility  elected  a  Protestant  as  their  king  rather  than  the  Emperor,  Ferdinand  II  moved  swiftly 
to  reclaim  the  throne  of  Bohemia.  Once  Ferdinand  II  regained  control,  he  immediately  minted  coinage  with  his  likeness  to  reassert  his  influence.  His  son 
Ferdinand  III  did  the  same  a  few  years  later  when  he  was  elected  King  of  Bohemia,  this  coin  being  one  of  the  most  extraordinary  examples  of  this  effect.

60,  1990)  give  detailed  information  related  to  the  present  fascinating  is¬ 
sue.  In  July  of  1808,  the  Boulton  &  Watt  company  received  a  letter  from 
one  Manuel  Antonio  de  Paiva  requesting  an  estimated  cost  to  “deliver  a 
coin  mint  to  the  ‘Brazils’  and  to  provide  technical  support  from  British 
operators”,  including  the  means  to  “overstrike  coins  similarly  to  what  had 
been  done  in  Great  Britain  for  the  Spanish  Colonial  8  Reales.”  As  a  result, 
and  undoubtedly  to  provide  a  sample  of  the  coins  to  be  produced,  a  series 
of  sample  patterns  dated  1809  were  minted  in  various  metals.  All  are  rare 
and  highly  sought  after,  with  only  a  handful  of  silver  pieces  known  in  any 
grade,  and  the  copper  pieces  conditionally  very  rare  in  higher  preserva¬ 
tions.

These  characteristics  point  to  issues  struck  at  two  different  times:  one  (the 
ex-Lissner  coin)  corresponds  to  an  earlier  die-state  coupled  with  a  less 
powerful  minting  press  while  the  other  (the  present  coin  and  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  specimen)  points  to  a  later-die  state  coupled  with  a  better  minting 
press.  Jara  pointed  out  that  the  dies  were  indeed  used  for  two  different 
issues:  in  1850  upon  their  receipt  to  strike  a  meager  522  coins,  and  then 
in  1857  and  1858  to  strike  16267  pieces  (a  fairly  large  number  by  Costa 
Rican  standards).  It  would  seem  logical  to  link  the  Lissner  coin  with  the 
1st  issue  (as  one  of  the  first  strikes  from  the  new  dies)  and  the  two  other 
considered  coins  with  the  2nd  one.  The  aforementioned  mintage  figures 
also  fit  well  with  the  fact  that  most  surviving  specimens  of  the  Costa  Rica 
XA  Onza  1850  show  the  die-break  near  the  pedestal.  This  hardly  changes 
the  special  status  of  the  present  coin  and  the  Smithsonian  coin  as  “special” 
or  presentation  examples,  since  their  prooflike  surfaces  and  full  strike  are 
never  again  encountered  in  among  the  surviving  coins.  The  cataloguer 
thus  now  concludes  that  these  two  coins  were  probably  struck  as  trial/ 
presentation  pieces  at  the  start  of  the  1857  production  run,  probably  to  test 
the  dies  and  equipment  before  launching  the  regular  minting  operation.

This  certainly  ranks  among 
the  finest  known  examples  of  this  type;  though  very  few  have  been  seen 
by  the  Third-Party  Grading  services.  The  two  graded  examples  that  have 
been  on  the  market  in  recent  years  (one  of  which  was  from  the  esteemed 
Eric  P.  Newman  Collection)  were  both  graded  MS61,  a  full  four  points 
lower  than  the  current  piece.  With  a  particularly  bold  dog’s  head  on  the 
obverse,  representing  the  family  arms,  this  is  clearly  a  piece  that  has  seen 
very  little  handling  in  the  last  400  years.

Beautiful  old  cabinet  toning  with  subtle  rainbow  iridescence  noted 
highlighting  the  devices.  A  strong  and  bold  strike,  from  dies  of  exceptional 
artistry.  With  a  wonderful  depiction  of  the  Elector  on  horseback  on  the 
obverse,  with  a  long  list  of  his  titles  on  the  reverse.  While  Saxony  double 
talers  are  not  particularly  rare,  the  four  talers  are  almost  never  seen.  A 
coin  such  as  this,  with  its  superb  condition,  great  rarity,  and  esteemed 
pedigree,  is  nearly  impossible  to  estimate.  Nonetheless,  we  hope  to  pro¬ 
vide  some  guidance  to  the  bidder.

That,  however,  was  a  somewhat  different 
type,  showing  the  Elector  standing  in  armor  on  the  obverse  with  a  shield 
pattern  on  the  reverse.  Perhaps  more  comparable  to  the  piece  on  offer  here 
is  another  Vicariat  issue  from  1629  that  crossed  the  block  twice  in  2011 
(Dav-LS386).  It  first  sold  in  a  Westalische  Auktionsgesellschaft  auction 
in  February,  2011  for  24,000  euros  hammer  ($32,529).  It  was  then  re¬ 
sold  by  Hess-Divo  a  few  months  later  for  a  hammer  price  of  44,000  CHF 
($49,949).  Though  a  somewhat  different  type,  and  thus  one  cannot  make 
a  one  to  one  comparison,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  cataloger  that  the  pres¬ 
ent  specimen  is  higher  grade.

Similarly,  the  reverse  illustrates  seldom-rivaled  technical 
skill,  with  the  great  dome  displaying  excellent  architectural  dimensional¬ 
ity,  and  the  surrounding  forest  rounding  out  the  visual  masterpiece.

32230  Charles  I  gold  Triple  Unite  1644  AU58  NGC,  KM338,  S-2729,  North-2385.  Obv.  Smaller  size.  Rev.  1664/OXON.  Some  die  lines  in  the  ob- 
verse  fields,  as  well  as  a  tiny  planchet  flaw  on  the  reverse  in  the  X  of  EXVRGAT.  In  addition,  there  is  some  evidence  of  multiple  strikes  on  the  reverse, 
which  does  explain  the  relatively  high  relief  and  thorough  definition  of  this  piece.  Beautiful  red  toning  accents  aid  the  overall  eye-appeal.  Exceptionally 
pleasing  in  hand,  and  among  the  finest  known. 

Few  coins  approach  the  prestige  of  the  legendary  Charles  I  Triple  Unite.  Struck  for  only  three  years  towards  end  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  it  is  rare  enough 
where  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  an  example,  particularly  a  nice  one,  but  available  to  the  point  where  it  is  a  well-known  and  readily  recognizable  type.  A  Triple 
Unite  any  condition  would  surely  be  a  major  addition  to  any  collection,  and  one  in  a  condition  such  as  the  present  piece  would  undoubtedly  become  the 
“crown  jewel”  of  whatever  collection  it  ends  up  in. 

There  are  actually  multiple  varieties  for  each  of  the  three  years  during  which  the  triple  unite  was  struck;  the  Standard  Catalog  of  British  Coins  identifies 
nine  such  sub-types.  However,  aside  from  one  variety  where  the  king  holds  a  short  olive  branch  rather  than  a  long  one  (S-2725A),  the  dates  and  varieties 
are  all  more  or  less  equally  rare  and  valuable.  With  the  hope  of  providing  some  guidance  to  the  bidder,  we  have  been  able  to  identify  about  sixty  instances 
of  a  Triple  Unite  being  offered  publicly  in  the  last  decade.  This  is  probably  a  large  enough  sample  size  so  that  we  can  speculate  fairly  accurately  as  to  how 
the  piece  on  offer  here  compares  to  the  existing  population  at  large.  While  the  vast  majority  have  been  sold  without  being  seen  by  a  third-party  grading 
service,  it  is  just  as  well  since  hammered  coins  often  have  nuances  that  a  single  number  alone  fails  to  entirely  address. 

The  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a  Triple  Unite  was  for  an  example  that  Heritage  sold  in  June,  2005.  That  piece,  graded  by  NGC  as  MS63,  was  an  example 
of  the  rare  S-2725A  variety.  When  one  moves  past  that  particular  variety,  the  highest  price  for  one  of  the  more  common  types  goes  to  an  example  sold 
by  St.  James  Auctions  in  September  2011  (Auction  18,  lot  62).  That  coin  was  actually  the  exact  same  type  as  the  one  offered  here  (the  same  dies,  in  fact) 
and  hammered  at  150,000  GBP  ($233,173  at  the  time).  Judging  just  by  the  photograph,  it  was  likely  in  comparable  grade  to  the  present  specimen,  if  not 
technically  slightly  higher.  However,  we  doubt  that  it  could  compare  in  contrast  to  the  lovely  reddish-copper  color  of  this  coin  that  pleasingly  highlights 
the  devices.  Indeed,  looking  at  records  from  the  past  decade  we  find  very  few  examples  that  come  close  to  this  coin,  meaning  that  this  is  a  very  special 
opportunity  to  obtain  one  of  the  finest-known  Charles  I  Triple  Unites.

The  reign  of  Charles  I  was  a  troubled  one  at  best.  Born  in  Scotland,  Charles  succeeded  his  father  James  I  to  the  united  thrones  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland  in  1625.  James  became  the  King  of  Scotland  at  an  early  age  after  his  mother  abdicated,  and  unified  his  crown  with  those  of  England  and  Ireland 
after  Queen  Elizabeth  I  died  without  any  children. 

The  issues  which  plagued  Charles  during  his  reign  began  well  before  he  ascended.  His  father  James  had  inherited  a  large  debt  due  to  extended  wars  in 
Ireland,  which  caused  tension  with  Parliament  over  taxation  policies;  James  also  suffered  because  he  refused  to  give  freedom  of  worship  to  Catholics, 
which  famously  led  to  the  Gunpowder  Plot,  an  unsuccessful  assassination  attempt  led  by  Guy  Fawkes. 

After  Charles  was  crowned,  Parliament  quickly  realized  that  there  was  little  hope  for  change  from  James’  unpopular  policies.  Charles  believed  that  his 
monarchy  gave  him  the  absolute  authority  to  rule  as  he  pleased,  without  the  need  to  seek  guidance  or  approval  from  Parliament.  He  attempted  to  bypass 
the  Parliament  when  he  levied  taxes  to  pay  off  debts  accrued  by  his  predecessors;  after  Parliament  passed  the  Bill  of  Right  in  an  attempt  to  limit  Charles  ’ 
power,  he  dissolved  the  body.  Charles  managed  to  simultaneously  anger  Protestants  over  his  peace  with  France  and  Spain  (as  well  as  his  marriage  to  a 
Catholic  princess  from  France),  as  well  as  Catholics  who  wished  for  freedom  to  practice  openly.  In  1642  these  issues  came  to  a  head  with  the  English 
Civil  War,  during  which  Charles  had  this  particular  coin  minted.  The  result  of  the  war  was  the  beheading  of  Charles  in  1649  and  the  institution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  England,  which  Oliver  Cromwell  controlled  until  Charles’ son  Charles  II  returned  to  England  to  retake  the  throne.

In 
the  background  we  see  Jesuit  Edward  Petre  fleeing  with  a  young  Prince 
James  on  his  back  holding  a  windmill,  legend  DEO  VIN  DICE  IUSTITA 
COMITE,  surrounding.  The  intricately  designed  reverse  depicts  troops 
disembarking  from  their  boats  near  a  fortified  harbor,  with  numerous  large 
fleets  on  the  horizon,  legend  CONTRA  INFANTEM  PERDITIONIS  sur¬ 
rounds  with  EXPEDITIO  NAUALIS  PRO  LIBERTATE  ANGLIAE.

This  spectacular,  highly  illustrative  gold  medal  displays  desirable,  an¬ 
tiqued  patina  accented  with  amber  luster  that  clings  to  the  devices.  A  small 
die  break  on  the  obverse,  as  well  as  light  handling  in  the  way  of  micro 
abrasions  and  light  wisps  are  noted;  however,  they  are  well  within  the  con¬ 
fines  of  the  assigned  grade  and  somewhat  expected  for  a  medal  of  this  size 
and  age.  Regardless,  the  overall  nature  of  this  medal  is  extremely  pleasing 
and  the  satirical  subject  matter  is  highly  engaging. 

It  is  known  that  Edward  Petre  served  as  religious  counsel  to  James  II,  and 
the  depiction  of  a  young  Prince  James  holding  a  windmill  quite  possibly 
refers  to  the  struggle  between  them  since  James  II — a  Catholic  ruling  over 
Protestants — blamed  Petre  for  his  failures.  Ultimately,  James  II fled  Eng¬ 
land  when  his  Protestant  son-in-law,  William  of  Orange,  invaded  in  the 
Glorious  Revolution  of 1688,  thus  securing  the  English  throne  for  himself 
and  his  wife,  ruling  as  William  and  Mary.

32255  George  V  gold  Proof  Pattern  6  Pence  1924  PR66  PCGS,  Roy¬ 
al  mint,  KM-PnEI  21 ,  S-4024,  WR-430  (R6).  By  Bertram  MacKennal. 
Mintage  of  3;  Marked  “1”.  A  incredible  offering  of  this  hand-numbered 
off-metal  issue  in  gold,  remarkable  not  only  because  of  its  extreme  rarity, 
but  also  because  we  had  the  opportunity  to  sell  the  third  strike  produced  in 
our  January  sale  earlier  this  year.  In  that  description,  as  fitting  then  as  now, 
we  wrote: 

There  were  just  three  strikings  of  this  trial  sixpence  in  gold,  each  with  its 
striking  number  hand-etched  in  to  the  reverse... Though  there  were  only 
three  strikings,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  three  were  rendered  on 
non-uniform  flans.  Wilson  &  Rasmussen  provide  the  weights  of  each  of  the 
examples:  #1  weighs  2. 89  grams,  #2  weighs  3. 05  grams,  and  #3  weighs 
3.98  grams.  This  variance  of  weights  further  indicates  that  this  was  a 
trial  striking.  While  the  # 1  weighs  roughly  the  same  as  a  regular  issue 
sixpence,  it  is  curious  that  the  mint  workers  decided  on  the  need  to  strike 
heavier  examples.  Nonetheless,  this  is  a  piece  of  the  highest  rarity,  and,  in 
some  regards,  unique. 

This  example,  in  slightly  finer  preservation  than  the  last,  is  lightly  toned 
with  strong  luster  akin  to  a  well-made  business  strike.  It  presents  an  unbe¬ 
lievable  second  opportunity  to  acquire  this  alluring  museum-worthy  type.

Seemingly  very  con¬ 
servatively  graded  as  well,  with  no  apparent  imperfects  that  would  would 
account  for  a  sub-Gem  grade.

An  unlisted  variety 
featuring  a  counterfeit  1761-B  gold  6400  Reis  from  Brazil  with  heavily 
clipped  edges  that  have  been  stamped  with  three  “Gs”  (done  in  Grenada) 
and  center  plug  removed  (attributed  to  Guadeloupe). 

There  are  several  layers  of  intrigue  regarding  this  specimen  that  journeyed 
from  Grenada  to  Guadeloupe.  To  begin,  it  seems  necessary  to  state  that  the 
presence  of  Brazilian  gold  coins  in  the  West  Indies  during  this  time  was 
quite  odd.  Despite  the  fact  that  Brazilian  mints  were  producing  an  incred¬ 
ible  amount  of  gold  coinage  at  the  time,  heavily  affecting  trade,  substan¬ 
tial  quantities  of  the  6400  Reis  were  circulating  through  the  non-Spanish 
New  World  and  the  West  Indies.  But,  this  was  unusual  on  several  levels. 
As  Gordon  explains,  “Trade  between  Brazil  and  the  West  Indies  made 
little  sense.  Both  produced  the  same  tropical  commodities.  The  principle 
British  export  to  the  Spanish  colonie — slaves — was  not  wanted  in  Bra¬ 
zil,  as  the  Portuguese  had  plenty  of  slavers  of  their  own.  Geography  was 
also  against  trade...”  so  the  only  reasonable  explanation  for  the  increase  in 
Brazilian  gold  circulating  throughout  the  West  Indies  was  that,  well,  that’s 
where  the  gold  coins  came  from. 

Unfortunately,  the  amount  of  forgeries,  as  well  as  the  unscrupulous  prac¬ 
tices  of  clipping  and  plugging  were  virtually  impossible  to  control  or 
halt.  The  edge  (G)  stamps  were  done  in  Grenada,  which  one  can  presume 
was  an  attempt  to  stop  further  clipping.  In  all,  there  are  nine  different 
varieties  of  this  mark  which  were  attributed  to  the  goldsmiths  of  the  time 
and  ultimately  helped  provide  a  time  line  for  the  coin.  In  addition  to  the 
edge  markings,  the  hole  where  the  plug  would  have  gone  is  6.5mm  wide 
(although  some  were  upwards  of  10mm  in  diameter).  In  the  case  of  this 
particular  host,  its  current  weight — 10.72gm — is  a  significantly  reduced 
figure  from  what  it  should  weigh — 14.34gm,  so  the  goldsmith  at  the  time 
would  have  used  high-grade,  easily  malleable  gold  to  fill  the  void,  making 
up  the  difference  in  weight,  and  stamping  the  end  result  with  his  initials; 
however,  in  all  likelihood,  forgers  would  remove  the  authentic  plug  and 
cast  their  own  in  a  heavier  base-metal,  merely  coating  it  in  gold.  Soon 
enough,  between  false  plugs,  edge  filings,  and  counterfeit  hosts,  forgeries 
and  fraudulent  coins  were  rampant  throughout  the  islands. 

A  superb  example  of  countermarked  coinage  from  the  West  Indies,  com¬ 
plete  with  a  fascinating  historical  background.  And,  as  Gordon  concludes, 
“At  least  once  and  possibly  twice,  a  forged  double  Joe  is  involved,  quite 
a  rarity  in  itself.”

32260  Philip  V  gold  8  Escudos  1741/0  G-J  MS61  NGC,  Guatemala 
mint,  KM7,  Onza-212  (same  dies),  Jara  (Historia  de  la  Casa  de  Moneda 
de  Guatemala,  2007)  p.  182  (same  dies).  Mint  State  and  conservatively 
graded  for  this  crude  issue,  with  strong  luster  and  highly  unusual  original 
surfaces,  with  crude  yet  carefully  applied  milled  edge  design.  A  delight¬ 
ful  specimen  of  one  of  the  mythical  Spanish  colonial  onzas,  with  Jara 
accounting  for  a  grand  total  of  11  specimens  of  all  dates  combined  for 
the  Philip  V  issue.  Jara  also  indicates  (op.  cit.,  page  178)  that  two  pieces 
of  this  date  were  known  to  him,  one  of  which  he  plates  on  page  182. 
Said  piece  is  struck  from  the  same  pair  of  dies  as  our  presently  offered 
coin.  Whether  the  latter  is  Jara’s  2nd  listed  example  or  a  third  discovery 
piece  cannot  be  established  at  this  time.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  quite 
confident  in  considering  the  present  coin  as  among  the  very  finest  known 
of  this  excessively  rare  type  issued  under  Philip  V.  As  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  iconic  Spanish  Colonial  onzas  in  essentially  unimprovable 
condition,  it  should  elicit  the  strongest  bidding  attention  from  the  collector 
community.

A  Historic  Discovery  Piece 

32261  Ferdinand  VI  gold  8  Escudos  1747  G-J  MS61  NGC,  Guatemala  mint,  KMA13,  cf.  Onza-Tipo  B  (date  unlisted),  Jara-unl.  Choice  for  the 
type  and  designation  with  partially  lustrous  surfaces,  and  fewer  marks  than  one  would  expect  for  the  assigned  grade,  the  surfaces  and  finish  being  fairly 
crude  as  usual  for  this  issue.  Truly  a  “miracle”  coin  since  it  survives  from  a  meager  estimated  mintage  of  only  127  pieces  (Jara,  op.  cit.,  page  172),  and  a 
particularly  attractive  specimen  for  this  extremely  rare  type,  well  struck  for  the  issue  on  a  large  diameter  flan  and  with  an  amazingly  clear  four  digit  date. 
The  latter  characteristic  is  perhaps  the  piece’s  most  salient  feature,  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  chance.  Indeed,  Jara  (op.  cit.  pages76-80)  indicates  that 
upon  the  analysis  of  sample  coins  corresponding  to  the  years  1739-1743  and  sent  to  Madrid  for  their  approval,  a  Royal  Ordinance  dated  May  24,  1746  was 
sent  to  Guatemala.  Said  Ordinance  instructed  that,  in  view  of  the  defects  seen  on  the  sample  coins,  it  was  required  that  the  employees  of  the  Guatemala 
mint  put  the  utmost  care  so  that  the  subsequently  issued  coins  would  be  issued  clearly  showing  both  the  date  and  the  assayer’s  initial.  It  was  received 
in  Guatemala  on  February  10,  1747,  prior  to  the  first  production  batch  of  coins  for  that  year.  On  April  29,  1747  the  Guatemalan  authorities  analyzed  the 
coins  from  the  first  batch  of  silver  coins  (4,772  marks  that  had  been  delivered  on  April  25)  and  reported  that  these  indeed  all  showed  the  date  and  assayer 
initial.  Obviously,  even  more  care  was  put  into  the  mintage  of  the  only  gold  batch  of  1747  which  consisted  of  little  more  than  15  marks  that  were  minted 
on  May  8  of  that  year.  Our  example  naturally  comes  from  said  batch,  proudly  displays  a  full  four-digit  date  on  the  obverse  and  a  clear  assayer  initial  on 
the  reverse,  and  shows  an  unusually  careful  workmanship  for  the  issue  with  all  important  data  clearly  seen!  This  carefully  minted  jewel  undoubtedly  is 
a  most  exciting  discovery  piece  sure  to  become  a  centerpiece  in  the  next  owner’s  cabinet.  It  should  logically  be  considered  among  the  more  valuable  8 
Escudos  of  Ferdinand  VI,  especially  when  one  considers  the  decaying  workmanship  of  the  later  issues,  due  to  both  failing  minting  equipment  that  forced 
the  use  of  smaller  flans,  which  often  leave  the  date  or  other  important  information  out.  A  case  in  point  is  for  example  lot  629  in  Aureo’s  4/2002  sale:  an 
8  Escudos  1752  G-J  that  was  misattributed  as  8  Escudos  1750  G-J  because  its  reduced  sized  flan  only  showed  a  barely  visible  date.  And  based  on  its 
remarkable  quality,  we  fully  expect  this  MS61  unique  specimen  to  surpass  the  $125,000  realized  for  the  1735  dated  piece  in  2012.

An  altogether  superb  pair  of  gold  coins  with  matching  apricot-tinged  sur¬ 
faces  and  isolated  instances  of  copper  tone.  Despite  both  issues  asserting 
relatively  low  mintages — the  5  Quetzales  at  48,000  and  the  10  Quetzales 
at  18,000 — these  coins  are  seemingly  common  in  lower  grades.  At  levels 
that  approach  choice  Mint  State,  however,  these  are  increasingly  scarce. 
Presently  the  5  Quetzales  has  the  honor  of  being  the  finest-known  certified 
example  for  the  type,  while  the  10  Quetzales  is  currently  tied  with  only 
two  other  specimens  for  the  top  spot.  An  altogether  spectacular  couplet, 
worthy  of  the  most  discriminating  collection.

Rare  in  any  form  with  a  tiny 
reported  mintage  of  20  pieces  thus  still  quite  collectible  despite  the  noted 
shortcomings.

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32264  Ludwig  II  silver  Renaissance  Medal  ND  1526  (1558)  VF/EF, 

Doneb-981,  Horsky-728.  40.3mm.  15.37gm.  By  Michael  Hohenauer.  A 
striking  silver  Renaissance  medal  commemorating  the  death  of  Ludwig  II 
at  the  Battle  of  Mohacs  against  the  Turks  in  1526.  The  obverse  features  the 
bust  of  King  (1506-1526)  wearing  the  quintessential  wide-brimmed  hat  of 
the  era  along  with  the  order  of  the  golden  fleece  and  the  date  of  his  death 
and  age  (although  incorrect)  are  stamped  in  the  fields  flanking  his  image. 
The  reverse  depicts  the  portrait  of  his  wife,  Mary  of  Austria  (1505-1558), 
the  granddaughter  of  Holy  Roman  Emperor  Maximilian  I,  wearing  a  cap 
and  jeweled-necklace.  The  lightly  chased  surfaces  display  desirable  cabi¬ 
net  patina,  along  with  isolated  instances  of  corrosion,  and  the  high-relief 
design  elements  are  moderately  worn,  but  still  very  much  attractive.  An 
altogether  lovely  piece  with  an  engaging  historical  background.

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32265  Ferdinand  1 1-1/2  Taler  1560  MS62  NGC,  Markl-2075.  While 
a  rare  issue  in  and  of  itself,  it  is  perhaps  more  notable  that  this  piece  is 
far  and  away  the  finest  known  for  the  type.  It’s  an  interesting  type,  also 
referred  to  as  a  “broad  show  taler,”  being  essentially  a  mule  using  dies 
produced  twenty  years  apart.  The  obverse,  depicting  Ferdinand  I  in  parade 
armor  on  an  armored  horse,  is  dated  1541  and  was  produced  when  he  was 
King  of  Rome.  The  reverse,  also  by  the  same  engraver,  C.  Fueszl,  portrays 
the  crowned  double  eagle  bearing  the  arms  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  with 
those  of  Austria  in  the  center.  That  die,  however,  was  made  two  decades 
later,  in  1560,  not  long  after  Ferdinand  became  emperor  of  the  Holy  Ro¬ 
man  Empire  in  1558.  While  it  has  an  interesting  back- story,  the  coin  can 
be  appreciated  in  and  of  itself.  With  deep,  old  cabinet  toning  and  excep¬ 
tional,  medallic  high  relief,  this  is  truly  a  work  of  decorative  art  as  much  as 
it  is  one  of  numismatic  art.  A  really  beautiful  piece  in  hand  that  goes  well 
beyond  the  single  numerical  grade  assigned  to  it  by  NGC.

Obv.  Sultan  Mehmed  IV  with  scepter.  Rev.  Emperor  Leopold  armored 
bust  right.  Expertly  engraved  and  very  sharply  detailed,  with  little  tone 
and  very  light  handling  in  the  fields,  as  one  would  expect  from  a  medal 
of  this  period.  A  thin  flan  crack  is  begins  at  9  o’clock  on  the  obverse.  An 
extremely  rare  and  historic  medal,  on  the  second  we  have  seen.  The  other, 
sold  by  Gorny  &  Mosch  in  2011,  was  of  similar  detail,  but  chased.  That 
piece  hammered  for  6500  Euros,  or  approximately  $9,000  at  the  time. 
Given  the  rarity  and  multi-ethnic  subject  of  this  metal,  we  have  no  reason 
but  to  expect  similar  interest  now,  as  it  did  then. 

While  no  theme  is  expressly  mentioned  within  the  engraving  of  this  medal- 
lie  issue,  it  has  been  previously  attributed  to  1683  and  the  Battle  of  Vi¬ 
enna,  that  took  place  on  September  11,  1683  in  Vienna  after  the  town  had 
been  besieged  for  two  months  by  the  Ottoman  Empire  and  the  armies  of 
Sultan  Mehmed  IV  The  ensuing  war  that  lasted  over  15  years,  with  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire  ending  up  victorious,  resulted  in  significant  loss  of 
land  for  the  Turks,  and  for  many  historians,  marked  a  turning  point  after 
which  little  Turk  aggression  against  the  Christian  world  occurred.

The  obverse  always  depicts  the  St.  George  slaying  the  dragon  motif,  while 
the  reverse  shows  Christ  in  a  boat  with  a  varying  number  of  apostles. 
Some  light  handling  is  evident,  but  this  coin  is  free  of  any  remarkable 
abrasions  and  maintains  some  of  its  original  luster.  An  overall  impressive 
piece,  and  fairly  affordable  as  far  as  10  ducats  go.

This  modem  gold  re¬ 
strike,  often  referred  to  as  a  fantasy  piece,  is  part  of  the  1965  Commercial 
Series  that  was  specifically  stmck  for  a  U.S.  numismatic  firm  in  Ohio  and 
features  the  initials  “U.P.”  above  the  reverse  the  motif  Commemorating 
the  900th  Anniversary  of  the  death  of  St.  Stephen,  this  most  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  features  his  likeness  along  with  the  stylistically  pleasing  Hungarian 
Coat  of  Arms.  Stmck  with  polished  dies,  this  specimen  displays  an  excep¬ 
tional  amount  of  cameo  contrast,  highlighting  crisp  design  elements  that 
absolutely  soar  above  jet-black  pools  of  reflectivity.  Upon  rotation,  those 
glossy  surfaces  ignite,  setting  the  devices  ablaze  in  glorious,  sun-kissed 
radiance.  An  altogether  sparkling  jewel,  currently  tied  with  only  one  other 
certified  specimen  in  this  top  designation.

Moderately  prooflike  with  attractive  orange-gold 
highlights.  Extremely  rare  and  the  only  virtually  identical  type  we  can 
reference  is  a  slightly  lesser  condition  example,  dated  1811,  sold  in  2006 
by  Numismatica  Genevensis,  Auction  4  -  Lot  697,  described  as  “Possibly 
Unique.”  That  example  realized  approximately  $12,568. 

Fort  William  College  (also  called  College  of  Fort  William)  was  an  acad¬ 
emy  and  learning  center  of  Oriental  studies  established  by  Lord  Wellesley, 
then  Governor-General  of  British  India.  It  was  founded  on  July  10,  1800, 
within  the  Fort  William  complex  in  Calcutta.  Fort  William  College  aimed 
at  training  British  officials  in  Indian  languages  and  in  the  process  it  fos¬ 
tered  the  development  of  languages  such  as  Bengali  and  Urdu.

Though 
the  Krause  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  suggests  that  this  coin  is  not 
particularly  rare,  with  a  catalog  value  of  just  $600  in  XF  condition,  this  is 
one  of  those  clear  instances  when  you  have  to  completely  disregard  what 
the  catalog  says  and  turn  instead  towards  actual  auction  appearances  and 
results  to  determine  rarity  and  value.  We  have  been  able  to  find  just  four 
auction  appearances  of  this  date  in  the  last  twelve  years,  with  the  original 
sale  of  this  piece  in  2003  being  one  of  them.

Not  only  that,  but  the  next  highest  graded 
pieces  only  reach  the  MS64  level.  This  is  a  really  stunning  piece,  and  as 
far  as  comparable  results  of  this  type,  we  have  been  unable  to  find  any  for 
this  Davenport  number,  though  it  would  not  be  hard  to  believe  that  this 
is  the  finest  known.  Indeed,  that  very  well  may  be  the  reason  that  Krause 
chose  to  highlight  this  coin  on  the  cover  of  its  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Coins,  1701-1800,  6th  Edition.  We  expect  that  its  final  price  realized  will 
fully  reflect  the  fact  that  this  is  a  piece  that  lacks  an  equal.

NGC,  Rome  mint,  KM-PR21.  An  outstanding  silver  Pattern  featuring  the 
stately  bust  of  Vittorio  Emanuele  III  with  frosty- white  luster  that  play¬ 
fully  illuminates  fresh,  silky  surfaces.  Equally  as  impressive  are  the  de¬ 
sign  elements  which  are  fully-rendered  due  to  an  expert  strike,  as  well  as 
visually  illustrative.  The  reverse  is  particularly  engaging,  depicting  the 
Quadriga — a  chariot  drawn  by  four  horses,  driven  by  an  allegorical  female 
figure,  usually  Fame  or  Victory — which  symbolizes  triumph  and  success; 
stamped  above  is  “PROVA  DI  STAMPA”  which  signifies  its  Pattern  sta¬ 
tus.  As  far  as  technical  quality,  this  selection  stands  out  as  a  clear  repre¬ 
sentative,  with  only  a  few,  minor  obverse  wisps  noted  in  the  grade.  An 
altogether  spectacular  offering,  worthy  of  much  attention  and  a  premium 
bid.

Conservatively  graded  with  a  fully 
executed  design  and  surfaces  that  are  essentially  mark-free  aside  from  a 
microscopic  graze  just  to  the  left  of  Vittorio  Emaniele’s  forehead.  A  very 
popular  issue  among  world  gold  collectors,  struck  to  commemorate  the 
25th  year  of  the  King’s  reign  as  well  as  the  10th  year  since  Italy  entered 
World  War  I  (on  the  winning  side).

An  outstanding  selection,  featuring  the  emblem¬ 
atic  Japanese  dragon  holding  the  pearl  of  wisdom  within  a  beaded  circle 
and  an  equally  elaborate  reverse  design  that  showcases  a  sunburst  super¬ 
imposed  over  a  sacred  mirror,  flanked  by  military  banners.  A  highly-cov¬ 
eted  one -year  type — especially  in  this  deluxe  quality — with  honey-tinged, 
pristine  surfaces  that  glisten  from  every  angle,  enveloping  the  razor-sharp 
devices  in  a  bath  of  glowing  luminescence.  For  reference,  in  our  2014 
New  York  Signature  sale  a  similar  piece  graded  MS65  by  NGC  hammered 
for  $20,000.  It  seems  to  follow  then,  that  this  current  offering  which  as¬ 
serts  a  higher  technical  grade  should  bring  an  even  stronger  premium.

32297  Meiji  gold  20  Yen  Year  3  (1870)  UNC  Details  (Cleaning) 
PCGS,  KM-Y13,  JDNA-01-1.  Notable  as  the  first  year  in  the  Japanese 
20  Yen  gold  series,  this  large  specimen  boasts  spectacular  design  motifs 
as  well  as  even,  buttery-gold  color.  The  definition  across  the  devices  is 
overwhelmingly  sharp  and  while  the  presence  of  light  hairlines  within  the 
fields  is  unfortunate,  they  detract  little  from  the  allure  of  this  specimen. 
Even  with  the  details  designation  this  is  still  an  extremely  scarce,  and 
popular,  type.  The  1870  is  the  only  year  from  this  short-lived  series  that 
asserts  a  mintage  over  1 ,000  pieces,  making  it,  for  all  intents  and  purpos¬ 
es,  the  only  collectible  date  of  this  issue.  An  altogether  attractive  example 
of  this  coveted  type,  well-deserving  of  much  attention  from  the  collector 
community.

While  the  exact  mintage  figure 
is  unknown,  one  can  presume  that  it  is  rather  limited,  which  further  adds 
to  the  appeal  of  this  highly-engaging  selection.

An  extremely  rare  final-year-of-type  issue,  and 
the  highest  Japanese  gold  denomination  of  the  period,  with  survivors  of 
this  date  being  virtually  unknown  until  the  release  in  the  Ministry  of  Fi¬ 
nance  hoard  between  2005  and  2007.  This  example,  quite  possibly  the  fin¬ 
est  of  those  released,  is  fully  struck  and  exceptionally  vibrant,  with  a  hint 
of  apricot-orange  patina  around  the  sunburst  and  more  noticeable  satura¬ 
tions  of  color  within  the  wreath  that  holds  the  value  and  denomination. 
Only  insignificant  grazes  are  observed  in  the  open  fields,  and  while  most 
of  the  survivors  qualify  for  the  Uncirculated  grade,  most  have  picked  up 
grade-limiting  marks,  making  Gems  such  as  the  present  a  further  rarity.  To 
date,  the  only  MS65  to  appear  in  the  NGC  census,  with  none  grading  finer.

NGC,  KM-Pnl6.  Struck  in  white  metal,  this  exquisite  Pattern  features 
two  encircled  dragons  within  a  beaded  border  atop  lightly-reflective  sur¬ 
faces  that  are  a  pleasing  mixture  of  silvery-gray.  The  reverse  is  just  as 
lovely,  presenting  a  highly-decorated  wreath  full  of  ornate  flowers.  Even 
to  the  unaided  eye,  pinpoint  definition  is  readily  apparent,  with  each  de¬ 
tail  boldly-rendered — particularly  the  scales  on  the  dragon  and  the  leaves 
on  the  floral  design — and  the  fields  contain  only  the  occasional  wisp  or 
tick,  all  of  which  are  within  the  confines  of  the  assigned  grade.  A  splendid 
example  of  this  seldom  available  type,  and  highly-coveted  in  this  Choice 
Mint-State  classification. 

The  5  Niang  is  one  of  several  patterns  that  was  created  during  this  time 
and  its  design  elements  bear  close  resemblance  to  the  Japanese  coins  of 
that  era.  Unfortunately,  of  the  fifteen  possible  trials  that  were  struck,  only 
three  patterns  were  adopted  for  regular  circulation,  and  the  5  Niang  was 
not  one  of  them.

The  surfaces  are  evenly-coated  in  a  desirable  smoky-gray  tone  and  un¬ 
derlying  luster  sets  the  design  elements  aglow  in  champagne  brilliance. 
Additionally,  Mint-State  definition  across  the  illustrative  deign  motifs  is 
easily  identifiable,  with  particular  attention  drawn  to  the  encircled  dragon 
design,  and  other  than  light  handling  within  the  fields,  this  scarce  speci¬ 
men  absolutely  delights. 

In  an  effort  to  modernize  their  200 year-old  monetary  system  of  cash  coin¬ 
age  (cast  coins  featuring  a  square  hole  in  the  center)  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  19th  century,  Korea  employed  the  aid  of  Japanese  mint  officials  to 
update  their  minting  equipment  in  order  to  produce  milled  or  machine- 
struck  coins.  During  this  time,  fifteen  trial  strikes  were  created  in  vari¬ 
ous  metal  compositions  and  denominations.  Of  those,  however,  only  three 
were  adopted  into  regular  circulation,  one  of  those  being  the  Warn  which 
was  the  largest  silver  denomination  created  during  this  time  and  a  coin 
that  is  rare  in  its  own  right.

32302  Japanese  Protectorate  -  Yung  Hi  gold  5  Won  ND  (1908)  MS66  PCGS,  Osaka  mint,  KM  1 142,  JV-A7.  A  veritable  gem,  this  offering  pres¬ 
ents  rose-tinged  surfaces  that  absolutely  radiate  with  full,  original  mint  bloom  and  design  motifs  that  are  just  as  awe-inspiring.  The  obverse  features  a 
stylized  dragon  clutching  the  pearl  of  celestial  wisdom  and  the  reverse  depicts  the  imperial  seal  of  Korea  atop  the  vertically  positioned  denomination, 
surrounded  by  wreaths  of  intertwined  flowers  and  leaves.  Upon  closer  inspection  the  excellence  of  this  specimen  is  further  confirmed  with  devices 
that  exhibit  pinpoint  definition  and  open  expanses  that  are  virtually  flawless. 

As  the  first  year  of  this  two-year  series — and  the  only  collectible  date  at  that — the  1908  5  Won  claims  a  reported  original  mintage  of  10,000  pieces; 
however,  according  to  Jacobs  and  Vermeule,  a  sizeable  portion  of  that  was  melted  down  by  the  Japanese  in  1910.  Regardless  of  the  exact  number,  it 
is  safe  to  presume  that  surviving  examples  of  this  type  are  extremely  scarce  and  incredibly  rare. 

Emperor  Yung  Hi  of  the  Yi  Dynasty  was  the  second  and  final  Emperor  of  Korea  ruling  from  1907  until  1910.  During  the  protectorate  era,  the  Won 
coins  of  Korea  displayed  the  representative  Japanese  dragon  motif  and  were  struck  in  Osaka  to  the  Japanese  standard.  As  for  the  gold  coins,  the  5, 
10,  and  20  Won  appeared  just  before  Korea  s  independence  was  extinguished.  Since  almost  all  of  the  gold  coins  were  melted  after  Korea  was  annexed 
to  Japan  in  1910,  the  exact  number  of  surviving  examples  is  unknown,  but  thought  to  be  extremely  small  in  number.

Most  desirable  in  this  elite  quality,  featuring  the  stately  bust  of  Joseph 
Wenzel,  the  Prince  of  Liechtenstein,  with  angels  supporting  crowned 
arms,  holding  the  order  chain.  This  premium  selection  presents  lightly- 
dappled  surfaces  in  a  delectable  shade  of  champagne  and  fields  that  radi¬ 
ate  with  intense  reflectivity  that  ignites  the  design  elements  in  a  shower  of 
brilliance.  Under  magnification,  the  excellence  of  this  offering  continues, 
with  fully-bold,  pinpoint  definition  and  nary  a  blemish  to  report  other  than 
subtle,  planchet  adjustment  marks  which  are  expected  on  a  coin  of  this 
size.  Even  so,  the  sublime  appearance  of  this  jewel  remains  intact.  A  coin 
of  this  caliber,  having  been  expertly  preserved  for  all  these  years,  com¬ 
mands  immediate  attention  and  excites  from  all  angles.

A  profound  issue, 
the  bust  of  Johann  II  having  been  rendered  in  impressive  scale  on  the 
flan,  with  staggeringly  bold  detail  in  his  portrait,  due  in  part  to  skillful 
engraving,  but  also  because  of  the  rich  matte  texture  throughout  that  only 
amplifies  his  stem  appearance.  Elsewhere,  the  surfaces  are  mostly  gray, 
as  these  tend  to  come,  with  some  olive -hued  darkening  towards  the  outer 
edges.  Nicer  than  the  grade  implies,  we  only  note  a  minor  tick  or  two  that 
accounts  for  the  grade.  An  ideal  piece  for  the  collector  of  usual,  seldom- 
seen  crowns.

The  coinage  of  Malta  is  not  particularly 
rare,  and  we  note  a  dozen  or  so  examples  of  this  date  having  been  auc¬ 
tioned  off  over  the  last  decade.  However,  what  makes  this  coin  so  covet- 
able  is  its  condition.  The  vast  majority,  if  not  all,  of  the  others  that  have 
sold  have  been  solidly  in  the  VF  range.  The  present  specimen,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  somehow  escaped  the  same  sort  of  circulation  that  its  peers  ex¬ 
perienced.  We  would  not  be  surprised  if  this  turned  out  to  be  the  finest 
known  of  all  18th  century  Malta  2  scudi.  For  the  collector  world  crowns, 
this  would  seem  to  be  an  important  opportunity,  as  the  likes  of  this  coin 
may  not  appear  on  the  market  again  for  quite  some  time.

Essentially  Mint  State  with 
minor  edge  faults  at  3  o’clock  and  mild  handling  marks  defining  the  grade, 
yet  retaining  strong  luster  and  with  a  nearly  impeccable  strike,  showing 
almost  imperceptible  doubling  in  the  legends  and  good  eye-appeal.  Mexi¬ 
can  gold  round  presentation  pieces  are  rightfully  considered  one  of  the 
most  desirable  and  important  of  the  entire  Spanish  American  series,  with 
demand  always  outstripping  the  scant  supply.  The  present  1715-J  is  decid¬ 
edly  more  elusive  than  the  “usual”  1714-J  date  for  the  post- 17 13  “fine” 
type,  with  only  four  examples  noted  by  K.  Ponterio  in  his  thorough  census 
of  known  Mexican  “Royal”  8  Escudos  (published  in  the  auction  catalog 
of  Ponterio  4/2000  sale).  All  considered,  a  handsome  representative  of  this 
very  rare  presentation  type  that  must  be  considered  among  the  most  desir¬ 
able  gold  coins  in  the  world.

32307  Philip  V  gold  8  Escudos  1747  Mo-MF  AU58  NGC,  Mexico 
City  mint,  KM148,  Onza-446.  The  very  rare  posthumous  issue  of  Philip  V. 
Close  to  Mint  State  with  slight  high-point  friction  evidence,  good  underly¬ 
ing  luster  and  comparatively  few  surface  contact  marks.  A  most  attractive 
example  of  this  very  rare  date,  obviously  not  as  famous  as  the  iconic  Fer¬ 
dinand  VI  imaginary  issue  of  the  same  year  yet  probably  as  elusive.  Less 
than  fifteen  examples  have  been  noted  by  the  cataloguer,  with  the  present 
coin  -  currently  the  second  highest  of  four  coins  certified  by  NGC  -  be¬ 
ing  among  the  finest.  Eminently  desirable  in  this  engaging  quality,  and  a 
highly  important  onza  of  the  Mexican  series.

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An  Engraved  Masterpiece  of  Geronimo  Antonio  Gil 
Likely  Unique  as  a  Three  Medal  Set 

32308  Queen  Maria  Luisa  -  Royal  Order  of  Noble  Ladies  -  Proclamation  Medal  Set  1793,  A  remarkable  trio  of  medals  prepared  by  Spanish  en¬ 
graver  Geronimo  Antonio  Gil,  with  each  example  having  been  struck  with  the  following  specifications: 

Gold:  55mm/107.38gms  (Grove-unlisted;  extremely  rare)  -  UNC 

Silver:  55mm/79.13gms  (Grove-C-265;  rare)  -  AU 

Bronze:  55mm/95.08gms  (Grove-C-265b;  very  scarce)  -  Choice  UNC 

The  all-important  gold  striking  (nearly  3.5  ounces  in  weight!!!),  one  of  likely  2  or  3  known,  has  minor  handling  in  the  form  of  scattered  hairlines  and 
light  ticks,  but  full  brilliance  is  retained,  while  the  silver  has  a  touch  of  highpoint  friction  and  more  widespread  handling  than  the  gold  piece.  The  bronze 
remains  in  a  marvelous  state,  with  light  tone  and  full  reflectivity. 

Struck  at  the  Mexico  City  Mint,  and  commissioned  by  Dona  Maria  Guadalupe  de  Moncada  y  Berrio,  this  medal  type  was  issued  to  commemorate  the 
founding  of  the  Spanish  Royal  Order  of  Noble  Ladies  of  the  Queen,  a  group  of  upper-class  women  led  by  Queen  Maria  Luisa,  wife  of  King  Charles  IV. 
Seen  as  a  morale  booster  for  war-weary  Spain,  woman  of  this  “club”,  would  organize  and  participate  in  civic  events  and  serve  as  community  leaders. 
While  the  order  lasted  until  1931,  and  its  historic  significance  is  documented,  perhaps  the  most  impressive  relic  of  their  existence  happens  to  be  this  medal. 
More  art  than  medallic,  today  it  is  seen  as  one  of  Gil’s  most  endearing  works,  fully  showcasing  his  mastery  of  the  art  of  engraving.  On  the  obverse,  Maria 
Luisa  is  displayed  in  incredibly  fine  style,  her  portrait  rising  in  cameoed  prominence  (on  the  gold  strike)  from  the  surfaces,  with  stunning  dimensionality  in 
her  hair  curls,  sash  and  bow;  this  would  be  the  first  and  last  time  that  the  Queen  would  be  featured  alone  in  medallic  works  of  Mexico.  The  reverse  design 
however  is  what  makes  this  medal  a  classic!  In  the  centers,  Gil  replicates  a  ceremony  of  nobles,  presumably  within  the  Queens  chambers,  as  she  awards 
medals  of  Order;  above,  the  allegory  Fame  trumpets  his  horn,  while  cherubs  tend  to  a  smoking  urn  behind  the  ceremony.  All  together,  the  composition 
is  impressively  dynamic,  an  accomplishment  that  drastically  surpasses  the  typical  quality  and  style  of  the  era.  In  many  ways,  this  could  be  viewed  as 
Gil’s  greatest  masterpiece.  Certainly,  no  matter  the  prominence  of  the  next  cabinet  it  enters,  these  three  medals,  together,  will  stand  out  as  a  centerpiece.

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32309  Real  de  Catorce.  Ferdinand  VII  -  Insurgent  8  Reales  1811 
VG10  NGC,  Real  de  Catorce  mint,  KM169,  Cal-621.  Wholesome  and 
rather  pleasant  for  this  crude  issue,  with  all  details  clear,  a  decent  strike, 
some  roughness  on  the  edges  and  handling  marks  commensurate  with  the 
designation.  A  one-year  Insurgent  type  (not  Royalist  as  often  catalogued, 
see  for  example  Carlos  Jara’s  recent  article  on  the  October  9,  2014  issue 
of  Coin  Week  magazine)  authorized  by  Jose  Mariano  Jimenez  between  the 
end  of  1 8 1 0  and  early  1811  to  mitigate  the  lack  of  coinage  available  in 
Catorce. 

After  the  defeat  of  Insurgent  forces  at  the  siege  of  Guanajuato  in  Novem¬ 
ber  1810,  he  marched  towards  San  Luis  Potosi  (where  Catorce  is  located) 
and  spent  most  of  the  following  month  of  December  there.  After  a  final 
victory  at  Agua  Nueva  on  Januaty  6,  1811,  he  was  finally  taken  prisoner 
along  Hidalgo  and  several  other  Insurtent  commanders  by  royalist  leader 
Elizondo  at  Acatita  de  Bajan.  He  was  taken  to  Chihuahua  to  face  treason 
charges  and  finally  shot  as  traitor  on  June  26,  1811.  Quoting  Jara,  when 
facing  accusations  of  having  issued  coinage,  Jimenez  replied  on  sworn  tes¬ 
timony  that  “he  issued  coinage  in  silver  of full  fineness  and  intrinsic  val¬ 
ue  in  the  Real  de  Catorce  ...  That  if  he  committed  the  crime  of  minting 
coinage,  he  only  did  so  following  the  example  set  forth  by  Zacatecas  and 
under  the  authority  bestowed  upon  him  and  the  necessity  of  providing  a 
circulating  media,  but  always  being  careful  or  not  harming  the  Kings 
interests  by  giving  it  a  proper  weight  and  full  intrinsic  value.  Indeed, 
the  few  surviving  specimens  of  the  Real  de  Catorce  issue  are  overweight 
and  seemingly  of  good  silver,  thus  apparently  in  agreeance  with  Jimenez’ 
account.  Although  most  references  mistakenly  liken  this  issue  with  the 
Royalist  series,  all  of  them  correctly  agree  on  the  issue’s  high  rarity:  only 
a  handful  are  presently  known,  and  it  constitutes  without  a  doubt  one  of 
the  keys  of  the  entire  War  of  Independence  period.  Now  correctly  identi¬ 
fied  as  one  of  Mexico’s  first  independent  crowns,  its  perceived  historical 
importance  should  augment.  As  such,  this  impeccably  pedigreed  example 
should  gather  strong  attention.

The  Suriana  2  pesos  issue  has  long  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  key  coins 
of  the  popular  and  challenging  Mexican  Revolution  series.  When  origi¬ 
nally  published  by  Sanchez  Garza  (page  “Historical  Notes  on  coins  of  the 
Mexican  Revolution”,  1932),  the  issue  (catalogued  as  No.  81a)  warranted 
the  following  comment:  “This  rare  piece  was  struck  at  a  mining  camp 
called  Suriana,  located  in  the  state  of  Guerrero  very  close  to  Campo  Mo- 
rado,  and  operated  by  the  Penoles  Mining  Company.  It  is  said  that  only  a 
small  number  were  made.  There  is  only  one  specimen  in  this  city  (Mexico 
City)  and  belongs  to  the  Alvarez  Martinez  collection,  but  I  understand  that 
there  are  three  specimens  in  the  U.  S.”  Likewise,  the  first  public  offering 
(the  example  from  the  Muirhead  collection,  Glendining's  3/1936,  lot  25) 
was  described  as  “extremely  rare”.  Its  status  as  a  key  rarity  of  the  entire 
Mexican  Revolution  series  has  hardly  diminished  since,  its  rarity  having 
hardly  evolved  -  less  than  ten  examples  of  the  present  reeded-edge  variety 
have  been  confirmed.  Indeed,  although  a  handful  of  issues  may  actually 
be  rarer,  yet  none  -  save  perhaps  for  the  gold  Oaxaca  60  Pesos  1916  -  are 
arguably  as  iconic,  nor  more  desirable  amongst  the  collector  community. 

The  reverse  inscription  “Oro  0,595”  refers  to  the  purported  actual  gold 
content  in  grams,  instead  of  the  fineness  (as  per  the  KM  description)  (cf. 
Eguia,  Bernardo:  “Oro  en  Monedas  Revolucionarias”  in  Boletin  de  la  So- 
ciedad  Numismatica  de  Mexico,  No.  10,  January-March  1956).  This  is 
in  line  with  the  study  “Los  Criaderos  Minerales  de  Campo  Morado  y  La 
Suriana”  (Mexico,  1918)  by  geologist  Teodoro  Flores. 

As  noted  previously,  an  extremely  rare  and  iconic  issue,  obviously  among 
the  very  finest  of  less  than  10  examples  known.  Currently  the  single  speci¬ 
men  certified  by  NGC,  and  among  the  most  desirable  Mexican  Revolution 
era  coins  we  have  had  the  privilege  to  handle.

32328  Ferdinand  VII  Type  I  “Manila”  Countermarked  8  Reales 
1828  MS62  NGC,  Manila  mint,  KM25  (Incorrectly  labeled  on  slab  in¬ 
sert).  Type  I  Counterstamp  struck  over  a  Peru  8  Reales  1828-LIMA.  An 
absolutely  spectacular  Mint-State  example  of  this  Type  I  countermark 
featuring  a  boldly  struck  obverse  that  all  but  erases  the  previous  detail 
of  its  host.  This,  of  course,  was  the  intended  purpose — to  countermark 
the  foreign  host  coin  to  authorize  its  use  within  the  Philippines.  Thusly, 
the  “Manila”  counterstamp  can  be  found  on  several  Latin  American  Re¬ 
public  coins  during  this  time  period.  While  the  current  example  presents 
a  phenomenal  strike,  obliterating  even  the  Peruvian  legend,  the  poorly 
suited  equipment  at  the  Manila  mint  typically  produced  results  that  were 
far  from  satisfactory  and  within  a  few  years  the  operation  was  canceled 
altogether  in  favor  of  a  new  counterstamp.  This  specimen  is  by  far  the  nic¬ 
est  examples  we’ve  come  across,  with  mauve-tinged  surfaces  that  express 
a  considerable  amount  of  luster,  and  definition  that  is  truly  remarkable  for 
the  type.  To  give  an  example  of  just  how  rare  this  issue  is  in  Mint  State, 
the  next  highest  certified  1828  “Manila”  counterstamp  issue  graded,  of 
any  KM  type,  is  an  XF45.

32396  Castille.  Enrique  I  gold  Morab  1253  Safard  (1215)  MS64  NGC,  Unpublished,  although  this  piece  has  been  extensively  studied  by  the  experts 
at  the  Spanish  numismatic  auction  houses  Aureo  &  Calico  and  Jesus  Vico. 

The  morabitino  of  Toledo  was  first  issued  by  Alfonso  VIII  of  Castille  in  the  year  1173.  It  was  intended  to  compensate  for  the  disappearance  of  the  Al- 
moravid  dinars  once  Murcia,  the  last  bastion  of  the  Almoravids  on  the  Iberian  Peninsula,  was  taken  by  the  Almohads  in  the  year  1170. 

This  is  a  coin  with  unique  features.  Not  only  is  the  Christian  motto  presented  in  the  Arabic  language  and  script,  it  is  also  presented  in  a  style  that  imitates 
the  style  and  legends  of  the  dinar:  where  the  one  starts  with  “In  the  name  of  Allah...,”  this  coin  says,  “In  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy 
Spirit....”  The  traditional  legend,  “the  imam  Abd- Allah,  Prince  of  the  Believers,  al-Abassi”  is  replaced  by  “The  imam  of  the  Christian  Church,  the  Pope 
of  Rome.”  Replacing  “the  Emir  Abu  Abd- Allah  Muhammad  ibn  Sa’ad,”  is,  of  course,  “the  Emir  of  the  Catholics,  Alfonso  ibn  Sancho,”  with  the  same 
invocations  to  divine  protection. 

That  coinage  bears  the  date  in  which  they  were  struck,  not  recorded  for  medieval  Christian  coinage,  but  normal  for  Islamic  coinage  almost  since  its  incep¬ 
tion.  Nonetheless,  the  year  is  not  according  to  the  Islamic  calendar,  but  rather  the  year  of  the  so-called  “Hispanic  Era,”  which  would  correspond  to  our 
calendar  plus  38  years.  This  is  known  as  the  “Era  of  Safard,”  explicitly  stated  on  the  coins,  which  indicates  that  those  morabitinos  were  minted  under  the 
auspices  of  Toledo’s  Jewish  bankers — just  as  the  gold  mancusos  were  minted  in  Barcelona  a  century  earlier.  Other  than  the  dinero  issue  in  billion  under 
Alfonso  in  1166,  no  other  European  coin  will  bear  a  date  until  three  centuries  later.  Alfonso  VIII  died  in  1214,  and  the  crown  passed  to  his  ten  year  old 
son,  Enrique  I  of  Castille.  Berenguela,  his  eldest  sister,  became  his  guardian,  but  was  forced  to  cede  that  responsibility  to  the  powerful  Lara  family.  Alvaro 
Nunez  de  Lara  had  absolute  custody  of  the  king  until  Enrique  died  in  an  accident  in  1217.  Morabitinos  were  minted  continuously  during  those  three  years. 
They  bore  the  name  of  Alfonso  with  only  the  date  changing.  However,  up  to  now  coins  bearing  the  year  1253  of  the  Safard  Era — the  year  showing  on  the 
coin  presented  here — were  previously  unknown. 

This  is  the  only  known  specimen  of  a  coin  bearing  the  name  of  Enrique  I.  We  can  surmise  that  it  was  minted  in  the  very  brief  period  when  he  was  under 
the  guardianship  of  his  sister  Berenguela,  and  that  the  issue  was  interrupted  after  the  Count  of  Lara  was  appointed  the  king’s  guardian.  An  additional 
characteristic  of  the  morabitinos  in  general  is  the  designation  of  the  king  as  “al  amir  ibn  Alfuns  al  thamin  HENRIC,”  or  “the  prince  son  of  Alfonso  the 
eighth,  Henry”  (our  thanks  to  Mr.  Tawfiq  Ibrahim  for  the  transcription).  The  citing  of  the  royal  ordinal  (“the  eighth”)  is  surprising  for  both  Islamic  and 
Christian  coinage  of  that  era.  It  will  not  appear  again  on  a  coin  of  Castile  until  the  reign  of  Juan  II,  in  the  fifteenth  century.

“rarisimas”).  A  spectacular  copper  trial  strike  for  the  obverse  of  the  gold 
100  Pesetas  of  1870  with  “PRUEBA”  stamped  on  the  reverse.  Featuring 
the  statuesque  figure  of  Hispania  with  the  Pyrenees  behind,  this  Specimen 
glows  with  reddish-tinged  chestnut  surfaces  that  brighten  into  a  lustrous 
champagne  hue  upon  rotation.  The  trial  for  which  this  piece  was  made — 
modern  Spain’s  rarest  gold  issue,  perhaps  one  of  the  world’s — asserts  a  re¬ 
ported  mintage  of  just  12  pieces.

Struck  in  Stockholm  as  largesse  (the  bestow¬ 
ing  or  giving  of  money  or  gifts  to  others)  which  was  thrown  into  the  crowd 
of  spectators  who  attended  royal  coronations  and  funerals  beginning  in  the 
16th  century  in  Sweden.  This  particular  example  of  medallic  coinage  was 
struck  for  the  coronation  of  the  23  year-old  Gustav  II  Adolf  and  depicts 
his  portrait  with  the  Hebrew  inscription  of  Jehovah  above  and  three  Coats 
of  Arms  below:  Sweden,  House  of  Vasa,  and  Gotaland.  The  reverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  sun  shining  down  upon  a  lily  that  is  growing  through  a  crown.  The 
overall  appearance  of  this  example  is  extremely  pleasing,  with  lightly-pat- 
inated  surfaces  and  even-wear  across  the  design  elements.  An  altogether 
extremely  scarce  type  that  is  rarely  available  in  the  marketplace. 

Gustav  II  Adolf  ruled  during  a  tumultuous  era;  however,  under  his  leader¬ 
ship  (which  began  at  the  age  of  16),  he  successfully  turned  the  Swedish 
army  into  an  impressive  military  force,  influenced  the  political  and  reli¬ 
gious  climate  of  Europe  during  and  after  the  Thirty  Years  ’  War,  and  was 
credited  for  turning  Sweden  into  a  dominant  power  within  the  region.

Crowned  and  armored  bust 
of  Karl  X  Gustav  right.  Rev.  City  view  of  Riga  with  boats  on  the  Daugava 
(or  Western  Dvina)  river,  above  clouds  with  two  lions  holding  the  crest  of 
Riga.  The  strike  is  bold  and  the  surfaces  lustrous,  with  light  contact  marks, 
and  hairlines,  on  both  sides.  The  flan  is  somewhat  wavy  and  an  edge  bump 
is  noted  at  12  o’clock.  A  visually  striking  piece  and  an  extreme  rarity  for 
this  area  with  ties  to  both  Sweden  and  Poland.

King  Karl  IX  chose  his  number  (IX)  after 
studying  a  fictitious  history  of  Sweden,  and  the  next  King  Karl  therefore 
assumed  to  be  Karl  X.  During  his  brief  reign,  Karl  spent  most  of  his  time 
waging  wars  with  Poland,  Denmark,  Brandenburg,  etc.  He  died  in  1660 
at  the  young  age  of  3  7.

Indeed,  a  comprehensive  search  of  auction  records  from  the 
past  15  years  does  seem  to  confirm  that  this  is  finer  than  any  of  its  peers 
which  have  appeared  publicly  on  the  market  in  terms  of  strike,  condition, 
and  surfaces.

It’s  hard  to 
imagine  a  coin  so  large  and  so  old  being  this  well  preserved,  and  yet  we 
have  the  present  specimen.  There  have  been  less  than  ten  examples  of  this 
particular  Davenport  number  publicly  sold  in  the  last  15  years,  and  judg¬ 
ing  from  the  photographs  and  lot  descriptions,  this  piece  bests  them  all.

THE  HAMMER  PRICE  DOES  NOT  MEET  THE  “Minimum  Bid”,  THE  CONSIGNOR  MAY  PAY  A 
REDUCED  COMMISSION  ON  THOSE  LOTS.  ’’Minimum  Bids”  are  generally  posted  online  several 
days  prior  to  the  Auction  closing.  For  any  successful  bid  placed  by  a  consignor  on  his  Property 
on  the  Auction  floor,  or  by  any  means  during  the  live  session,  or  after  the  ’’Minimum  Bid”  for  an 
Auction  have  been  posted,  we  will  require  the  consignor  to  pay  full  Buyer’s  Premium  and  Seller’s 
Commissions  on  such  lot. 

14.  The  highest  qualified  Bidder  recognized  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  Buyer.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  bid, 
the  earliest  bid  received  or  recognized  wins.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  any  Bidders  at  an 
Auction,  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  reoffer  the  lot.  Auctioneer’s  decision  and  declaration 
of  the  winning  Bidder  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  Bidders.  Bids  properly  offered,  whether 
by  floor  Bidder  or  other  means  of  bidding,  may  on  occasion  be  missed  or  go  unrecognized;  in  such 
cases,  the  Auctioneer  may  declare  the  recognized  bid  accepted  as  the  winning  bid,  regardless  of 
whether  a  competing  bid  may  have  been  higher.

19.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  nonpayment,  breach  of  a  warranty, 
disputed  ownership,  auctioneer’s  clerical  error  or  omission  in  exercising  bids  and  reserves,  or  for 
any  other  reason  and  in  Auctioneer’s  sole  discretion.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election 
to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the  Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and 
buyer’s  premium)  and  any  other  damages  or  expenses  pertaining  to  the  lot.

Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  determine  if  a  check  constitutes  “good  funds”:  checks  drawn  on  a  U.S.  bank  are 
subject  to  a  ten  business  day  hold,  and  thirty  days  when  drawn  on  an  international  bank.  Clients 
with  pre-arranged  credit  status  may  receive  immediate  credit  for  payments  via  eCheck,  personal,  or 
corporate  checks.  All  others  will  be  subject  to  a  hold  of  5  days,  or  more,  for  the  funds  to  clear  prior  to 
releasing  merchandise.  (Ref.  T&C  item  7  Credit  for  additional  information.)  Payments  can  be  made 
24-48  hours  post  auction  from  the  My  Orders  page  of  the  HA.com  website. 

24.  Payment  is  due  upon  closing  of  the  Auction  session,  or  upon  presentment  of  an  invoice.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  void  an  invoice  if  payment  in  full  is  not  received  within  7  days  after  the  close 
of  the  Auction.

Bidder  agrees  to  pay  Auctioneer  the  actual  amount 
of  tax  due  in  the  event  that  sales  tax  is  not  properly  collected  due  to:  1)  an  expired,  inaccurate, 
or  inappropriate  tax  certificate  or  declaration,  2)  an  incorrect  interpretation  of  the  applicable 
statute,  3)  or  any  other  reason.  The  appropriate  form  or  certificate  must  be  on  file  at  and  verified  by 
Auctioneer  five  days  prior  to  Auction,  or  tax  must  be  paid;  only  if  such  form  or  certificate  is  received 
by  Auctioneer  within  4  days  after  the  Auction  can  a  refund  of  tax  paid  be  made.  Lots  from  different 
Auctions  may  not  be  aggregated  for  sales  tax  purposes. 

26.  In  the  event  that  a  Bidder’s  payment  is  dishonored  upon  presentment(s),  Bidder  shall  pay  the 
maximum  statutory  processing  fee  set  by  applicable  state  law.

28.  In  the  event  a  successful  Bidder  fails  to  pay  any  amounts  due,  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  sell 
the  lot(s)  securing  the  invoice  to  any  underbidders  in  the  Auction  that  the  lot(s)  appeared,  or  at 
subsequent  private  or  public  sale,  or  relist  the  lot(s)  in  a  future  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer.  A 
defaulting  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  resale  (including  a  15%  seller’s  commission, 
if  consigned  to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  The  defaulting  Bidder  is  liable  to  pay  any 
difference  between  his  total  original  invoice  for  the  lot(s),  plus  any  applicable  interest,  and  the  net 
proceeds  for  the  lot(s)  if  sold  at  private  sale  or  the  subsequent  hammer  price  of  the  lot(s)  less  the  15% 
seller’s  commissions,  if  sold  at  an  Auctioneer’s  auction. 

29.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  in  good  funds  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise.

It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  items  once  they  have  been  delivered  to  a 
common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper. 

Delivery;  Shipping;  and  Handling  Charges: 

32.  Buyer  is  liable  for  shipping,  handling,  registration,  and  renewal  fees,  if  any.  Please  refer  to  Auctioneers 
website  HA.com/c/shipping.zx  for  the  latest  charges  or  call  Auctioneer.  Auctioneer  is  unable  to  combine 
purchases  from  other  auctions  or  affiliates  into  one  package  for  shipping  purposes.  Lots  won  will  be 
shipped  in  a  commercially  reasonable  time  after  payment  in  good  funds  for  the  merchandise  and  the 
shipping  fees  is  received  or  credit  extended,  except  when  third-party  shipment  occurs.  Buyer  agrees  that 
Service  and  Handling  charges  related  to  shipping  items  which  are  not  pre-paid  may  be  charged  to  the 
credit  card  on  file  with  Auctioneer.

On  all  domestic  shipments,  any  risk  of  loss 
during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  Heritage  until  the  shipping  carriers  confirmation  of  delivery  to  the 
address  of  record  in  Auctioneers  file  (carriers  confirmation  is  conclusive  to  prove  delivery  to  Bidder;

41.  Auctioneer  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  any  Property  by  Auctioneer  to  Bidder.  No  third  party  may  rely  on  any 
benefit  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  and  any  rights,  if  any,  established  hereunder  are  personal  to 
the  Bidder  and  may  not  be  assigned.  Any  statement  made  by  the  Auctioneer  is  an  opinion  and  does 
not  constitute  a  warranty  or  representation.  No  employee  of  Auctioneer  may  alter  these  Terms  and 
Conditions,  and,  unless  signed  by  a  principal  of  Auctioneer,  any  such  alteration  is  null  and  void. 

42.  Auctioneer  shall  not  be  liable  for  breakage  of  glass  or  damage  to  frames  (patent  or  latent);  such  defects, 
in  any  event,  shall  not  be  a  basis  for  any  claim  for  return  or  reduction  in  purchase  price. 

Release: 

43.  In  consideration  of  participation  in  the  Auction  and  the  placing  of  a  bid,  Bidder  expressly  releases 
Auctioneer,  its  officers,  directors  and  employees,  its  affiliates,  and  its  outside  experts  that  provide 
second  opines,  from  any  and  all  claims,  cause  of  action,  chose  of  action,  whether  at  law  or  equity  or 
any  arbitration  or  mediation  rights  existing  under  the  rules  of  any  professional  society  or  affiliation 
based  upon  the  assigned  description,  or  a  derivative  theory,  breach  of  warranty  express  or  implied, 
representation  or  other  matter  set  forth  within  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  or  otherwise.
